bot's men: the fiſhery of Kindlos to remain to the 
abbot, paying 12s per ann. with liberty to fir Hugh 
to diſtrain for the rent in the abbot's manor of 
_ Ludham. | 


The temporalities of the abbot in 1428 were va- 
lued at 71. os. 1d. which on the diſſolution, 1535, 


came to the crown, and on the exchange of lands 
B - between 
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between Henry VIII. and the biſhop of Nowich, 


was granted to that ſee, and fo remains at this time. 


The church, which is very handſome, is dedicated 
to St. Nicholas, and was a rectory. 5 


In the reign of king John the abbot preſented Pe- 
ter Bardolph to be vicar, who was to have all the 
altarage, tithe of hemp and flax, wool, cheeſe and 
hay, all the free land of the church, and a ſheaf of 
the tenths of the demean of the abbot. 


In the reign of Edward I. it was a rectory, and 
the rector had a manſe with the vicarage, valued at 
thirty marks; and the vicar had then all the land 
belonging to the church. The abbot was 2 2755 
and had a portion of tithe W at 48. 


In 1351, the rectory, which ied been formerly 
appropriated to the abbey by pope Lucius, and many 
' ſecular clergy bad aſter poſſeſſed it as rectors, was 
this year appropriated by William, biſhop of Nor- 
wich, to that abbey, for the ſupport of two ſtudents 
- (monks of this abbey) in divinity, or canon law, at 
Cambridge, ſaving to the biſhop the nomination of 
a vicar, with an annual penſion of 308.

by pope Innocent the third, who gave them leave o 
wear white robes, with a croſs, red and blue, on their 
breaſts, appointing all their poſſeſſions to be divided 
into three parts—one part for their own ſubſiſtence, 

another for the relief of the poor, and the third for 
the redemption of captives, according to the rule of 


St. Victor. 
This houſe is ſaid to have been the chief of this 


order, that is, in reſpect of value: we meet with but 


three others, Thelesford in Warwickſhire, Mottinden 
in Kent, and Knareſborough in Yorkſhire, all found- 
ed beſore this of Ingham, 


Brother end. of the houſe of Mottinden, was 
provincial of the order in England. All their churches 
were dedicated to the TR | 


This priory to conſiſt of a prior, n or cuſ- 
tos, who had the care of the college, a ſacriſt, who

In 1206, the 8th of king John, Robert the chap- 


lain of Arminghall, ſettled ſeventy acres of land 
here, and ſeven acres in 'Trowle-Newton, on the 


prior and convent, after his own and his wife Ef- 
trild's death, and the death of their fon John. 


In 1281, Edward I. licenſed Richard de Swerdeſ- 
ton, and Iſabel his wife, to convey and ſettle many 
lands in this village on the prior and convent of 
Norwich. 


In 1283, the prior had view of frank-pledge, and 
aſſiſe of bread and ale belonging to this. manor, 
which continued till the convent's diſſolution in the 
monaſtery, and was re-granted to the dean and chap- 
ter, who are now lords: it hath been leaſed out by 
them to the families of the Miagays and Hernes, 
and the heirs of fir Horatio Pettus, of Rackheath, 
bart. have the preſent leaſe. 

The prior was anciently taxed for the manor, rents 
and lands, at 111, 13s. and for his imipropriate tithes 
and ſpiritual tithes ſix marks and eight-pence. 


The church is dedicated to St. Mary the Virgin, 
and was appropriated by John de Grey, biſhop of 
Norwich, to the chamberlain of that monaſtery: the 
rectory was valued at fix marks, and the vicarage at 


forty ſhillings, and was not taxed: it paid three- 
Pence carvage, but no ſinodals, procurations, not 


Peter- pence, it being exempt from the archdeacon's 
juriſdiction. The dean and chapter hath probate of 


wills, 
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wills, and all archidiaconal power; but at the ap- 
propriation, the biſhop reſerved to himſelf and ſuc- 


ceſſors all pontifical and parochial juriſdiction, and 
gave them liberty to ſerve the church by their chap- 


lains, removeable at pleaſure; but yet they were 


forced to endow a vicarage, to which the priors of 
Norwich preſented. 


Thomas Serleby was preſented by the dean and 
chapter in 1579, and held it united to Trowſe, and 
ſince there have been no vicars, but the church hath 
been ſerved (as it now is) once every fortnight by a 
perpetual curate, nominated by the dean and chap- 


ter, who pay him an annual ſtipend. 


Here was a ſmall chapel dedicated to St. Andrew, 


now demoliſhed ; it ſtood at a place called Belhawe. 


The church 1s eleven yards long, and five and an 
half broad, the chancel 1s ſeven yards long, and the 
{ame breadth as the church, and are both thatched ; 


there is a ſquare tower about thirty-five feet high, 


and three bells, but no ailes or porch,

This eftate, long in the family of the Hernes, 
was purchaſed by lady Pettus, the mother of the late 
fir Horatio Pettus, bart. of Rackheath, on whoſe de- 
ceaſe the title became extinct. Sir Horatio Pettus 


ſerved the office of high ſheriff of this county: he 


married a grand-daughter of Dr. Prideaux, dean of 
Norwich, by whom he left two daughters ; the eldeſt 
married to John Richard Daſhwood, eſq. of Cockley 
Cley near Swaffham, and lately deceaſed 5; the 
younger daughter not married. 


The Rev. een Syimncnds was preſented to this 
curacy by the dean and chapter of Norwich in 1765. 


BIXLEY, 
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BIXLEY. This village is now in the liberty of 
the duke of Norfolk, who is lord of it, as a member 
to his manor of Framlingham-Earl ; and it hath paſ- 
ſed with that from early times. | 


In 1283, Roger le Bigot, earl of Norfolk, claim- 
ed to his manor'of Biſkele, a member of Framling- 
ham Parva, vicw of frank-pledge, aſſiſe of bread and 
ale, all of his own tenants in Biſkele, and it was 
allowed him in Eire. The advowſon always attend- 
ed the manor, which wholly at firſt belonged to Ro- 
ger Bigot, who granted od divers Parts to be held 
of his barony, 


| Biſhop Stigand owned it in the Confeſſor's time, 
and gave it to his free man named Genret, who held 
it under him. 


N Ralph Fitz-Walter had it It was then worth 
twenty ſhillings, and was after raiſed to fifty ſhillings. 
The village was half a mile long and four furlongs 
broad, and paid 1od. ob. gelt. It had a church 
and twenty-four acres of glebe, valued at two ſhil- 


lings a year. 


Ulketel, the Dane, had then another part, and 
Anflec, a free man, another; all which, after a long 
conteſt in the hundred court with Godric the ſewer, 
Roger Bigot recovered, and had his manor compleat- 
ed by divers parts, in Surlingham, Rockland, and 
Bramerton, being added to it.

In 1690, the duke of Norfolk gave this rectory to 
William Dilke; and at the death of David Fleming, 
who held it with Framlingham Earl, the Rev. Dr. 
Henry Goodall, the preſent. rector, ſucceeded, and 
holds it conſolidated with Framlingham Earl, being 
preſented in 1747 by dame Suſan Ward. The duke 
of Norfolk is now patron. 


The church here is an antique ſmall building, of 
one alle only, which, with the chancel, is eighteen 
yards long, and five broad, and is tiled, as is the 
ſouth porch, and tower, which is low and ſquare, 
and hath in it two ſmall bells; on the biggeſt is, in 
the old Engliſh character, |

It is dedicated to St. Wandrageſilius the abbot, to 
hoſe image pilgrimages were made in thoſe days. 
The preſent fabric was built by William de Dun- 
wich, who was one of the bailiffs of Norwich in 
1272; for on a ſtone at the ſouth-eaſt corner of the 
chancel, are theſe words, in Saxon characters,

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BixLey-HALL, the ſeat of the family of the Wards, 
is a well-built, handſome houſe, erected by fir Ed- 
ward Ward, bart. grandfather of fir Edward and fir 
Randal Ward, barts. It is fituated near the high 
road from Norwich to Bungay, and fronts three 
ways; looking north towards Norwich, weſt againſt 
the road, and ſouth through divers incloſures, to- 
wards the earſt part of Poringland heath.

Mary at Kirby; and it appears that he was lord of 
the manors of Wodehoule, Bedons alias Seams, and 
patron of two parts of the adyowſon of Kirby St. 
Andrew ; having eſtates in Bixley, Surlingham, Bra- 
merton, Rocklands, Framlingham, Trowſe, and Wit- 
lingham, leaving.

of Barkway in Hertfordſhire: he married Margaret,

Edward Ward, eſq. of Poſtwick, who was the 
firſt of the family that ſettled at Bixley, and built 
the old hall there. In 1565, the 7th of queen Eli- 
zabeth, he was lord of Kirby-Bedon, and held it of 
John Leigh, as of his manor of Surlingham. By 
his will, he deviſed the manor of Barkway rectory 
to his ſon Edward, with remainder to Joſeph Ward, 
a younger ſon, brother to the ſaid Edward; and 
ſoon after his deceaſe, the two brothers joined, and 
fold it to dame Sulan Saltonſtall. He married Ann, 
daughter of John Havers, of Winfarthing, gent. by 
whom he had twelve children; and dying in 1563, 
lies buried under an altar nb bv Bixley chancel,

of all his numerous iſſue, William Ward, the 
fixth ſon, was the moſt remarkable; who being put 


| apprentice, became a wealthy zoldfmith i in London, 


and jeweller to Henriette-Marie, king Charles the 
Firſt's queen, and was knighted by that king. The 


great fortunes which this gentleman raiſed, was ow- 


ing to a lucky accident ſoon after his ſetting out in 
trade, which is thus related: Mr. Ward ſtanding 
by his ſhop door in Lombard- ſtreet, a man in a ſai- 


Jor's habit paſſed by, whom he aſked the uſual queſ- 


tion, Whether he wanted any thing in his way? 
Whoſe anſwer was, he could not tell, till he knew 


whether he had occaſion for ſomething he had ta 


diſpoſe of, which he would ſhew him if he pleaſed 
to go into the back ſhop; where Mr. Ward was ſur- 
prized with a great number of rough diamonds pour- 


ed out of a bag upon the counter by the ſailor, who 


at the ſame time aſked him if he had occaſion for, 


or would buy any ſuch things, and if fo, what he 


would give for them, Mr, Ward anſwered he had, 


and would buy if they could agree; which was 


ſoon done, and ſo much to Mr. Ward's liking, that 


he invited the ſailor, and all the ſhip's crew, to ſup- 


per at a neighbouring tavern; where he treated them 
lo generoully, that the failor whiſpered to him at 
parting, that he had ſuch another parcel for him in 


the morning, if he pleaſed to buy; which Mr. Ward 


_ gladly 88850 of, and bought them, gave the like 


treat, 
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treat, and parted merrily with mutual joy; the ſai- 
lor for his ready caſh, and the jeweller for the great 
advantage that he ſaw in the purchaſe. He ſoon fell 
to work upon the ſtones, which fully anſwered his 
expectation, and ſo much added to his fortunes, that 
he ſoon raiſed his reputation, and became one of the 
moſt eminent bankers in London, 


It afterwards happened, that Edward lord Dudley, 
having much impaired his fortune by irregular liv- 
ing. was adviſed by his friends to apply to Mr. 
Ward, as an honeſt and ſubſtantial banker, for 
20, oool. who told his lordſhip at once, that the mo- 
ney was ready upon producing ſatis factory ſecurity. 
which his lordſhip ſoon did: upon which, Mr. Ward 
told his lordſhip he thought he might be ſupplied 
better, and more honourably, than by borrowing. 
And being aſked how; Mr. Ward faid he had an 
only fon, and his lordſhip a grand-daughter, (named 
Frances) the only iſſue of his ſon and heir fir Ferdi- 

nando, deceaſed; and if they might be married to- 

gether, he would ſupply more than the preſent want. 
My lord liſtened to it, the match was ſoon conclu- 
ded, and ſo the two families and eſtates became uni- 
ted. When Sutton lord Dudley died, the married 
couple were not equal in honour; ſhe lady baroneſs 
Dudley, (the honour deſcending to females, on fai- 
lure of heirs male) her huſband only Mr. Humble 
Ward; but he, meriting much for ſeaſonable ſup- 
plies brought to his majeſty, was, in conſideration 
thereof, firſt knighted at Oxford in 164g, and ſhort- 
ly after advanced to the dignity of a baron, by the 
title of lord Ward of Birmingham in Warwickſhire, 
from whom the preſent John lord Ward, viſcount 
Dudley, is deſcended.

Edward Ward. of Bixley, eſq. bis ſon ans Pies 
who was knighted by Oliver Lord Protector, Nov. 2, 
1657: he having been high ſheriff of Norfolk in the 
preceding year, was continued in that office. this year 
alſo. His firſt wife was a Catlyne, by whom he had 
no iſſue; but he had ſeveral children by his ſecond 
wife, Elizabeth, daughter and ſole heir of John Har- 
bourne, of Mundham, eſq. grand-daughter of Wil- 
liam Harbourne, of Mundham, elq. who was ſent 
ambaſſador by queen Elizabeth to the Grand Seignior, 
as appears by her majeſty's letters patent, dated No- 
vember 29, 1582. In the year 1660, the 12th of 
Charles II. fir Edward was created a baronet; which 
patent, it is faid, was procured by lord Ward, that 
the eldeſt branch of his family might not want a title 
of genuine honour. He died about 1664, ſeiſed of 
Poſtwick manor and advowſon, lands and eſtates in 
Bixley, F ramlinghams, Kirby, Trowſe, Arminghall, 
Poringland, &c. held in ſoccage of the duke of Nor- 
lolk, which he left to 


Sir Edward Ward, bart. his eldeſt fon; who dicd 
about 1684, and married Jane, daughter of William 
Rant, M. D. of Thorpe-Market and London; the 
died in 1671, leaving many chen, che eldeſt of

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Sir Thomas Ward, bart. who died ſingle in 1692, 
lcaving his eſtate to his brother, 


Sir Edward Ward, bart. who married Barbara,

Sir Edward Ward, bart. who married Suſan, daugh- 
ter and ſole heireſs of Mr. William Randall of Var-

This fir Edward Ward ſtood candidate to repreſent 
the city of Norwich jointly with Miles Branthwayte, 
elq. of Hethel, in the year 1734, againſt Horatio, 
the late lord Walpole of Woolterton, (brother of fir 
Robert Walpole, Knight of the Garter, earl of Or- 
ford) and Waller Bacon, eſq. of Erleham, as appears 
by the following regiſter. of the poll, taken May 15,

Sir Edward Ward, bart. ſucceeded his father in 
the honour and eſtate: he was fellow commoner of 
Caius college in Cambridge, and dying ſingle in 
1742, was interred in the chancel; for whom there 
is a neat mural monument over the ſouth door, with 
the arms of Ward, and this inſcription:

Slͤascred to the memory of Sir Edward Ward, of Bix- 
ley, Bart. {ſon of Sir Edward, and dame Suſan his 
wife) who at an age expoſed to temptation, and prone to 
vice, in ſhite of the contagion of corrupt examples, bluſh'd 
at every vice, and pradtis d every virtue: Every humane 
and generous principle was implanted in his ſoul by Ma- 
ture, improved by Education, matured by Practice; a 
large and diffuſive Benevolence diſtinguiſhed him to the 
World; to his Friends, Faith and Conſtancy inviolable; 
o his Relations, the pureſt Affection; and to his Mother, 
Piety and Tenderneſs beyond example. At the Untverſity 
of Cambridge, for tht ſpate of three years, he purſued 
his ſtudies with diligence and ſucceſs, and being ready to 
enter into the public and buſy ſcene of life, fully prepared 
zo ſatisfy the expeflation of his Country, the hopes of his 
Friends, and the fond wiſhes of a Parent, a malignant 
fever put an end to his life, in the 21/t year of his age. 


He died April 1th. 1742. 


He was ſucceeded in honour and eftate by his 
only ſurviving brother, the late fir Randal Ward, 
bart. in whom the title became extinct. 


On the deceaſe of fir Edward, fir Randal declined 
engaging in the buſineſs of a Ruſha merchant, to 
which he had been educated, and retired to his fa- 
mily ſeat at Bixley, where he refided chiefly to the 
day of his death, filling up the moſt honourable of 
all characters, when filled up well, THE HONEST 
EnGL1SHC OUNTRY GENTLEMAN, 


Sir Randal was an active, excellent, judicious ma- 
giſtrate to the public: in private life, he was ſin- 
P cere, generous, and friendly: in his friendſhips im- 
moveable, and in his conduct conſiſtent, firm, and 
| reſolute. 


reſolute: He was a man of ſtrong ſenſe, and had a 
vein of humour in his converſation almoſt peculiar 
to himſelf: he had no pride, and yet maintained a 
proper dignity: no man was ever more perſonally 
beloved, for he never made profeſſions without 
meaning; nor were thoſe profeſſions to be ſhook 
when made, by an unmanly adulation to the 
opinions of others. Sir Randal adhered firmly to 
his friend, and from his heart deſpiſed all meanneſs, 
ingratitude, and falſhood, in whatever characters he 
found them: no wonder therefore that he was ſo 
greatly eſteemed when living, and that his loſs was 
{o univerſally deplored. 55 . 


Sir Randal married a ſiſter of Tho. Durrant, eſq. of 
Scottowe, but had no iſſue; Suſanna, his only ſur- 
viving ſiſter, ſucceeded him in the family ſeat and 
eſtate at Bixley, and married the earl of Roſebery, 
of Scotland: ſhe alſo died without iſſue, and the 
eſtate of Bixley is now in the ſaid earl, who is a 
Knight of the ancient order of the Thiſtle, and one 
of the ſixteen peers elected to repreſent Scotland in 
the Britiſh houſe of peers, 


Lady Roſebery was a woman of great beauty and 
line accompliſhments; educated and verſed in the 
| Polite world, ſhe had few ſuperiors; of a ready wit, 
and eaſy grace in her carriage: ſhe long ſhone 
amongſt the moſt admired of the Belles in Norfolk, 
and died admired, as ſhe had lived. The earl of 
Roſebery, after her deceaſe, married Miſs Vincent, 
a daughter of fir Francis Vincent, bart. of Stoke- 
Dabernon in Surry, who has iſſue. 


BRAMERTON. The name of this village is 
ſaid to ſignify Brad-mer-tun, or Broad-mere town; to 
which Broad-mere belongs a ſwan-mark to this * 
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It was in the hands of Roger Bigot at the conqueſt, 
and is now in the liberty of the duke of Norfolk, 
as a member of his manor of Framlingham, which 
extends hither ; and indeed this town is very particu- 
lar for not having a manor belonging to it; the prin- 
cipal part and advowſon belonging to Surlingham 
Manor ; the next conſiderable part to Framlingham ; 
another to Bixley, another part to Trowſe-Rokeles, 
another to Kirby-Bedon, another to Cringleford, an- 
other to Framlingham-Pigot ; beſides others that ex- 
tended hither. 'The whole at the conqueſt was four 
furlongs long, and two and an half broad, paid 10d. 
ob. geld, and had a church and twenty-four acres of 
glebe, worth 2s. per ann. 


The church of St. Peter is a rectory, capable of 
augmentation, for it ſtands thus in the king's books: 
6l. Bramerton rectoria. 48]. clear yearly value. 


To this rectory belongs a parſonage houſe, and 
convenient out-houſes, joining to the ſouth- ſide of 
the church-yard, and about twenty-two acres of glebe. 
When Norwich Doomſday was made, lady Maud de 
Multon, in right of Surlingham manor, to which the 
advowſon, and above half the town belonged, was 
patroneſs. 11 5 


The church and ſteeple were totally re- built in 
1462. It is thirty-one feet long, and eighteen feet 
broad; the chancel is twenty-ſix feet long and fifteen 
broad; it hath no ailes; the ſquare tower adjoining 
to the weſt end is forty-five feet high, and contains 
three bells; the whole, with the porch, being well 
covered with lead, |

| CASTOR, or Calis TER Sr. EnmunD's, the anci- 
ent Caſtrum, or one of the chief camps of defence 
when the Romans poſſeſſed this countty. 


We take it, that after Claudius Cæſar entered this 
land, which was about the. 46th year after Chrilt, 
and Oſtarius his proprætor or licutenant had van- 
quiſhed the Iceni, the old inhabitants of theſe parts, 
who openly oppoled them, and delended their coun- 
try to the very utmoſt of their power, that then 
they firſt ſettled here, raiſed camps, appointed colo- 
nies, and fixed ſtations, in order to keep the new- 
conquered country in ſubjection, and to fortify them- 
ſelves againſt any future attempts of the natives; that 
in caſe of any turn of adverſe fortune, they might 
not be deſtitute of ſtrong camps and large fortificati- 
ons to retire to, till they could either turn the ſcale 
themſelves, or gain time to ſend to their allies to 
come to their aſſiſtance; and that in caſe of neceſ- 
ty ſuch help might not be hindered, (like a wiſe 
and warlike people) they always took care fo to fix 
their camps and ſtations, in all places where the 
ſituation and courſe of rivers would permit, that they 
might have a free paſlage by thein to the ocean, 
either to have aſſiſtance by men or proviſions, when- 
ever they wanted them; or if they could not keep 
their ground, a fafe retreat at leaſt for their perſons 

and effects. Thus landing at the Garienis Oſtium, 
or mouth of the Yare, where Yarmouth now is, they 
fixed a ſtrong caſtle on the ſouth fide, placed a gar- 
riſon of the Stableſian horſe there, named it Gario- 
nonum, (from its ſituation on the Garienis, or Yare) 
and ſo made it a guard as well as an entry into that 
part of the country which is now called Suffolk, the 
remains of which are {till very perfect: the town that 
| belonged to it aſſuming the Saxon name Burgh from 
this fortification, at this day called Burgh Caſtle, 
E where 
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where abundance of coins, fibulas, and other Ro- 
man antiquities are now found; Oppoſite to this, 
on the northern fide of the water, as an inlet into, 
and guard of that country which is now called Nor- 
folk, they made another camp, and called it Caſ- 
trum, and the village in which it was is now called 
Caſtor or Caſtre. And following the river up into 
the country, till the courſe of it divided into two 
ſtreams, they turned with that on the ſouthern ſide, 
and at the firſt ſtreight, where it was eaſy to eom- 
mand the paſſage over, fixed this camp, which for 
its dimenſions and ſtrength was named Caſtrum, 
or The Camp, by _—_ of eminence, aud is ſtill call 
| ed Caſtor. | 


It was certainly their moſt conſiderable "TIO 
tion in theſe parts, as appears from its dimenſions, 
which remain very conſpicuous to this day. It is a 
ſquare ſingle vallum and rampart, and hath been in- 
cloſed with a ſtrong wall of flints and Roman bricks, 
ſtill evident in many places: the grand entrance 
was in the middle of the eaſt part, at each corner of 
which there were mounts or watch-towers, and be- 
low on the weſt part, which was waſhed by the Taiis 
or Taſe, was a water-gate with a round tower by it, 
where the veſſels uſed to unlade. The whole leite 
contains about chirty acres. 


At the Wen corner, within the rampart, ſtands 
the pariſh church, placed there on account of the 
convenience for the materials of which it is built, 
for the whole is of flints, and pieces of Roman 
bricks, taken from the old walls of the camp; and 
indeed moſt of the houſes in the pariſh are built of 
the like materials. At the ſouth-eaſt end of the 
chancel, in the bottom of the trench, is a ſmall 
ſpring or well of water, about five feet deep, which

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78 always full and very cold. I never heard of any 

urns found, which makes me think there was no 

burial-place Hy e here, but at the Venta Iceno- 
t 


rum; which, though Mr. Cambden and others have 
thought fit to fix here, I can by no means join with 
them, but imagine at place to have been at what 
we now call North Elmham, where there is by far 

a greater number of urns found than at any place 
in the counties of Norfolk or Suffolk; all the ſeveral 


known Roman burial-places being far leſs chan that“. 


The country people now call it Caſtor Caſtle, and 


the part of the tower by the water, when it ſtood 


higher than it does now, might give riſe to its being 
ſo called. 


We take it, when the Romans'in general quitted 


this land, which was about the year 418 after Chriſt, 
that this camp being deſerted in a good meaſure, 
the remaining Romans and natives joining together, 
became one people; and the ſituation where Nor- 
wich now is, being much better than that at Caſtor, 
as ſtanding on riſing and high ground, and on a far 
better ſtream, this at Caſtor declining, as the ſands 
at Yarmouth increaſed, moſt of them left this place 
and ſettled there, as well for the better convenience 
of fiſhing, as for carrying their goods higher up into 
the inland parts of the country, even to Venta, which 
though then in the decline, yet remained a place of 
more note than this; till by the fixing of the ſand 
on which Yarmouth now ſtands, the water ſo far re- 
tired, as to cut off all commerce to it by that ele- 
ment, and then Venta waſted very ſpeedily as Caſtor 
had done; out of the ruins of which the new-found- 
ed city of Norwich ſuddenly ſprang up to great 
maturity; but yet Caſtor was a place {till regarded, 
as fit for defence, and as ſuch always belonged to, 
| C'2 
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and was in the hands of the Saxon, Engliſh, and 
Daniſh kings, both before, in, and after the Hep- 
tarchy, till king Edward the Confeſſor gave it to the 
monaſtery of St. Edmund his kinſman, with Mil- 
denhall, and the eight hundreds and an half in Suf- 
folk; and Thurketel, a noble Dane, who had ob- 
rained the keeping of this place, with a grant of part 
of it, gave his part, with Thorpe, in common, to 

the monaſteries of St. Edmund and St. Bennet at the 
Holme, and upon the abbot of Bury's releaſing 
Thorpe wholly to St. Bennet, the abbot of St. Ben- 
net releaſed their part in Caſtor to St. Edmund, and 
ſo the whole became veſted in Bury abbey, and con- 
tinued fo till the conqueſt.“ 


The great number of Roman coins daily found 
here, convince us of its having been a place of great 
repute during the moſt part of che time, When that 
great people were concerned in Britain, I have ſeen 
above an hundred, found by Mrs. Sufanna Long, 
of Dunſton, who hath many more found by other 
people; I have a great number myſelf, beſides ſe- 
veral which I gave to the cabinet of coins in the 
public library of the city of Norwich, among which 
the following inſcriptions may be read on the ſeveral 
obverſes and reverſes.

| OvERHALL Maxon, belonged to the abbot of 
Bury, was worth forty ſhillings a year at the Confeſ- 
ſor's ſurvey, and five pounds at the Conqueror's, 
when this town was three quarters of a mile long, 
and half a mile hroad, and paid 16d, to the geld.

" HOLVESTON, commonly called Holfton, is in 
the liberty of the duke of Norfolk, as a member of 
Framlingham, and takes its name from its fituation 
in a great hollow or hole.

The moiety of the town, and the advowſon of the 
church, belonged to Roger Bigot's manor of 'Fram- 
lingham ; and the other moiety of the church and 
town conſtituted Holveſton, alias Vaux's manor, ſo 
called from Ethard de Vaux, lord of it at the con- 
queſt, who held it under Godric, who managed it 
for the king.

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Norwich Doomſday was made to Bergh-Apton, and 
the earl's mediety to Rockland mediety, and the 
church hath been ſo totally demoliſhed, that it is 
now ploughed over. It was about twenty-four yards 
long, and ſtood on the welt ſide of the road leading 
from Holveſton hall to Yelverton heath, right be- 
_ tween them, on the very pitch of the hill, from which

In 1338, Thomas Percy, biſhop of Norwich, at 
the requeſt of ſir Walter Manney, knt. perpetually 
united this mediety to that of Rockland Major, and 
Roger Godwine, then rector there, had poſſeſſion of

The other mediety is conſolidated with Bergh- 
Apton, of which the Rev. Nevill Walter is rector, 
on the preſentation of the Right Hon. the earl of 
' Abergaveny in 1765. | 


In 1285, Roger de Bigot, earl of Norfolk, had 
view of frank-pledge and aſſiſe of bread and ale of 
all his tenants here: but that part of the village, 
not held by the Norfolk family as a member of Fram- 
lingham, belonged to the ancient family of the Hol- 
veſtons, or Uulveſtons, who took their name from 
the town, of which ſir John de Holveſton, knt. of 
Norwich, in 1349, was patron of Hardingham, and in 
1390 feoffee for the manor and advowſon of Flixton 
in Lothingland, for fir John Faſtolf, knt.

John Marcon, eſq. of Holveſton, barrifter at law, 
lord and patron of Edgefield, died in 1723, and 
Rebecca his relict, daughter of fir Benjamin Wrench, 
knt. and now widow of colonel Harbord, holds it 
for life; and Mr. John Marcon, (ſays Blomeheld) 
attorney at law in Swaff ham, fon of Edmund Mar- 
con, late of Forncet, gent. couſin to the faid Jenn, 
is heir in reverſion, | 


In 1325 the earl of Pembroke, FRE de Valence, | 
held the mediety of this advowſon, as belonging to 
the fees of the barony of Montchenſy, together with 
his manor of Bergh-Apton, which this mediety hath

I The whole village is quite demoliſhed, except the 
hall, and four or five cottages. 


KIRBY-BEDON. Kirby, or Kitkeby, ſignifies the 
dwelling at the kirken or churches; and Bidon or Bedon 
was added, to diſtinguiſh it from another village of 
the ſame name in this county; it being the name of 
the ancient lords of the capital manor: that it ſhould 


take 1 its name from its churches, is no wonder, there 
| being

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being two here long before the Confeſſor's time; for 
in his ſurvey they were found to have each of them 
ten acres of glebe, then valued at 12d. a year, and 
both belonged to Robert de Curſon, who held them 
and the manor of Roger Bigot: the town being half 
a mile long and as much broad, paid 20d. geld. 


The part which Godric the ſewer managed for

KIRBVY-BEDON Manor, This manor continued in 
the Bigots after Curſon's death, who held it of Ro- 
ger Bigot at the ſurvey, till Hugh Bigot, earl of 
Norfolk, enfeoffed it, with many others, no leſs than 
ſeven whole knights fees, in Halenald de Bidun, 
who held alſo one fee in Wadley in Berkſhire, of 


the honour of Waringford. 


This Halenald gave the church of Hockham, with 
the conſent of Agnes, daughter of Pain Fitz-John, 
his wife, to the abbey of Oſney. In 1168, he and 
his wife granted a mark a year rent in Sutton, to 
Miſſenden abbey ; and that they were perſons of the 
firſt rank in thoſe times, appears from the witneſſes 
to this deed of gift, Adam ſon of William de Sut- 
ton, his principal clerk or chaplain, Benedict his

| chapel; Nic. de Brunſted his "REY xc. William 
biſhop of Norwich confirmed it; Humphrey de Bi-

In 1302, John de Saham had this moiety or ma- 
nor, and the whole advowſon; from whom it took 
the name of Saham's, which i it ſtill retains.

In bro. the manor. Was ſettled, in truſt, on Wil-

aforeſaid Owen, who left it to Robert Shepherd, of 
Witlingham, eſq. who was lord in 1660, as was 
Ambroſe Shepherd, eſq_ in 1693, when the three

The Rev. William Brooke, rector here, who was 
ſucceeded by his eldeſt ſon 


William Brooke, ela, recorder of Norwich, lord, 
as alſo. patron of the church of St. Andrew, who 
preſented the Rev. Richard Brooke in 1746. 


The capital manorhouſe, and the demeans, were 
ſold by Robert Shepherd, eſq. to Mr, Cock of Nor- 
wich, who ſold them to captain Nicholas Rookwood, 
| Who conveyed them to the 


Berneys, who have reſided here ever ſince, it be- 
ing now the ſeat of fir John Berney, bart. ſon and 
heir of the late fir Hanſon Berney, bart. who bas a 
conſiderable eſtate at Barton-Bendiſh, in the hundred 
of Clackcloſe, in this county, Sir Hanſon Berney 
ſerved the office of high ſheriff for this. county. 
Beſides his eſtates in Norfolk and Middleſex, ſir 
Hanſon poſſeſſed a very valuable plantation near 
Carliſle-Bay in the iſland of Barbadoes, in the, year 
1759, the annual produce of which was han * 
mated at 25001. Tx;

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Woprnousz Maxon, in Kirby, was originally ih 
moiety of Bidon's, or Saham's manor. Thomas 
Fitz-Robert, ſon of Maud de Bidon, having pur- 
chaſed ſeveral parts, obtained at laſt a diviſion, and 
made it a ſeparate manor: he came and dwelt by 


the wood here, and ſo called it Wodehouſe manor, 


and aſſumed the firname of de Boſco, or du Bois, or 
du Bois, of Kirby, on that account ; by which name 
in 1280 he had the leet here, and all liberties of 2 
leet; but in 1285 the king recovered it, and let it 
to him in fee-farm for ever at 6d. a year, payable to 
his hundred of Henſtead. He was returned by the 
name of Thomas Fitz-Robert, to hold this manor, 
and that of Stow-Bedon, and lands in Thompſon, 
of Baldwin Wake, as of his manor of Brunne in 
Cambridgeſhire, at one fee.

LANGLEVY ABBOT's, alias OszoRNE'Ss Manor. Ro- 
_ ger, Fitz-Oſbert held a fee here, which came to the 
. abbey of Langley ſoon after, if not at its foundation. 
The abbot was always taxed at 368. gd. ob, for his 
manor of Kirby, which at the diſſolution came to 
the crown, and was granted in 1543, by Hen. VIII. 
to John Corbet, eſq. to be held by the rent of gs. 
8d. ob. a year; and immediately after, the king li- 
cenſed Corbet to ſell it to Robert and Tho. Oſborne, 
and Thomas was lord in 1372. 


In 1587, it was ſettled on Fiſke, as truſtee to the 
Oſbornes; and in 1389, Thomas Oſborne, gent. 
ſettled it in truſt on William Timperley, eſq. and 
William Money, jun. who in 1394 releaſed it to 
Oſborne again; and in 1605, Thomas Oſborne, 
gent. obtained licence to alien it; and in 1672, John 
Coppledicke, eſq. was lord, and ſome time after it 
became joined to Saham's manor, with which it now 
remains. 1 0 | 


The church of St. Mary at Kirby-Bedon was ap- 
propriated to the abbey of Langley, and the rectory 
was valued at eight marks, and the vicarage at five, 
but was not taxed, and ſo occurs not in the king's

The church ſtood eaſt of St. Andrew's, their 
church- yards being parted by the road only; it is 
now in ruins: it had a ſouth porch, nave, and chan- 
cel, the ſteeple is ſtanding, and is round, and had 
two bells, which were lately taken down and placed 
in St, Andrew's church. l .

PORINGLAND MAGNA. There are two vil- 
lages of this name, one called Eaſt or Great Poring- 
land, and the other Weſt or Little Poringland; both 
of them are in the liberty of the duke of Norfolk, 
and formerly were but one village, the whole of 
which (except the parts of other manors which ex- 
tended hither) came into the hands of Roger Bigot, 
and have continued in the Norfolk lamilies ever 
ſince. 


But the advowſons, and * parts which were 
granted off by the Bigots, conſtituted other manors 
lying in both pariſhes, It is plain that the church 
of Great Porland (as it is commonly called) was 
founded before the Confeſſor's time, for in his ſur-

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vey we find it mentioned, as having then twelve acres 
of glebe, worth one ſhilling an acre, of which Ul- 
ketel, a Dane, was then patron, as belonging to the

gay, beyond which fir John de Norwich claimed

The advowſon of che church of FEM Poringland, 


which belonged to the earl's manor of Poringland 


Magna, as a Member of his manor of Framlingham 
Earl, was given, with divers lands, by the Bigot fa- 


mily to Clement de Poringland, whoſe fon Roger 


de Poringland, and Joan his wife, gave it in = 
time of Henry III. to the monks of St. Mary a 
Thetford; in which houſe it continued till its dige 


lution, and then Was-gramted, with it to the duke of 
Norfolk. 


This 
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This family, ſirnamed of the town, continued here 
many generations. John de Poringland, and Cathe- 

rine his wife, owned the eſtate of that family in 1268, 
and in 1313 Roger de Poringland and Margaret his 
wife had it, and after them Alexander their fon, from 
whom deſcended Robert de Poringland, a monk of 
Norwich, and brother Richard de Poringland, a Grey 
Friar there; as alſo another of the ſame name, vicar 
of St. Stephen's 


This eſtate came to the Faſtolſs, and was ſold by 
Thomas Faſtolf, gent. in 1594, to Thomas Branſ- 
by, gent. which family een ſome time here. 


Ever ſince the firſt union, the pariſhes joined 4 in 
chooſing officers, (as they do now as to overſeers) 
but ſince the conſolidation of it to Howe, they pay 

their church rate to Howe, as well as all their tithes, 
and chooſe one conſtable and one ſurveyor for them- 
ſelves. | 


Poringland Magna has been ſometimes called Por- 
land, alias Polland, alias Pelling, alias Poor England. 


PorincLand Manos, was part of both the towns, 
which Roger Bigot gave to Robert Fitz-Roger Helke, 
or de Clavering, who in 1198 founded Langley ab- 
bey, to which he gave it; and the abbots always 
held it of Forncet manor, till the diſſolution. 


In 1343. Henry VIII. granted the manors of Po- 
ringland, Rockland, &c. to John Corbet, eſq. who

LITTLE PORINGLAND. This manor 1 
ed alſo to the Norfolk families, as a member of their 
manor of Framlingham, and continues ſo now; 

there is leet, free warren, and aſſize of bread and 

ale belonging to it, as did the advowſon, till granted 
off, with divers . by rhe Bigots. 


The church was demoliſhed before the year 1540; 
there are few ruins of it now to be ſeen, the high- 
eſt piece of wall being about ſeven feet only. It 
was dedicated to St. Michael, whole image ſtood in 
the chancel, in the uſual place of the Imago Princi- 
palts, or Patron's Image, which was always on the 
north ſide of the altar, moſtly againſt the eaſt wall,

When Norwich Doomſday was taken, the .

In 1395. John de Dunſton, and Maud his wife,

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In 1406, John Atte Dam in Oxburgh bad it, as 
the ſame year, Roger Blickling, citizen of Norwich, 
gave it to Robert Leghun, who ſoon reſigned, for 
the next year John Witton had it by lapfe, who 
changed for Swardeſten with Walkeline Percombe ; 
and he in 1412 for Rede, with Simon Aleyn, who 
was n by fi Thomas Erpingham, knt. 


In 1416, Clement Herward, Roger Blickling's 
feoffee in the manor of Gowthorpe in Swardeſton, 
(to which this patronage was ſaid to be appendant) 
preſented John Rede of Peterborough, who was bu-- 
ried in the chancel in 1422. We find no pre- 
ſentation at his death, till 1432, when William Wir- 
mod had it by lapſe, who changed for Bergh-Apton 
in 1434, with Roger Philpot, who was preſented 
by Robert Blickling: his ſucceſſor, Walter Winde- 
ſhore, reſigned in 1463. and John Winter had it of 
the gift of John Goſſelyn, then patron. He lived

given early to the nuns of St. Margaret, of Brome- 

Fate in Berkſhire, and the advowſon belonged to

The Rev. James Marſh was preſented to the rec- 
tory of Rockland Major, with a mediety of Hol- 
velton, and Rockland Minor, by the maſter and 
ſellows of Queens-College, Cambridge, 1774. 
Rockland Major was conſolidated with the mediety 
of Holveſton in 1358, and they with Rockland 
Minor in 1449. ! 


SAXLINGHAM. This ould moſt other towns 
beginning with the words Saixe, Seaxe, or Sax, 
ſuch as Saxham, Saxmundham, &c. had their names, 
in all probability, from one- or more perſons of the 
name of Sax, among the Saxons, 'which name con- 
tinued till after the conqueſt, as appears from the 
Conſuetudinary of Bury abbey, where Richard ſon 
of Sax is mentioned after that time. 


The town is commonly divided into two parts, 
called Nethergate, and Overgate, or Thorpe; the 
manors were called Netherhall-Verdons, and Over- 
hall, or Thorpehall, and have been united for ſome 
time paſt ; to the former the advowſon of Saxling- 
ham-Nerhergate belonged, and to the latter that of 
Saxlingham-Thorpe. 2 

RL. E SAXLINGHAM 
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SAXLINGHAM OvERHALL, or VERDON's Maxon, 
was in ſeveral parts in the Confeſſor's time, held by 
Edric, Herald, Ulf, Ailward, Ulnoth, Lefolt, and 
Stegar, and at the Conqueror's ſurvey, by that 
king, who managed his part by Godric ; Robert 
Malet, who gave his part to Walter Fitz-Walter ; 
Roger Bigot, Drue de Bevraria, Robert F itz-Corbun, 
whoſe part Gunfrid held, and John Waleram's ne- 
phew, to whoſe part the advowſon of Nethergate 
church, and ten acres. of glebe, valued at 16d. per 
annum, then belonged; the whole town being two 
miles long, and half a mile broad, paid 16d. to the 
geld. The parts were afterwards veſted in the Bi- 
gots, and were infeoffed by Roger Bigot in 


William de Verdon, in Rufus's time, along with 
Briſſingham, &c. and it continued in the Verdons 
till Wido de Verdon gave it with his eldeſt daugh- 
ter, Alice, to Nicholas de Brunceſter, and the ſaid 
Nicholas gave it with Oriel or Muriel, his eldeſt 
daughter, to Walter Malet, and their heirs male. 
for want of which it returned to the Verdons, and 
paſſed a long time in that ani. with the ma- 
nor of Briſſingham. 


In 1285, 13th of Edward I. . de "as Ty 
knight, had liberty of free warren allowed him here, 
and held the manor of the earl of Norfolk. at one 
fee, as of his manor of Forncet. In 1363, fir John 
Verdon ſettled it on Simon Simeon in fee, on de- 
fault of iſſue male; and in 1380 the ſaid Simeon 
had it, and preſented in full right. In 1401, fir 
John Bernak, knt. held it. In 1478 John Brough-

Leiceſterſhire, Hertfordſhire, Oxfordſhire, Eſſex, and 
Northamptonſhire; ſo great was the ere of this 
family. "Theſe two co- heireſſes married, 


Ann to ſir William Howard, knt, lord Howard 
of Naworth ; and Catherine to fir Thomas Cheine, 
knt. lord warden of the Cinque Ports, by whom 
ſeveral large parts were ſevered from the manor, 
which went to fir William Paulet, knt. in right of 
Ann his wife, one of the co-heireſſes of William 
lord Howard : and in 160g the marquis of Win- 
cheſter was found lord and patron ; and in 1609 fir 
Henry Gawdie, knt. of Claxton, and other inhabi- 
tants of Saxlingham, who had purchaſed ſeveral 
parcels of its demeans, were found to hold Verdon's 
manor at one fee, of Forncet manor. 


In 1636, 12th of Charles I. fir William paulet 
and ſir Henry Gawdie had it; and afterwards it be- 
longed to judge Gawdie, in whom all the manors 
and advowſons were joined. After him it was 
Charles Suckling's, and then John Tuttle's, eſq. 
who died in 1684; and Elizabeth his daughter and 
heireſs inherited it: ſhe married John Mingay, eſq. 
and died in 1716, leaving her three daughters her 
heireſſes ;—1. Elizabeth, married to John Purkin, 
eſq.— 2. Mary, to John Foyle, eſq.—g. Suſan, to 
John Baron, D. D. dean of Norwich, who all join- 
ed and fold it (except the advowſon) to Robert At- 
wood, eſq. father of John Atwood, eſq. whole 
daughter and heireſs, Anm, by Joanna his wife, 
married the preſent fir Thins Gooch, bart. of 


Benacre i in Suffolk, eldeſt fon to fir Thomas Gooch,

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late lord biſhop of Norwich, and afterwards of Ely: 
and his ſon John Gooch, eſq. reſides at Benacre, a 
gentleman much eſteemed, and worthy his progeni- 
tors, and in whom the ſpirit of Gooch and Sherlock 
will never be forgot while he remains alive. - 


The Manor of THorytmalt belonged at the 
conqueſt to the abbot of Holm, and was given by 
Hugh, abbot there, to John ſon of Robert, com- 
monly called Fitz-Robert, and his heirs in fee; to 
be held by the ſervice of half a knight's fee, on 
condition, that if John ſon of Pagan or Fitz-Pain, 
ſhould recover it from the abbot, then he was to 
hold it of Fitz-Pain. „ 


Euſtace de Veſci gave to Adam de Carleolo or 
Carliſle, in the time of king Stephen, in exchange 
for the manor of Caldebec, &c. which his father 
gave to Adam with Maud his daughter, all his land 
in Saxlingham, being half a fee, held of the abbot 
of St. Benedict, and nineteen bovates of land in 
Knapton, &c. g 


Aſter a long confuſed deſcendence for ſeveral cen- 
turies, in 1350 John de Stoke- ferry and Alice his 
wife, ſettled it on Jeffrey Botiler and Joan his wife, 
and Thomas de Bumpſtede, and John de Plum- 
ſtede, to the uſe of Jeffrey, who jointly with his 
wife, in 1357, conveyed it to fir John Wingfield, 
knt. and Eleanor his wife, and their heirs ; and this 
year John de Verdon and Maud his wife ſettled 
their manor here on fir John Wingfield and his wife 
(except Overhall advowfon) for life. In 1358 fir 
John and Eleanor his wife ſettled Netherha]l on 
themſelves m tail, remainder to Catherine wife of

Michael de la Poole and Catherine his wife, in 
1374 held this manor, and the advowſon of Sax- 
lingham Thorpe: in 1401 Michael de la Poole, 
earl of Suffolk, held it of the abbot of St. Bennet : 
in 1433 William earl of Suffolk and Alice his wife 
had it, and died ſeiſed, and left it to his ſon John; 
and it remained in the Suffolk family till the at- 
tainder of Edmund de la Poole, and then the king 
ſeiſed it, and granted it in moieties to Edward Wad- 
ham and Thomas Fogg, and their heirs male, in 
1509: and in 1312 the king granted Fogg's moiety 
to Chriſtopher Garneys, and his heirs male; but 
Margaret wife of Edmund de la Poole enjoyed the 
whole manor for life, but ſurvived her huſband 


only two years. 


Michael de la Poole, earl of Suffolk, was a great 
favorite of king Richard II. and like other favorites 
ſoon became obnoxious to the people, and the duke 
of Glouceſter, the king's uncle, and the nobles re- 
ſenting his inſolence, they took up arms, and charg- 
ing him with high treaſon, demanded juſtice of the 
king againſt him. On this he fled to France, and 
died at Paris, Sept. 5, 1379, the 12th of Rich. IL 


In 1558 Thomas Chapman had livery of it, at 
the death of Alexander his father, and held it in 
1501, and in 1566 fold it to Thomas Gawdy, of 
Claxton, and Frances his wife, and his heirs, and

The church is twenty-five yards long, and fix 
and a half broad, and hath no ailes : the nave and 
chancel are leaded, and the ſouth porch 1s tiled; it 
hath a ſquare tower and fix bells. The parfonage, 
which is a good and convenient houſe, joins to the 


weſt part of the church-yard. 


SHOTTISHAM, SnorTrsnan, SCOTESSA, of 
ScoTESHAM, ſignifies the village of ſcots, or portions, 
and was very properly ſo called, for it was in about 
twelve parts, at the Confeſſor's and Conqueror's 
ſurveys. It had four capital manors, four pariſh 
churches, two hamlets, and the manors extended 
into Framlingham, Bedingham, Brooke, and Stoke

The Manor of Vaux, NenrrorD, or Shorris- 
__ Ham-Harr, contained the pariſh of Shottrſham All 
Saints, commonly called High Shottiſham, from the 
ſituation of the church on a great eminence, the ad- 
vowſon of which belonged to this manor till it was 
given to Pentney priory.

This WE was a man of great parts and learn- 
ing, was educated at King's-college in Cambridge, 

and was afterwards of Trinity-hall when he took 
the degree of maſter of arts in the uſual and ordi- 
nary ſteps. He was left a younger brother's. fortune 
by his father, which was very flender, and after the 
duke of Norfolk's death was reduced to great indi- 
gence, and lived in obſcurity during the reign of 
queen Elizabeth. On the ſucceſſion of king James 
to the throne, he was in the firſt year of that king's 
reign (anno 160g) ſworn of his majeſty's privy coun- 
cil, appointed lord warden of the Cinque Ports, 
and conſtable of Dover caſtle ; and the ſame year 
was created a baron of the realm, by the title of 
Lord Howard. of Marnhill, and ſoon after earl of 
Northampton; then one of the commiſſioners for 
executing the ofhce of carl marſhal of England, and 
was inſtalled knight of the moſt noble order of the 
garter: after which he was conſlituted lord privy 
fecal, and was elected by the univerſity of Cambridge, 

of mhich he had been ſo illuſtrious a member, 


chancellor of that RE. 
He died at his hawks 3 in Charing-croſs, which he 


had built out of the ruins of a religious houſe, 
called Rownceval. Jan. 15, 1614. He founded 
the hofpital or alms-houſe fill remaining at Caſtle- 
Riſing for twelve poor women and a "governels ; i 
another for twelve poor men and a governor, at 
Clum in Shropſhire; and another at Greenwich in 
Kent, for twenty poor men and a governor, eight of 
which are to be choſen out of the Shottiſhams, 
where he was born, and which were then but one

From Sacheverell this manor went to the Whites.

Thorpe. Robert Swan, his ſon and heir, ſucceed- 
ed him, who fold it to the Whites, who joined it to 
Shottiſham-hall, with which it now remains, 


The Manor of SHoOTTISHAM: ST. BENET, was 
very extenſive at firſt, for it contained the greateſt 
part of Little or Low Shottiſham, the large hamlet of 


Greneſvill (which is now included in Shottiſham and 


Stoke) and that part which belonged to the biſhop 
of Baieux, and was held by Alured in the Confeſ- 


ſor's time. | 
: King Canute, when he founded the abbey of St. 


Bennet at Holm, gave one part to find the monks 
"#4 with 
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wich proviſions; this was St. Botolph's church and 
pariſh, for the church and pariſh of St. Martin was 
given by one Brictrict, a Saxon, with Greneſvill 
hamlet ; which at that time was a mile long and 
half a mile broad, and paid 28. to the geld: Little 
Shottiſham, viz. the pariſhes of St. Martin and St. 
Botolph, being a mile and a half long, paid to tlie 
geld 16d. Another part, which was the abbot's. 
was granted by the convent to Walter Giffard, 
who gave it to Odine to be held of him; and at 
the conqueſt, Walter the ſucceſſor of Odine had it, 
but this part was ſoon joined by the Vaux's to Shot- 
tiſham-hall manor, with the convent's approbation. 


In the time of Henry II. this manor was allowed 
to enjoy all the liberties granted to the monaſtery of 
Holm by the ſeveral kings of the realm, and conſe- 
quently had all royalties in itſelf, as liberty of free 
warren, view of frank-pledge, freedom from all 
tolls, by land and by water, in cities, burghs, coun- 
ties, markets, and fairs; ſoc and ſac, infangenthef, 
grithbrich, wardpeni, &c. it being held in capite as 
parcel of the abbot's barony. In the time of Henry 
III. the abbot had two hundred and twenty acres of 
arable land in demean, valued then at four-pence 
halfpenny an acre per annum; five acres of meadow 
valued at eight-pence an acre; and he was after- 
wards, in 1428, taxed for all his temporals here, at 
411i. I5s. 6d. It continued in the monaſtery till 
the exchange, and then came. to the ſee, and now 
belongs to the biſhoprick of Norwich, of which it 
hath been held by leaſe ever ſince ; the ſeveral lords 
of Shottiſham manors having been leſlees. | 


Part of Greneſvile's manor is in Stoke. The ſine 
of St. Benet's manor is 48. an acre certain, 


The 
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The Apzor of LaxcLtey's Manor here, was held 
of the manor of Forncet, and was formerly part of 
the manor of Hoe, or Howe, as it is now called, 
that extended hicher, and was given to that houſe b 
Richard de Hoe, of which it was after held by fir 


Richard de Boyland. It was after held of the ab- 


bey by divers families, as by William Gavel in 
1401, and after by the Gawſells, &. The abbot 
of Langley had this and other temporals here, for 
which he was taxed at 388. 4d. 


Of the four pariſhes in this village, the church 


of ALL SaixTs. called High or Great Shottiſham 


church, was given by fir Robert de Vaux, founder 
of Pentney priory, in Norfolk, to that houſe when 
he founded it, and ſo it became ſeparated from 
Shottiſham-hall manor, which it conſtantly had at- 
tended to that time; and Ralph de Hoe releaſed all 


his right in it. 


The ſame founder alſo gave to that houſe, a mill 
at Shottiſham, and fifteen acres of land late belong- 
ing to the church; and the advowſon of St. Bo- 
tolph's church here, and the prior got the church of 
All Saints appropriated to his houſe, and was taxed 
for its ſpirituals appropriated, at twelve marks, and 
preſented to the endowed vicarage till the diſſolution, 
when the whole veſted in the crown, and continued 
there till 1552, and then Edward VI. granted the 
impropriate rectory and the advowſon of the vica- 
rage, and the advowſon of the churches of St. Ma- 

ry and St. Botolph, to William Neon, and Willi- 
am Mingay and his heirs, and it continued in the 
Mingays, for in 1715 William Mingay, gent, was 
impropriator and patron,

The church of Sr. Mak in Little or Low Shot- 
tiſham belonged formerly, in an alternate preſenta- 
tion, to the manors of Shottiſham-hall and St. Be- 
net; and in 1187 there was a great conteſt about 
it, before the biſhop of Norwich and Ralph Glan- 
vile, juſtices itinerants, between Ralph 655 of 
Holme. who claimed it as a chapel belonging to his 
church of St. Martin; and Robert de Vaux releaſed 
all right in St. Martin's to the abbot, and he all his 
right in St. Mary's to Robert, and all the lands in 
both pariſhes were to be parted equally, and a moi- 
ety ſettled on each church; and the lands of Vaux's 
fee to belong all to St. Mary, and thoſe of the ab- 
bot's fee to St. Martin, each was to be a mother 
church ; and. for this agreement Robert gave the ab- 
bot as much land in Shottiſham as was worth 28. a 
year In rent. | 


In 1507 this advowſon, on the partition of the 
eſtate of John de Vaux, was aſſigned to the part of 
Maud de Roos, ſecond daughter and co-heir of the 
ſaid John: and in 1311, William de Roos, of 
| Hamlake, and Maud his wife, ſettled this 1 
fon, and a carucate of land here, on Richard prior 
of St. Mary Magdalen of Pentney, and his ſucceſ- 
fors for ever: it appears that the land belonged to 
the church, for that houſe was taxed 3d. only for 
their temporals, and at ten marks for the ſpirituals, 
being the appropriation of this reftory ; and at eight 
marks for their appropriation of the church of St.

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In 1305, Alan de Quitebuck was inſtituted to the 
reclory of St. Mary, and died in 1310; and biſhop 
John Salmon appropriated it to the priory of Pent- 
ney, reſerving power to him and his ſucceſſors, to 
endow a te and collate the vicars to it for 
ever. 


And the year following, the ſame prior, on pre- 
tence of the ſmallneſs of the revenues of St. Bo- 


tolph's pariſh, got that alſo appropriated, and agreed 


that the biſhop ſhould endow. and collate to the vi- 


carage, and both vicarages being perpetually annex- 


ed in 1311, the biſhop endowed them, and appoint- 
ed one vicar for both the pariſhes : the prior was to 
have all the great tithes, and part of the glebe, on 


condition he repaired the chancels: the vicar was to 


have a houſe and land, and a houſe over againſt St. 
Botolph's church, and was to pay all che ſynodals 
and procurations : and in 1311, the Ich of Edward 


II. July 3, Thomas de Cleydone, prieſt, was inſti— 


tuted to the churches of St. Mary and St. Botol ph. 
at the biſhop of Norwich's collation; and in No- 
vember following William de Chevele, prieſt. In 
1327 William de Hakeford, prieſt, changed this vi- 
carage for Catton, with Robert de Langele, who re- 
figned it. In 1332, the 26th of Edward III. fir 
William lemme. of Borewell, prieſt; in 1381. 


the 5th of Richard II. John Forſter, of Whiſton, 
&c. and ſo the advowſon continued in the biſhop- 


rick till the exchange in the time of Henry VIII. 


and then fell to the crown, as did the impropriation 


at the diſſolution of Pentney priory ; and. both con- 
tinued there till 1352, the 6th of Edward VI. and 
then the king granted the impropriations, and the 
advowſons of the vicarages, to William Necton, 
and William Mingay, gent. in whoſe family it con- 


| tinued till 1731, when the impropriations and ad- 


vow wions 
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vowlons were fold to the late William Fellows, eſq. 

a gentleman whoſe benevolent exertions in founding 
and eſtabliſhing the Norfolk and Norwich Hoſpital, 

will remain an indelible monument of his goodneſs 
of heart and rectitude of conduct. He died much 
lamented by the poor, to whom he was a munifcent 
guardian. His ſon, Robert Fellows, elq. is lord 
and patron, and reſides here: he is alſo treaſurer of 
the hoſpital to which his father ſo ER contri- 


buted. 


The church of Sr. Mary is forty feet long and 
nineteen broad, and the chancel is twenty feet long : 
it hath a ſquare tower, fixty feet high, and but « one

Is the eaſt window of the chancel are the efhgies 
in the glaſs of John Priſot, chief juſtice of the 
Common Pleas ; and of Bartholomew White and

He died in Norfolk ſome years after. 


The church of Sr. BoroLen is now totally demo- 
liſhed, being pulled down at the Reformation : the 
ruins of the ſteeple ſhew that it was ſquare ; the 
church-yard has been ploughed up ; it abuts ſouth- 
ward to a hollow way leading eaſtward over the ri- 


ver to High Shotttiſham church, being the Es COr- 


ner piece at the turn of that way. 


It was appropriated with St. Mary's to the priory 
of Pentney, and both became one vicarage; the 
whole glebe and houſe belonging to this church, 
except Fiſher's Croft, was reſerved to the vicar. 
Norwich Doomſday tells us that there was a houſe 
and thirty acres of land, 


The church of Sr. Maxrix, belonged to the ab- 
bot of St. Bennet at Holm, and at the exchange of 


the revenues of that abbey, came to the ſee of Nor- 

wich, and the biſhop of that ſee is now patron. It 

is a rectory. The ruins of the church may be ſeen 
not far diſtant from St. * 8. 


The 
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The ancient family of the Mingays hath been 
here for a long time, as alſo that of the Branſbys, 


which came from the neighbouring ee of Poring 
land Magna, 


In 1764 the Rev. 1 Anſdall was „ to 
the vicarage of Shottiſnam St. Mary, with the con- 
ſolidated church of St. Botolph, by the late William 
Fellowes, eſq. who alſo at the fame time preſented 
him to the vicarage of All Saints. 


The Rev. Thomas Iesy was preſented to the 
rectory of Shottiſham St. Martin in 1764 by the bi- 
ſhop of Norwich. 


STOKE, commonly called Sroxꝝ Hory ider 
antiently CRUChE STokt, from its pariſh church, 
which was dedicated to the honour of the Holv 
Croſs, was in many parts, belonging to the ſeveral 
manors of Shottiſhams, Eaton, &c. but the princi- 
pal manor and church, which had eighteen acres of 
glebe, then valued at 2s. per ann. belonged to Al- 
win of Thetford at the Confeflor's ſurvey, and to 
Roger Bigot at the Conqueror's, and was men held 
of him by William Pecche, it being worth 26s. 6d. 


a year. 


There was another manor and church, which was 
antiently called BIAXKEWORTHE, and now the MAN OR 
of BLACKWORTH, or BLackrForTH HALL, 


This part of the town was held by Walter one of 
the Confeſſor's thanes, in part, and partly by Ketel the 
Dane, under biſhop Stigand ; and was then in three 

parts or manors, which were all given by the Con- 
- queror to Tovi, who made them one manor : the

in the hundred of Humbleyard, and had a church, 
and twenty-three acres of glebe, and the moiety of 
another advowſon, belonging to it: Stoke was then 


2 mile long, and four furlongs broad, and paid 1 id.

In the time. of Henry II. Ralph 1 of 
Flegg, was lord, and ſold a part of it, to be held 
at the fifth part of a fee, to Robert ſon of Roſceline, 
which conſtituted Roſceline's manor here, and which 
joined to the manor of that name in Poringland ; 
both which have been, and ſtill continue joined to 
this manor of Blackworth. 


In 1259 Robert de Curzun granted it to Simon 


de Whatefield, and in 1267 Reginald de la Wade 


and Alice his wife conveyed it to Adam abbot of 
St. Benet at the Holm; when it contained a capital 
meſſuage, a carucate of land, and 138. and 4d. an- 
nual rent, in Stoke and Greneſvill, on condition the 
abbot ſhould ſind Reginald, during his life, two 
robes, or thirty ſhillings ſterling, one at Chriſtmas, 
the other at Eaſter ; and every week fourteen loaves, 
and eight flaggons of ale, ſuch as the monks drank; 
and to Alice, if ſhe outlived Reginald, ſeven loav es 
and nine flaggons of ale; and thus the manor be- 

came joined to = : 


The Maxon of GREENESVILL, Or . 
RocKkELLs, which belonged to the abbot of Holm, 
and contained that part on Greneſvill hamlet which 


laid in Stoke, 


This manor was confirmed to St. Benet's by ſeve- 
ral kings and popes ; but abbot Conrade, who 
lived in the time of Henry I. granted to William 


Curzun the land of Greneſvill i in fee, who there- 
upon 
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upon ſwore fealty to the church, and to pay ſixty 
ſelli“ of wheat; and he alſo gave two parts of the 
tithes of his laal at Blackworth, and at Frideſtone 
or Fritton, to that monaſtery, and William his ſuc- 
ceſſor confirmed it; and Daniel abbot of Holm 
granted it, in fee, to Robert Picot and Beatrice his 
wife, for the ſame rent; but Ralph Curzun about 
the time of Henry II. had i it, and acknowledged that 
he held it in fee of the-abbot, and that if William 


Curzun, of Witchingham, ſhould recover it againſt 


him, he would not ſue the abbot : he gave alſo to the 
abbey two ſheaves of the tithes of his demeans here, 
which was held by fir Robert Curzun in 1239. 


This Robert in 1218 fold half the manor to 


Richard de. Rupella or Rokele, viz. half a carucate 
of land, &c. containing an hundred acres, to be 
held by him and his Rein of the ſaid Robert and 
his heirs, by the yearly rent of thirty combs of 
wheat, and the ſale was inrolled before the itinerant 
offices 1 in eire at Norwich, the Sunday next after 
the feaſt of St. Agatha, among whom were Ralph 
Germvn, Walter de Verdon, Richard de Seinges, 
John de Worthſtede and others; and fir Richard at 
he fame im Nia © ths wah of Holm, all 
his right in two ſheaves of the tithe corn of the de- 


means of this manor ; the abbot, as chief lord of 


the fee, conſenting to the alienation. 


Soon after this, fir Richard granted it it to Reginald 
de Karevilla, or Carvill, in marriage with his daugh-

Curzun, of Town Barningham, and Ralph his ſon, 
to ſir Simon, ſon of Richard Braunch, and it is 
faid to lie in Cruchſtoke and Caſtor, and the abbot 
of St. Bennet confirmed the fale, on condition he 
was paid yearly. thirty combs of wheat; and if it 
ſhould happen that fir William de la Rokele, kn. 
ſhould recover the manor of Greneſvill in the king's 
court, namely that part of it which he had of the 
gift of Reginald de la Wade, againſt the ſaid abbot, 
then the ſaid Simon need not to pay the corn to tlic 
ſaid fir William de la Rokele, as was uſed to be paid 


to fir Robert de la Rokele his father. 


In 1279, fir Simon de Grinvile, or fir Simon 
Braunch of Grinvile, died ſeiſed, and was ſucceeded 
by Peter Braunch, who in 1215 had leet and vic 
of frank-pledge allowed him here. | 


I! be other part of the town, called Sroxkx Manor, 
belonged to Gilbert Pecche, and after that to tlie 


Bydun family, and then to the Burgates; and {i 


Baldwin de Burgate, knt. lord of it, and Roſe his 


Wife, gave many lands here to St. Bennet's abbey ; 
and in 1272 John de Tyveteſhall held it of Giles de 


Wacheſham, of the-manor of Thuriton in Suffolk, 
which was then owned by Giles, ſon of the ſaid 
Giles, at a quarter of a fee. In 1285 William de

This year all theſe manors of Stoke and Greneſ- 
vill were united, and Andrew de Hengham convey- 
ed them to Henry de Norwich and Catherine his 
wife; and in 1297, the abbot of Holm let all his 
revenues here for life to ſir Walter de Norwich, with 
the free chapel by the fcite of this manor of Grenel- 
vill, with Chapel-land and Chapekacre, with the 
wood, and fiſty-ſix acres of demeans joining to the 
[cite. 


In 1301 there was an extent made of this manor 
for fir Walter de Norwich, then lord, by which it 
appears, that the prior of Hickling had twenty acres 
of land, and paid to the lord 2s. 6d. and four mine 
of wheat; and the abbot of St. Bennet held fifty- 
three acres of land, and the rents were gzs. 10d. be- 
ſides the corn rents, which were nine quarters and 
an half and two fifth parts of a buſhel, 


In 1302, king Edward II. granted to fir John 
de Norwich, knt. and his heirs, free warren in all 
his demeans, m Crucheſtoke, Howe, Shottiſham, 
Poringland, Sculthorpe, Lyng, and Great Maſſing- 
ham in Norfolk, Bromfield, Walpole, Melles, Wen- 
haſton, Thorington, Shipmeadow, Metyngham, II- 
keteſhale, Redeſham, and Dalyngho in Suffolk, and 
ſoon aſter this ſir Walter purchaſed all he could in 
this neighbourhood ; for! in 1306 fir Richard de 
Boyland granted to him and his heirs, all the lands 
and tenements belonging to his manor of Howe, ly- 
ing in Shottiſham, there being twenty-five tenants 
and their ſervices, all which he added to this ma- 
nor. The fame year Reginald, fon of Nicholas de 
Shottiſham, fold him all his meadows and marſhes

William, ſon of Peter Butts, of Norwich, an eſtate 
in Black worth village, in Crucheſtoke pariſh, and 
lands by Greneſvill hill, in Greneſvill village in 
Cee aforeſaid, and land abutting c on the 
way called nee EE: 


In 1308, Thomas: ſon and heir of fir Peter Ro- 
ſceline, knt. granted to fir Walter de Norwich the 
yearly rent of 6li. 11s. 8d. to be received of his te- 
nants in Poringland Magna and Parva, Crucheſtoke, 
Shottiſhams, and other adjoining towns, by, deed, 
dated at Blackworth in Stoke, and thus Roſceline's 
manor became wholly joined to this, though Tho- 
mas Roſceline, upon ſuing for it, was returned lord 
of Roſceline's manor in 1315. 


In 1322 fir Walter Norwich, knt. and Catherine 
his wife, owned Blackworth in Stoke, and the ſeve- 
ral manors and fees joined to it ; and this year the

and Regimus, parſon of Hingham, and Walter de 
Thurſton, parſon of Sculthorpe, deforcients, the ma-

bs 1374, this manor and Metingham caſtle, and 
other manors, at the death of fir John Norwich, 
jun. knt. deſcended to Catherine Brewſe, his coulin 
and heir, ſhe being daughter and heir of Thomas, 
brother to fir John Norwich the elder, father of fir 
Walter, father of the laſt fir John, and ſhe ſettled 
it on her feoffees, with her other eſtate, 


This Catherine in 1378 took upon her a religious 
habit, and became a nun at Dartford, and Margaret 
her aunt became her heir, who firſt married to fir 
Thomas Caily, knt. and then to Robert Ufford, 
earl of Suffolk, whoſe ſon, William Ufford, earl of 
Suffolk, inherited and was lord of this manor, and 


died! in 1381. 


It paſſed from the Suffolk family to the Billing- 
fords, and James Billingford, clerk of the crown, 
who had an annuity of 20h, per ann. belonging to 
that office, was lord here, and of Stapleford in 
Hertfordſhire, in 1388; and in 1476 one of the 
ſame name had it, with the manors of Over and 
Netherhal, in Toft Monacorum, 


In 1538, Edmund Billingford, of Stoke Holy 
Croſs, eſq. was buried in the chancel, by the tomb of 
Elizabeth his firſt wite, and Catherine his wife ſurvi- 
ved him; Thomas his ſon inherited; he had a 
daughter married to George Sheffield, a brother 


named Richard; 9 ohn Appleyard, of Dunſton, and 
G 3 Thomas 
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Thomas Greſham, being his couſins: in 1371 his 
fon Thbmas was lord, and married Ann daughter of 
fir Edmund Jenney, of Knodeſhall in Suffolk, and 


was ſucceeded by Edmund Billingford, who married 


Elizabeth Felton, a co-heireſs, and had Thomas, 
who firſt married Mrs. Harman, and then Mrs, 


Brown. 


In 1610, Thomas Billingford ſettled Blackworth 
manor, and Roſceline's, &c. on Samuel Style and 
Edmund Purdye, who held it wuh Stoke manor, 
(then called Old Hallſted manor) of the manor of 
Forncet, at 4d. per ann. for caſtleward or forewatch ; 
and the ſaid manor was - further held of Bamingham | 
manor, by a pound of pepper yearly ; and ſoon 
after, Edward D'Oyly, eſq. purchaſed the manor of 


Blackworth-hall, with the members belonging to it, 


viz. the manors of Stoke Holy Croſs, or Old Hall- 
ſted, Roſceline, Rokeles, and Greneſvill or Grange- 
ville, &c. and it hath paſſed ever ſince as the manor 
of Shottiſham. |

The prior of Norwich had large revenues here, 


in lands and rents of divers antient donations to 


that monaſtery ; - and the advowſon of the church 
was given and impropriated very early, for John ſon 
of Oliver de Vaux, lerd here, acknowledged by 
deed under his ſeal, to the prior and convent, that 
he had no right in any part of the advowſon, on 
account of any feoffment made him by John de 
Waxtuneſham, his anceſtors having * before 
given the advowſon to the monaſtery, to which

In 1320, brother Ralph de Hemeſly, prior of St. 
Mary at Hickling, exchanged lands with the prior of 
Norwich, who was taxed for all his lands and tem- 
poral rents, at 318. 9d. without thoſe of the abbot 
of Holm, which were taxed ſeparately at 13d. The 
whole town and hamlets being charged to cach tenth 
at 12 li. but had a deduction of 2 li. 138. 4d. allow- 
ed. on account of che lands of the religious here, 
they being taxed by themſelves, | 


The rectory was appropriated to the chamberer's, 
or chamberlain's office, in the priory of Norwich, 
and had a vicarage preſentative, and afterwards en- 
dowed, but was never taxed, ſo that it is not menti- 
oned in the king's books; and indeed the town it- 

elf 1s left out in Saxton's map of the county. The 

riors of Norwich always preſented to the vicarage 
till the diſſolution, and then it was granted to the 
dean and chapter, who are impropriators and patrons 
of the vicarage at this time. 


In Norwich Doomſday the chamberer, who was 
then impropriator, had a houſe and tiventy-four 
acres of land; in the reviſion it is thus entered, to 
the parſonage belong twenty: ſix acres of glebe, and 
the tithe corn only; to the vicarage twenty-two acres 
of glebe, and all other tithes; and the ſpirituals of 
the prior of Norwich were valued at ſixteen marks, 
and the temporals of the abbot of Langley at 4s. 7d. 

It formerly paid 2s. ſinodals, but no procurations to 
the archdeacon, it being one of the peculiars belong- 
ing to the dean and chapter, though now it ſeems 
otherwiſe, for in the reviſion of the archdeaconry of 
Norfolk, in 16s 30, it is thus entered,

widow, is patroneſs and proprietary, (by leaſe from 
G 4 the 
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the dean and chapter) Oliver Harriſon, clerk, who 
alſo holds Shottiſnam by a perſonal union, is vicar. 
The vicarage is valued at zl. pays 10s. tenths, and 
15d. procurations at the biſhop's viſitation, 2s. ſino- 


dals, and bs. 8d. archdeacon's procurations. But 
notwithſtanding this, we don't ever find the vicarage 
to have been in the king's books, and inſtead of five 

pounds, it was never eſtimated before the Reforma- 
tion at but five marks, and not at all as we can find 
ſince; but being not mentioned in the valor, it is 
capable of augmentation, if ſworn to be under 3ol. 

per ann. clear; but it appearing by Mr. Ecton's laſt 
valor, publiſhed i in 1742, not to be certified as yet, 

till that is done, 1t 1s incapable of that advantage. 


In 1550 the dean and chapter paid to the biſhop 
of Norwich 6s. 8d. per ann. for a parcel of tithes 
in this town, lately belonging to the ſacriſt of Holm 
abbey. There was a guild held in this church, in 
honour of the Holy Croſs.

The church ſtands on a very great eminence; tlie 
weſt part of the nave (which is fiſty- three feet long) 
is tiled, and the eaſt part leaded; the chancel is 
tiled, and is twenty-three feet long and twenty feet 


broad, as is the nave; it has a ſouth porch tiled, 
but 
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but no ailes; the ſteeple is ſquare, about fy feet 
high, and hath three bells. 


Wichin the altar rails lie Dorothy, ſecond dip 
ter of John Burman, gent. and Catherine his wife, 
born in 1649, buried in 165g, and alſo John, ſon of 
John Johnſon, gent. and Mary his wife, ob. 1681.

The Rev. charles Millard was preſented to this 
vicarage in 1776 by the dean and chapter of Nor- 


wich. 


SURLINGHAM, SuTHERLINGAHAM, or the vi- 
lage of low meadows on the ſouth fide of the water, was 
in ſeveral parts at the Confeſſor's ſurvey. The chief 
manor belonged to Ulketel the Dane, and was after 
given by the Conqueror to Roger Bigot, of whom 
Ethard de Vaux held it at the ſurvey, when the 
town was a mile long, and half a mile broad, and 
paid 19d. to the geld, towards raiſing every 20s. tax 
laid on the hundred : this conſtituted the manor of 


Surlingham, which had the advowſon of St. Mary's 
church 
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church in Surlingham belonging to it; and it con- 
tained alſo the greateſt part of the adjacent village 
of Bramerton, the advowſon of which church alſo 
belonged to it; as alſo the advowſon of the paro- 
chial church of St. Saviour in Surlingham, which 
was given with the church of St. Mary there, to the 
abbeſs and nuns at Carrowe by Norwich, by Maud 
de Multon, lady of the manor, and patroneſs of 
m— both; and immediately after the gift, the rec- 

of St. Saviour was appropriated to that houſe, 
wlach to its diſſolution received all the great and 
ſmall tithes belonging to it,. paying a yearly ſtipend 
out of them to a ſerving chaplain here : and it con- 
tinued a diſtin perpetual quracy till lately. 


In 1630, in the reviſion of hs archdeaconry of 
Norfolk, it is returned, that James Culley, clerk, 
was then curate and proprietor, that it paid 18d. ſi- 
nodals, and zs. archdeacon's procurations, and was 
appropriated to Carrowe ; and there being no vica- 
rage endowed, it was never entered in the king's 
books. The abbefs, in order to get it appropriated. 
pretended that it was only a chapel belonging to the 
church of St. Mary; but that was contradicted by 
the return then made, and entered in Norwich 
Doomſday-book : where it is faid, that Surlingham 
St. Saviour had the ſame patroneſs with St. Mary, 
and that though they had now valued it with it, yet | 
heretofore it was a mother church, diſtinct from the 
other church, and had baptiſm and burial ; for rhe 
lady Maud de Multon, who was formerly patron- 
eſs of the ſame, declared that all infants born in 
that pariſh were baptiſed there, and that her own 
brother, and many others, lie buried in that church, 
and that the pariſhioners have been buried Were 3 im- 
memorially. 8

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In the Chorography of Norfolk, St. Saviours 
church at Surlingham was returned to be a donative. 
ſome time belonging to the priory of Carrowe, and 
purchaſed of the king after the diſſolution, whereto 
belongeth one barn, and no other houſes, and thirty 
acres of glebe : about 1705, it was ſettled by con- 
ſent of all parties, that the impropriator ſhould pay 
for ever a clear rent charge of 16l. a year, by quar- 
terly payments, and fo ſhould enjoy all the great 
and ſmall tithes and glebes belonging to this pariſh; 
and ſoon after the ſervice was removed to St. Mary's, 
and the church dilapidated : it never had any ſtee- 
ple, the bell hanging in a nich at the welt end. N 


The nave and chancel were of an equal heighth 
and bigneſs, each being fifteen yards long and ſix 
broad ; and had a ſouth porch. 


It ſtands on the fide of a hill, about two furlongs 


north eaſt of the church of St. Mary the Virgin, 
which was given alſo by Maud de Multon, lady of 
the manor, to which the advowſon was till that time 
appendant. | | | 


In 1706, Francis Brooke was inſtituted to the vi- 
carage of Surlingham St. Mary, at the nomination 
of the biſhop, and preſentation of Nathaniel Axtell, 
owner of Carrowe, on the death of James Bowgin, 
clerk. Hitherto the impropriation had gone with 
Carrowe, but ſoon after this Mr, Axtell ſold the im- 
propriations of both churches, and the preſentation 
to the vicarage ; and on the ſale, ſettled a clear an- 
nuity of 161. to be paid quarterly out of the great 
and ſmall tithes of St. Saviour, and the parſonage 
houſe and glebe lands of St. Mary; beſides which, 
all the ſmall tithes whatever of St. Mary's pariſh 
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belong to the vicar, which are now lett to the i im- 
propriator. 


In 1725, Thomas Manlove, A. B. was inſtituted 


by Thomas Tanner, S. T. P. on the reſignation of 


John Fox, and preſentation of Richard Gent, at the 
nomination of the biſhop of Norwich, to the vica- 
Tage of the pariſh of St. Saviour and St. Mary of 


Surlingham, and was inducted by the archdeacon 


of Norfolk. 


In 1731, Gilbert Bennet, A. B. (now rector of St. 
Peter's, the principal church in the city of Lincoln, 
below hill, 1779) on the ceſſion of William Evans, 
De. In 1736, on Bennet's ceſſion, Roger Giddings 
had it, and held it with Moulton rectory by union; 
he was nominated by the biſhop, and preſented by 
Richard Gent, the elder, patron and impropriator, 
whoſe ſon, Mr, Richard Gent, of Surlingham, is 
the preſent impropriator and patron, at the biſhop s S 
nomination. | 


The church of St. Mary hath a ſteeple about 
fiſty feet high, round at bottom, and octangular at 


top, and four bells in it. 


The capital Manor of SurLinNcHam, with BasT- 
WIck's, PAN CLOSE, and VERDON's annexed. 


Surlingham manor belonged to Aitard or Ethard 
de Vaux, who held it of Roger Bigot in the time of 
the Conqueror, and it continued a long time in his 


family, and paſſed with the manor of Keſwick. 


It remained in the Vaux's family till about 1250, 
and then. John de Vaux gave it with his daughter 
Maud, in free marriage, to Thomas de Multon or 
Moulton, 


- 
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Moulton, of Gileſland in Cumberland, and they, in 
1252, had a charter for free warren in all their de- 
means, by grant of king Henry III. but notwith- 
{ſtanding this, and other favours conferred on him 
buy that king, he deſerted him, and joined with the 

rebellious barons againſt then prince; upon whick! 
the king ſeized upon this manor, and gave it to Wil- 
liam de St. Omer, and directed his writ to the ſhe- 
riff of the county to deliver him feizin ; but the ſhe- 
rift favouring the barons, would not do it, and for 
his refuſal was next year fined 10l. and after that 
20]. and the treaſurer of the Exchequer was ordered 
by the cout to levy it. But after this, making his 
peace with the king, he died ſeiſed, and in 1273. 
Maud his wife ſettled it by fine on herſelf for life, 
and then on Hubert de Multon her ſon. She was 
found to have free warren, aſſiſe of bread and ale, 
and view of frank-pledge, in the towns of Surling- 
ham, Bramerton, and Rockland, but that the leet, 
or view of frank-pledge, belonged to this manor only 
for thirty years paſt, when Andrew Walceline, bai- 
liff of the king's hundred of Henſtead, to which 
theſe letes belonged, took of the then lord of Sur- 
lingham, twenty ſhillings and a robe, to lay nothing 
of it. | | 3 


In 1293, it was found that Maud de Vaux, widow 
of Thomas de Multon, died ſeiſed, and left it to 
Hubert her ſon, as guardian to Thomas her grand- 
{on, fon of her eldeſt {on Thomas de Multon, who 
died before his father; but when the ſaid Thomas 
the grandſon came of age, he releaſed it to his un- 
cle Hubert, who held it of the ſaid Thomas de 
Multon, who was found to hold hve fees in Surling- 
ham, Denham, Kirby, Kelwick, and Cringletord, of 
Forncet. At Hubert's death, John de Multon his 
ſon inherited, who held it of that Thomas de Mul- 
ton, 
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ton, of Gileſland, who had releaſed it to his father 
Hubert: and it ſeems that John died a minor, and 
was ſucceeded by Margaret du Bois his ſiſter, then 
the wife of fir Wiiliam Leigh, knt. for they ſettled 
it in truſt on Adam de Brampton and William de 
Tofts, it being then worth g2l. 145. per ann. 


In 1378, fir William Leigh, knt. was ſole lord, 
and granted off a fortieth part of a fee here and in 
Rockland, to the abbot of Langley; that part here 
conſtituted the abbot's manor. He died ſeiſed this 
year, and fir William de Leigh, knt. his fon, ſuc- 
ceeded him. | 


In 1413, this fir William ſettled this manor, and 
Bramerton advowſon, on himſelf and Agnes his wife, 
in tail, Henry Preſton and others being truſtees : he 
gave lands in Cringleford to St. Giles's hoſpital in 
Norwich; to the deed is his ſeal affixed, circum- 
ſcribed, Sigillum Domini Willi. de Legh Militis.” 
The creſt is a falcon riſing from a torce; the arms 
are, two bars ſurmounted by a bend chequy. He 
died in 1427, and Agnes his wife ſurvived him, and 
fir William Leigh, knt. his fon and heir, had livery 
of his lands: he died about. 1492, and Thomas 
Leigh, or Lye, his ſon inherited, who died in 1494, 
ſeiſed of this manor and Bramerton advowſon, which 
extended into Bramerton, Kirby-Bedon, Yelverton, 
Bixley, Poringland, and Framlingham; it being held 
of the lord Dacres, who held it of the Norfolk fa- 
mily, Robert Leigh, his ſon and heir, ſucceeded. 


In 1327, John Leigh, efq. paid to Richard Bain- 
ard, feodary to the duke of Norfolk, 41. for an aid 
to marry Catherine, daughter of Thomas duke of 
Norfolk, he holding Surlingham manor at four fees, 
of his honour of Forncet, After him Tho. Leigh, 

| clq, 
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elq. and Maud his wife, own i it, who ſeems to have 
been a Redinan, it being ſettled at their marriage on 
Matthew Redman, in truſt. 


In 1536, Thomas Samſon, a truſtee, releatad to 
Thomas Leigh the manar, with a warren of conies, 
free warren, &c. in Surlingham and Bramerton: in 
1568 Thomas Leigh, elq. conveyed it to Richard 
Lowther; and in 1370, fir Thomas Gawdy, Ent. 
of Claxton, was lord, and had free e in che ri- 
ver belonging to at. 


In 1587, at the death of ki Thomas Candy, Ent. 
one of the juſtices of the Common Pleas, who died 
the zth of November, it was found that Henry, his 
ſon and heir, was then 36 years old, and that. the 
manors of Baſtwick in Surlingham, and Panclofe 
there, were held in capite of the king, that.Verdon's 
manor in Surlingham was held of Forucet, as was 

_ alſo the capital manor of ee 


In 160g, ſir Henry Gott, knt. was found lord, 
as heir to his father br Thomas, who purchaſed it of 
Mr. Leigh, The fines are certain at two ſhillings 
an acre. | 


It was ſold by Caudyt to Mr. Corbet, and belong- 
ed afterwards to Mr. Corey, aud after that to Major 
Hauteyn, who ſold it (the advowſon of Bramerton 
and the warren excepted) to Col. Thomas Sidney, of 
Ranworth, whoſe two daughters and heireſſes had 
it; Mary married to fir Brownlowe Sherrard, bart. 
who releaſed their right to William Perry, eſq. of 
Turvile Park in Buckinghamſhire, who married Eli- 
zabeth, ſiſter to the ſaid Mary.

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The court is uſually kept at Coldham hall, com- 
monly called the Wood's End, which formerly be- 
longed to one of the united manors, but is now a 
publick-houſe belonging to a private owner. | 


EarLnam's Mano in Surlingham, with LiTTLE- 
BREECHE in Rockland. This manor belonged to 
Godric the ſewer, and Alnot the Saxon, when the 
ſurvey was taken: in 1215, Roger de Veteri Ponte 

or Vipond, had it: it was ſome time owned by 
John de Earlham, from whom it took its preſent 
name. In 1272, it had aſſiſe of bread and ale, 
and William de Carleol, a minor, in the cuſtody of 
fir Richard de Boyland, had it. In 1285, fir Tho- 
mas de Helgeton or Hellington owned it, and joined 
his manor of Little-Breeche in Rockland to it, which 
hath paſſed with it ever ſince. ai 


Sir Thomas Gawdy purchaſed it of Mr. Holdich, 
of Ranworth, and left it to Henry Gawdy, eſq. his 
fon, and it was ſold by the Gawdys. 


In 1720, Thomas Rant, eſq. of Yelverton, was 
lord; at whoſe + death James Rant, eſq. of Mend- 
ham, his brother, had it, whoſe ſon, William Rant, 
of Mendham, eſq. ſold it to James Branſby, of 
Shottiſham, gent. the preſent lord.— The eldeſt ſon 
1s heir, and it gives no dower. 


The court is uſually kept at the public. hoaſe cal- 
led the Ferry, which is owned by the earl of Roſe- 
berry, who married the heireſs of Bixley, the late 
Miſs Ward, ſiſter to the late fir Randal Ward, bart, 


ApzoTs of Lancitey Manor, in Surlingham, 
was granted (part by fir William Leigh, part by 


Richard de Hoe or Howe, and part by others) La 
that 
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that houſe. In 1283, the abbot was ſummoned to 
ſhew why his villains of Surlingham did not do ſuit 
to the king's hundred court: but the abbot was diſ- 
charged, on proving no ſuch ſuit was ever done. 


In 1401, the abbot held a fortieth part of a fee 
here, and in Rockland, of fir William de Leigh 
and Nicholas de Caſtello or Caſtle ; and another 
part of the heirs of Hubert de Multon. This con- 
tinued in the abbey to its diſſolution, and it ſeems 
afterwards to have been joined to the capital manor. 
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The Rev. Charles Gogill was preſented to the cu- 
racy of Surlingham St. Mary, 1766, and allo, at 
the ſame time, to St. Saviour, on the nomination of 


the biſhop of Norwich.

IROWSE and NEWITON; now called Trowſe 
with Newton, the latter being a hamlet to the for- 
mer, though originally it was the contrary; Newton 
being the principal part or manor, and Trowſe an 
appendage to it. Biſhop Stigand owned all Newton, 
and about half Trowſe, and a free-woman held thein 
of him: at the conqueſt Godric {ſeized it, but could 
not keep it, for upon her appeal to the Conqueror 
himſelf, ſhe had it reſtored for life: it contained 
three furlongs in length, and four in breadth, and 
paid 8d. geld, towards every 208. raiſed on the hun- 
dred. There never was a pariſh church at Newton, 
but the inhabitants always went to Trowſe, After 
her death Godric had it, and Ralph Fitz-Godric 
gave it, with the advowſon of Trowſe, to the monks 
of Norwich, which gift king Henry II. confirmed, 
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In 1285, the jury preſented, that the bailiff of 
the king's hundred of Henſtead always held his hun- 
dred court at Trowſe, till within theſe thirteen years 

- : paſt, 
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paſt, when he was inhibited ſo doing by the prior 
of Norwich, lord there, .under pain of excommuni- 
cation; and it being found to be one of the prior's 
manors, enjoying the privileges of the church, and 
that this was no damage to the crown nor country, 
the inhibition was confirmed. In 1428, the prior 
was taxed for his temporals here at 10l. 8s. 10d. ob. 


At the diſſolution, Trowſe and Trowſe- Newton 
manor, with the impropriate rectory and advowſon 
of the vicarage, were conveyed to the dean and 
chapter of Norwich, who are now lords, impropri— 
ators, and patrons of the vicarage. 


Trowſe-Newton hall is an antient building, erect- 
ed by the priors of Norwich, whoſe country ſeat it 
was: it had a chapel and all offices convenient: in 
- 1835, Edward III. and Philippa his queen lodged 
there. It continued as a retirement for the Danes, 
long after the diſlolution ; but is now held upon 
leaſe by Capt. Money, late quarter maſter general 
to the army commanded by Gen, Burgoyne in 
North America. Capt. Money has erected a nc 
building upon an eminence that commands a view 
of the city of Norwich, the river winding through 
the meadows, and the country round to a confide- 
rable diſtance. | 


Rook ELE's Manor in Trowſe, extended into a 
great number of the-adjacent villages, but though it 
was ſo very conliderable at that time, the ſeveral 
parts have been ſold off or manumiſed, ſo that the 
late fir Randal Ward, bart. was the only remaining 
copyhold tenant of the manor ; which Anſcot had 
at the Confeſſor's, and Ranulf or Ralph at the Con- 
queror s ſurvey, who held it of Roger Bigot, and 
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bath been held always of the Nortolk family, as of 


Forncet manor. - 


| William Curzun was lord here, and gave it with 
his daughter, Alice, to Richard de Rupibus, Ru- 
pella, Rock, or Rokele, who had Richard and Re- 
ginald ; but they dying without iſſue, William Ro- 
kele their brother ſucceeded. 


In 1268 Thomas Rokele was lord, and in 1286 
Henry Rokele, who the next year conveyed it to 


Richard de la Rokele, who was lord i in 1306. 


In 1 390 it was owned by * Rokele or Athyl. 
citizen of Norwich, who then conveyed to ſir Miles 
Stapleton, knt. fir Roger de Boys, knt. Richard de 
Cratefield, maſter of Norton- Subcorſe college, and 
William de Claxton, this manor ; with twenty acres 
of demeans called Trowſe Hills, 25S. quit-rents, 
one capon, and one pound of cinnamon ; with li- 
berty of holding a court every three weeks in 
Trowſe ; with the ſuit of all the tenants belonging 
to this manor, in Withngham, Trowle cum New- 
ton, Bixley, Kirby Bedon, Bramerton, Taſburgh, 
Bracondale, Rockland, Carleton Juxta, Langley, Sur- 
lingham, and Arminghall. 


In 1 337 William Athyl a Jeffrey Vernon grant- 
ed lands, &c. which were joined to theſe manors, to 
William de Blickling, Bartholomew de Appely ard, 

and John de Caufton. 


It after belonged to John Potter, then to John de 
Witton ; and about 140g John de Barney and Wm. 
de Catton had it: after that, Edmund, Caily, of 
Trowſe, gent. who enfeoffed fir John Chron, Ent. 
John Atchirche, eſq. Andrew Syre, of Surlingham 
H 2 3 Richard 
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Richard Rede, of Oxburgh ; Edmund Fairhed. of 
Trowſe; and William Narford, of Bixley : it had 
been then in truſtees hands, for they had it of the 
feoffment of John Hempſtede, citizen of Norwich. 
Roger Pratt, clerk, William Ymmis, and Thomas 


Wild. 


In 1438, Robert Howlyn, clerk, conveyed it ro 
fir John Clifton, knt. John Windham, eſq. and 
William Gladine, of Norwich, notary public ; with 
all the fiſheries, ſwan-marks, &c. and in 1445, they 
releaſed it to Cliſton. 


In 1491 it belonged to John Blake, who lies bu- 
ried in the chancel, with this inſcription on a braſs 
plate : | |

Under it was a ſhield parted per chev. in cheif

It was aſter this ſettled on the maſter and bre- 
thren of St. Giles's Hoſpital in Norwich, and by 
them tied to find biſhop Goldwell's chaplains : it 
now belongs to St. Giles's Hoſpital, to which the 
mayor and aldermen of the city of Norwich are 
perpetual truſtees. | 


The church is twenty-ſeven yards long, and eight 
broad: it hath a ſquare tower, about ſixteen yards 
high, in which are three bells. The church and 
chancel are both leaded: there is alſo a ſouth porch; 
and the vicarage houſe and yards join to the ſouth 
ſide of the church- yard.

It ſeems he built the chancel, and placed the 
image of St. Andrew the Apoſtle (to whom the 
church is dedicated) in it, in view of all the paſſen- 
gers in the high-way, which goes under the church- 
yard wall: in 1280 he leaded it and glazed it, at a 
great expence. 


In the chancel, Carolus Suckling de Bracondale Ce-

The church was appropriated to Norwich prior 


and monks in 1205, by John de Grey, biſhop of 
Norwich, at the death of maſter Simon de Plump- 
ſtede, the laſt rector, to the office of the ſacriſt, a 
penſion of two pieces of gold, (duorum aureorum) 
being reſerved to the cellerer ; and the prior was 
taxed for his ſpirituals at twelve marks. There was 
a vicarage endowed, which was always preſented to 
by the priors; and its advowſon belongs now to the 
dean and chapter, and is one of their peculiars. 
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The Rev. Charles Mallard was preſented to this 


vicarage, with the curacy of Witlingham, 868 che 
dean and chapter of Norwich, 1772. 


WITLINGHAM, or WIicxLINGHAu. This vil 
lage was in two parts at the Confeſſor's ſurvey; one 
belonged to Edric de Laxſield, and was a beruite to 
Eaton, and after paſſing a long time with the manor 
of Rokeles in Trowſe, became joined to a manor in 
Kirby-Bedon, and after to Wadker's in Wymond- 


ham. 


The principal manor of this village belonged to 
biſhop Stigand, and was held by Ulflet, a free wo- 
man, in the Confeſſor's time, being then worth 20s. 
There was a church and ten acres of glebe, valued 
at 12d. a year, and the whole was of biſhop Ayl- 
mar's fee. | 


At the conqueſt it was riſen to 308. a year, and 
the town was then half a mile long, and as much 
broad, and paid 7d. to the geld towards every 208. 
. raiſed in the hundred. The Conqueror gave it to 
Roger Bigot, of whom it was held by Robert de 
Cue or Curzun, at the ſurvey, and after by Wil- 
liam de Curzun his ſon, who ſold it to Oſbert and 
Parnel his wife, and they were infeoffed of it; and 
it continued with Carleton till 1320, and foe that 
time with Coſteſey, in the Jerninghams, till the year 
1342, and then fir Peter Jerningham, Ent. Tonveyed 
it to William Berte. 


In 1371. Richard le 8 was lord. In 1 355 
George de Felbrigge, and Amy his wife, ſold it to 
William de Ermyn, clerk, in truſt for Edward Ger- 


bridge and Sei his wife, and their heirs. 


In 
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In 1432, John Coppledick was lord, and after- 
wards Margaret, daughter of John Coppledick, wife 
of Thomas Zouch, eſq. ſettled it, with other ma- 
nors, on Peter Arderne their truſtee; for in 1478, 
ſir John Coppledick paid his relief for two fees; 
and in 1433, fir John Coppledick, knt. and Eliza- 
beth his wife, ſold it to Nicholas Hare and others, 
when it extended into Kirby-Bedon, Trowſe, Laken- 
ham, Bixley, Framlingham, Yelverton, Norton Sub- 
corſe, Newton Flotman, Rockland, Bramerton, and 
Surlingham; and in 1346, by the name of fir Ni- 
cholas Hare, knt. he and Robert Hare had a grant 
of Saham's in Kirby-Bedon, and of the impropriate 
rectory and advowſon of Witlingham, and fo it came 


joined tc to the manor, 


In 1549, Robert Hare ſettled on fir Nicholas Hare, 
knt. and Miles Hare, his ſon and heir, this manor, 
impropriation, and advowſon, with the manor and | 


third part of the advowſon of Kirby-Bedon. 


This Miles was lord in 1559, when he paid his 
relief for two fees, which this manor was held by, 
to Robert Kempe, eſq. feodary to the aue of Nor- 
folk, of whom 1 it was held. 


In 1609, Michael, fon of Michael Hare, eſq. held 
it at two fees of Forncet manor, and in 1610 fold 
them to Owen Shepherd, eſq. genera[-receiver to 
Henry Howard, eart of Northampton, by wikeh of. 
flce he much advanced his fortunes. 


It continued in this family till Robert Shepherd, 
eſq. barriſter at law, ſold it to Mr. Cock of Nor- 
wich, by whom it was ſold to Edward Peirce, gent. 
of Parſons Green, in Fulham pariſh, Middleſex, fon 
of Edw. Peirce, of London, eſq. by Mary, daughter

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of Thomas Biſhop, of London, gent. and grandſon 
of John Peirce, of Glyn, by Alice White of Lewes 
in Suſſex; and by Mary, daughter and co-heir of 
fir Dudley Carleton, (by his ſecond wife Lucy Croks, 
of Crofts caſtle in Herefordſhire) he had Edward 
Peirce, lieutenant-general, colonel I homas Peirce, 


major-general in 1693, and | Mary, Lucy, Bridget, &c. 


John Beevor, M. D. of Norwich, has a conſider- 
able property in this hamlet. 


The church was dedicated to St. Andrew the 
apoſtle, and its advowſon belonged to the manor. 
It was founded before the Coulchior's ſurvey, for it 1s 
entered there, | 


In 1249, Richard de Rokele, lord of that part 
of the town which belonged to Rokele's manor in 
Trowſe, claimed a right of preſentation againſt Ag- 
nes, widow of Roger Fitz-Oſbert, who then held 
the manor in dower; but upon proof that William 
de Curzun, Fits-Oſbert's predeceſſor, always preſent- 
ed ſingle, it was confirmed abſolutely to the manor ; 
and was after given by Peter Fitz-Oſbert, lord here, 
to the canons of St. Olave at Herringfleet in Suffolk, 
of his father's foundation, and was immediately ap- 
propriated to their houſe, and having no vicarage 
endowed, they took the annual profits, and paid a 
chaplain.or curate for ſerving the church, till the dif- 
ſolution, when it was granted to ſir Nicholas Hare, 
knt. and from that time to this hath paſſed with the 


' manor, with which it now remains, 


Norwich 8 tells us that it had a houſe 
and twelve acres of glebe, was valued at five marks 
and an half, and was appropriated to the prior of St.

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In the Reviſion of the archdeaconry of Norſolk, 
made in 1630, Laurence Townly, curate, received 
a clear ſtipend of 41. per ann. 


But ſoon after, the church being dilapidated, (for 
now the walls only and a ſquare tower remain) it 
was joined to Kirby-Bedon (the manor of which be- 

longed at that time to the ſame owner) and continued 
with it many years; and the rector of that church 
received the ſtipend and other eccleſiaſtical dues, and 


then performed the duty by burying the pariſhioners | 


at Kirby, &c. but it is now joined to 'Trowle. 


The Rev. Charles Ames was preſented to this cu- 
racy in 1734. | 


YELVERTON. This pariſh is in the liberty of 


the duke of Norfolk, as a member to Framlingham 
manor, which hath the ſuperior juriſdiction over the 
town. It belonged to Ralph earl of Norfolk when 
he abjured the realm, and aſter to Roger Bigot. 


In the Confeſſor's time Alnoth, a Saxon, and 
Alured had it under biſhop Stigand. Yelverton was 
then half a mile long, and four furlongs broad, and 
paid 10d. ob. to the geld; but it is now much 
larger, for the village of Appleton, now called Al- 
pington, is joined to this town, though it was then 
a ſeparate village belonging to Edwin in the Confeſ- 
ſor's time, and to Roger Bigot in the Conqueror's, 
and was of more annual value than all Yelverton. 
Alpington is that part lying againſt Yelverton heath, 
and hath a conſtable choſen by itſelf, who anſwers 
its vagrant and bridge money in the hundred of 
Loddon, but all other dues to Yelverton.

It paid to each tenth 11. 16s. but had a e 
of 108. for the lands of the religious in this place. 
It had a ſeparate leet for it at Framlingham court. 


In 1285, Roger le Bigot, earl of Norfolk, had 
the leet, view of frank- pledge, aſſiſe of bread and 
ale, and free warren in Yelverton, as a member of 
his manor of Framlingham, with which it hath me 
fed to. this day. | 


At the conqueſt there was a church and twenty 
acres of glebe, valued at 20d. the advowſon of which 
belonged to Framlingham manor, but was granted 
off with a quarter of a fee by the Bigots, and con- 
ſtituted the manor called afterwards Yelverton' s ma- 
nor.

The YELVERTONS. 


The firſt of this ſamily that began to purchaſe and 
raiſe an eſtate here, was William Yelverton and Ma- 
bel his wife, who in 1308, the 2d of Edward II.

The firſt of which family, that is — — as 
having eſtates in this county, was Henry Rant, who 
lived in 1444, the 23d of Henry VI. from whom 
deſcended Robert Rant, of Norwich, buried in St. 
Stephen's church there, as was Humphry Rant, no- 
tary-public, and Catherine his wife, who firſt ſettled 
at Yelverton, and died in 1609, the 7th of James I. 
being ſucceeded by William Rant, M. D. his ſon ;

Bixley, and dying in 1027, was buried in St. Ste- 
phen's church aforeſaid, leaving Humphry Rant, 
barriſter at law, his eldeſt ſon, who married Ann 
daughter of fir Anthony Drury, of Beſthorpe, knt.

In 1720, Thomas Rant, eſq. lived here, at whoſe 
death James Rant, eſq. of Mendham, had this eſtate, 
whoſe fon, William Rant, of Mendham, eſq. ſold 
it to John Playters, eſq. ſon of fir John Playters, bart.

Mr. Playters lived at Yelverton for ſome years : 


he deſcended from a very antient family in Suffolk, 


but died before his father, fir John, of Satterly hall, 
who lived /to a very advanced age. His poſt of 
gentleman uſher requiring his attendance at court 
many months in a year, prevented him from being 
generally known to the gentlemen of this county, 
but to thoſe who did know him he appeared to be a 


man of ſolid ſenſe and judgment, of great humani- 


ty and benevolence, and died much regretted by his 
particular friends. 


He married one of the daughters of fir Charles 


Turner, bart. by a ſiſter of fir Robert Walpole ; by 


whom he had ſeveral children, the preſent fir John 


Playters, bart. and a daughter, a very accompliſhed 
woman, married to the late John Norris, eſq. of 
Witchingham, and fince deceaſed. 


This advowſon being forfeited to the crown, was 


granted by Henry VII. to John earl of Oxford, and 


the heirs male of his body, and upon failure there- 
of it came to the crown, where the patronage hath 


continued ever ſince.

and co-heir of Robert Burnel, married Richard de 


Nugun, who was lord jn her right. On a diviſion 
of the eſtate, {ir Ralph his fon preſented in right of 


his motety to this church, in 1313, as did fir John 


de Noion, fon of fir Ralph, in 1339, by his attor- 
ney. Sir William de Witchingham preſented in

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The Rev. Cuthbert Sewell was preſented to this 
Pn with the conſolidated church of Gunthorpe, 
by Mrs. Elizabeth Lloyd, in 1758. 


In this town was alſo a chapel, dedicated to St. 
Botolph, in 1421. Rich. Brown gave by will, in 
1510, 138.

Here was a remarkable great oak, ſo large and 
hollow, that ten or twelve men might ſtand upright 
in it, not far from the weſt end of the church.

Alice de Reppes, and Walter de Calthorpe, held 
here and in Hunworth, one fee of the earl of Glou- 
ceſter, in the 20th of Edward III. which Elizabeth 
de Calthorpe and Reginald de Reppes formerly held. 


Sir Bartholomew de Calthorpe preſented to this 
church as lord in 1346, 


Edmund Newborne was lord in the. 46th of Ed- 
_ ward III. and preſented to the church in 1380, and 


in 1393. 


John Yelverton, of Bayfield, and Elizabeth, widow 
of Robert Clere, preſented in 1421: the appears 
to be lady of this manor in 1430, and held her firſt 
court then in Bayfield hall; probably as her join- 
ture, and relict of John Velverton. William Yel- 
verton, who was after a judge, and her ſon, being

ö * the 1 of Yelverton it continued; and Wil- 
liam Yelverton died ſeiſed of it Auguſt 12, in the 
28th of Elizabeth, anno 1386, held of the honour.

BLAKENEY, formerly called SNITERLEY. Part 
of this town of Sniterley was a beruite to the king's 
manor of Holt, from which it is diſtant about five 
miles, and one from Gy | 


Snet or Snyte, 1s an obſolete name of many rivers 
or ſtreams of water, from which ſeveral towns take 
their names ; thus Snetterton in Norfolk and Lincoln- 
ſhire, Suetom i in Yorkſhire, &c.“ 


The family of de Vaux was ſoon after the con- 
ſt enfeoffed of this, from whom it came to the 
lord Roos, and fo to the Narfords, &c. as in Holt. 


The principal tordſhip was held by Edric, a free 
man of Harold, and granted by the Conqueror to 
William de Beauſoe, biſhop of Thetford, to be held 
by him as a lay-fee, in his own right, which biſhop 
gave it, and many other lordſhips, to his ſee, and 
to be enjoyed by his ſucceſſors. 


At the ſurvey William de Noiers held it of the 
ſaid prelate, as a lay-fee. 
* Parkin, 
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In the 12th of Henry II. Peter de Melton, called 
alſo Peter de Conſtable, was lord, and held three 
knights fees and an half in Norfolk, of the biſhop 
of Norwich; and on the death of jeffrey de Con- 
ſtable, a deſcendant from the ſaid Peter, it came to 
his three ſiſters and co-heirs; Alice, who married 
Robert de Cockfield: Iſabel, married to Adam de 
Cockfield; and Edich, married to fir Thomas de 
Eſtle, between whom it ſeems to have been divided 
about the 18th of Henry HI. anno 1 234. And this 
accounts for the name given to the pariſh of Melton- 
Conſtable, which it bears at this day. 


Cocxrikrp's Manor. Sir John de Cockfietd 
urchaſed his aunt Iſabel's part, and was living in 
the 15th of Edward I. and claimed view of frank- 
pledge, aſſiſe of bread and beer, with two parts af 
the leet. 


In the gth of Edward II. John de Cockfield con- 
veyed, by fine, to John Bacon, clerk, a mill, cer- 
tain rents, with the advowſon of the church of Sni- 
terley, Cecilia, widow of John de Cackkield, being 
then living; and in the 11th of that king, her dower, 
and all the intereſts of the Cockfields herein, were 
ſoon after in the Bacons, and fir John!

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- AsTLEey's, alias HoLywert Manor. This manor 


took its name from Robert Holywell, ſecond huſband 
of Edith de Conſtable, (who married firſt fir Thomas 
de Eſtle) who claimed the fame liberties in the 15th 
of Edward I. as Cockfield, and had the third part 


of the leet. 


_ Holywell held it in right of his wife; afterwards 


it came to the Aſtleys, as her right heirs, who were 


lords alſo of Melton in this hundred, where a par- 
ticular account of them may be ſeen; and in the gd 
of Edward III. Thomas de Eſtley and fir Edmund 
Bacon held one fee in this town of the lord Bar- 
dolph, who held of the biſhop of Norwich. It re- 
mained in the Aſtleys till Iſaac Aſtley, eſq. by in- 
denture, dated January 3, in the 31ſt of Elizabeth, 
anno 1589, ſold it to James Calthorpe, eſq. of Cock- 
thorpe, who conveyed it to tir Henry Calthorpe, 
of Ampton in Suffolk, whoſe deſcendant James Cal- 
thorpe, eſq. was lord in 1698, and .

Sniterley was undoubtedly the ancient name, 
and was ſo called in the yth of Henry III. when 
that king granted. a market here to Peter de Meau- 
ton. The firſt time that we meet with the name of 
Blakeney, is in the reign of Edward III. 


It was in ancient days a famous ſea- port, much 
frequented by the merchants af Germany. 


In the 14th of Edward I. Henry Flyk, and He- 
lebrand de Lubeck, brought their action againſt 
Thomas Burgeys, &c. for ſeizing and taking by force 
a ſhip loaded with cloth, and other merchandiſe, 
drove aſhore at this port, value (as ſaid) at fourteen 


thouſand pounds. 


Edward II. in his gd year, 3 this town 
with one {hip of war, to be ſent to Dublin, to tranſ- 
port the king's forces raiſed there to Scotland ; and 
in the following year ſent to this town, Yarmouth, |

Tn the 3iſt of Edward III. is a ſtatute relating 
to the ſale of fiſh here, there being a great fair held 
at Blakeney on that account, to which perſons came 
from all parts. 


In the 2 zth of Edward T. the convent of Commit, 
near Norwich, laid in a ſtock of one hundred nd 
eighty-lix hih from this port; and in the gth of Ri- 
chard II. when other mariners were impreſſed for 
the king's ſervice, the fiſhermen of Blakeney, Cley,

In the 27th of Henry VI. William Conyngton 
conveyed by fine to John Heydon, &c. a meſſuage, 
ſeventy acres of land, a melting-houſe, with a mine, 
or mineral“, belonging to it, in Sniterley, &c. 


The church is very fpacious, both in length and 
breadth, containing a nave, two ailes, and a chan» 
cel, all built of ſtone, with a fately, large, and lofty 
four- ſquare tower of ſtone, which is a famous ſea- 
mark: the chancel roof is curiouſly vaulted with 
free-ſtone, and covered, as the church, with lead, 
At the north-eaſt corner of the chancel ariſes a lofty 
Kone turret, wherein was formerly (as reported) a fire 
beacon, or light-houſe. 


At the eaſt end of the nave, juſt as you enter the 
chancel, lies a large marble grave-ſtane, and on a 
plate of braſs: Flic jacent corpora Fol.

John Blakeney, citizen and i of London, 
gave by will, in 1393, to five chaplains, 51. per ann. 
to pray for him ten years in this church, and thoſe 
of Cley, Wiveton, Sheringham, and Briningham. 


In this church were the guilds of ct. Nicholas, 
St. Mary, and St. Thomas the martyr, and a manor 
is ſaid to belong to the rectory. 


Here was a convent of White Friars, dedicated to 


the Virgin Mary. 


In the 21ſt of Edward I. fake Stormer wc Tho- 
mas Tholer, copyhold tenants of William de Roos, 
lord of the town, did fealty for lands and tenements 
they held of him here, and in Cley; and after they 
gave part of theſe lands, thirteen acres and an half, 
to God and the Virgin Mary, that the Carmelite Fri- 
ars, by the king's licence, and that of fir William 
Roos, might inhabit therein for ever, and might build 
a chapel, and other neceſſary buildings thereon, 
the ſaid friars being bound to pray for the good eſ- 
tate of the ſaid fir William Roos and his lady Maud, 

on pain of excommunication ; and to have and to 
hold that lord and lady, and their heirs, for their 
principal founders, who gave them one hundred 
marks, to build their church and houſes, and pro- 


miſe to build their hall, with a kitchen and cham- 
bers, 
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bers, proper and convenient for the reception of them 
and their heirs, with liberty for them at all times of 
free entrance and exit whenever they ſhall think pro- 
per to come and ſtay there; the ſaid fir William, and 
his heirs, repairing the ſame, and was finiſhed anno 
1921, | 


In the gth of Edward II. they had a patent to 
purchaſe one acre of Nicholas le Bret, to enlarge 
their manſe. Sir Robert de Roos, fir Robert Bacon, 
and fir John Bret, were benefactors in the ſaid reign, 
as was John Calthorpe, eſq. 


The patronage of it deſcended to the earls of Rut- 
land. 255 


The ſcite of this houſe, with the eaſt and weſt 
cloſes, Kiln-cloſe, Tanner's acre, and Hollin's cloſe, 
the ſtallage, ſhops, cellars, fair, market, and cuſtoms 
here, were, granted February 6, in the ggd of Hen- 
ry VIII. anno 1342, to William Read, who, in the 
| ſaid year, had licence to alien it to Richard Gre- 
ſham, and Richard had licence for the ſame, in the

Blakeney, according to Bale, was originally called 
Nigaria. It is much remarked in ancient hiſtory for 
this college of Carmelite Friars, founded by lord 
Roos, fir Robert Bacon, and fir John Bret, and for 
the education of the learned friar, John Baconthorpe, 
a man much celebrated for his writings and univerſal 
knowledge, 
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« Blakeney (ſays the Engliſh Traveller) is a noted 
town for fiſhing, and it was here that the ingenious 
Mr, Cobb propoſed eſtabliſhin a fiſhery to ſupply 
the city of Norwich, on his new-invented plan in 
1769, for which he obtained a patent from his ma- 
jeſty. Several gentlemen entered into an aſſociation 

to re an undertaking that was likely to have 
been attended with very beneficial conſequences, but 
the whole was fruſtrated for want of unanimity among 
the parties. | 


ohn Baconthorpe, commonly called the ſubtil 

doQor, was born at an obſcure village in Nortolk, 
and educated in a monaſtery of Carmelites at Blake- 
ney, after which he went to Oxford, and from thence 
to Paris, where he diſtinguiſhed himſelf for his know- 
ledge in metaphyſicks, at that time the common jar- 
gon of the ſchools, | 


« Upon his return to England, he was appointed 
principal of his order, and ſent to Rome to deliver 
his opinion concerning ſome points then in diſpute, 
concerning marriage, when he declared that the pope 
had an inherent right to diſpence with the laws of 
God, for which he was ſeverely cenſured by his bre- 
thren, and obliged to ſign a formal recantation. He 


was a ſtrong ſtickler for the philoſophy of Averroes, 


and wrote many books, which are now little regarded 


by the learned. He died at London in 1346. 


The church of Blakeney was conſolidated with 
Glanford, January 14, 1743; and in the ſame year 
the Rev, Henry Calthorpe was prefented to this rec- 
tory, with Langham Parva and Cockthorpe, by James 
Calthorpe, eſq. of Ampton in Suffolk. 


* 
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 BODHAM, or BODENHAM, takes its name as 
ſeated in a fine winding valley; thus Bodney in 
Norfolk, &c.* At the ſurvey Hugh de Montfort had 
the capital lordſhip, which Bund, a Saxon thane, 


was lord of in the reign of the Confeſſor, and Ralph 
held it under his lord Hugh. 


The deſcendants of this Ralph, according to the 


cuſtom of that age, aſſumed the name of de Bodham, 
and de Bolco de Bodham; from ſome wood near 


their ſeat, Henry de Bolco de Bodham was lord in 
the 3th of king John, or held lands here. 


In the 32d of Henry III. William de Bodham 
ſold one fee here, &c. to Roger de Thirkelby, with 
the advowſon of the church, and two acres of land. 
Roger's brother and heir, Walter, gave it to the 
priory of Langley in Norfolk. The aforeſaid Wil- 
liam alſo fold the greateſt part of his lands, and kept 
only the lordſhip and demean lands about it, which 
lands, Philip and Ralph, his fons, are ſaid to have 
ſurrendered into the king's hands, for the uſe of 
Matthew de Gelham. 


Roger de Hunworth appears to be lord i in the 28th 


of Edward I. and held one fee, paying ten ſhillings 


per ann. caſtle-guard, to Dover, and two ſhillings, 
hundred ſhot. | 


About this time the lordſhip ſeems to be divided 
amongſt the Dodkums, Thirkelbys, and Hauviles. 


By fines 15 we find ſeveral proprietors in this 
pariſh, till the reign of Edward IV. when John Hey- 
don, eſq. was lord, and died poſſeſſed of it: and 
on June 20, in the 37th of Henry VIII. other mel- 
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ſuages and lands here were granted to Robert Hey- 
don, in which family it continued in 1616, when lir 


Chriſtopher Co Fas preſented to this church. 


John Lang, gent. was lord and patron in 1744, 
and then preſented. 


Walter Giffard, earl of Bucks, had alſo a manor 
here, which went along with his manor of Leæther- 
ingſet. This came by marriage to the earls of 
Clarc. 


Edmund Mortimer, DE of March, held in cabite 


in the zd of Henry VI. 


The church is dedicated to All Saints, and is a 
rectory, formerly valued at twenty marks, 


In the year 1339, on May 2, Anthony, biſhop of 
Norwich, appropriated it to the abbey of Langley, 
when a vicarage was ſettled, endowed with ten acres 
of the demean land, tithe of wool, lamb, ducks, 
pidgeons, milk, calves, chickens, pigs, geeſe, foals, 
bees, and all tithable animals whatſoever, alſo of 
mills. fiſheries, merchandiſe, hemp, flax, &c. and 
in all oblations, burials, mortuaries, anniverſarics, 
marriages, legacies to the altar, the tithe of hay and 
corn of twenty acres belonging to the religious, with 
an annual penſion of two marks to be paid by the 
abbot and convent ; but it does not appear how the 
abbey parted with the adyowſon and the appropria- 
tion. FE 


The Rev. William Hewitt was preſented to this 
rectory in 1767, by Zuriſhaddai Girdleſtone, eſq. of 


Baconſthorpe, then a minor,

BRININGHAM, or BURNINGHAM, fo called 


as ſeated on meadows, by the river Bure.* 


The greateſt part of this town was granted to Wil- 
liam de Beaufoe, biſhop of Thetford, by the Con- 
queror, to be held as a lay-fee, and in his own 
right, out of which four free men of king Harold 

had been ejeted; and Roger Lunguſenſis held it 
under the biſhop, = ED, 


There was alſo another lordſhip, or part of land, 
with a church, endowed with twelve acres, valued 
at twelve-pence, which Ralph earl of Norfolk held, 
and forfeited it on his rebellion ; and after him Alan, 
earl of Richmond, as the hundred witneſſed, was lord. 


The family of de Mealton, of Melton-Conſlable, 
were early enfeoffed of theſe tenures by the biſhops 
of Norwich ; and on a diviſion of their eſtate among 
the daughters and co-heirs, this became the inheri- 
tance of fir Thomas de Eſtle, by the marriage of 
Edith, one of the ſaid daughters, and Thomas de 
Aſteleye preſented to this church in 1 328, in which 
family part of the aforeſaid tenures remain. 


Part of che ſaid tenure, in the 20th of Edward III.

BRINTON, was a beruite belonging to William 
Beaufoe's {biſhop of Thetford) capital manor of 
Thornage, belonging to the fee, in the Saxon age. 


In the 35th of Henry III. anno 1231, Walter, 
biſhop of Norwich. had a charter for free warren, 
and was lord, 


In the time of Edward I. the biſhop had view of 
frank pledge, afliſe of bread and beer, a gallows, 
and other privileges. 


It remained in the ſee of Norwich till it came to 
the crown on the great exchange of lands made by 
act of parliament, in the 27th of Henry VIII. and 
was granted the 1ſt of July, in his 28th year, to 
William Butts, M. D. his chief phyſician. whoſe 
widow, Mrs. Jane Butts, preſented in 1386. By 
the heireſs of this family it came to fir Nicholas Ba- 
con, bart. from the Bacons it came to ſir Jacob 
Aſtley, bart. who preſcuted to this church in 1682, 
and in the ſame family it continues, fir Edward 
Aſtley, bart. of Melton-Conſtable, being the preſent 
lord.

The ancient b famil of de Briſton were lords of it. 
In the g4th of Henry III. Roger de Leonibus, or 
Lions, impleaded Ralph de Briſton for two parts of 
a fce in this town, which came to him on the death 
of his wite's lifters and co-heirs. 


Thomas de Briſton, in the ioth of Edward I. de- 
manded againſt John de Cockſield, the advowſon of 
this church of All Saints of Briſton, and ſets forth 
his deſcent in proof thereof.

is not mentioned in Doomſday-book, but appears 


to belong to the biſhop of Norwich s lordſhip of 


Melton. It ſeems to take its name* from the river 


Bure, that riſes here, and runs to Yarmouth. 


The ſamily of de Melton, alias Le Conſtable of 


Melton, were the ancient lords of this village, and 


by the marriage of Edith, one of the daughters and 
| co-heirs of that family, it came to fir Thomas de 


Eſtely; and in 1317, Steph. de Aſtlee preſented as 
lord to the church of Burgh; in which family it ſtill 


remains, ſir Edward Aſtley, bart, of Melton-Con-

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CLEY. near the ſea, to diinguilh it Gn Cock- 
jey-Cley in the hundred of South Greenhoe, was a 
beruite to king Edward's manor of Holt, and at the 
ſurvey was 1n the hands of the Conqueror, as royal

Hugh, earl of Glouceſter, feems to 3 a grant 
of this manor from the crown, ſoon after the con- 
queſt, and afterwards came to the earls of Albemarle 
and Devonſhire, who held it 2n cape, and was held 
of them by the Vauxes. 


Cley is a Conall ſea-port town on the northern coaſt 
of Norfolk. Of late years ſome baths have been 
erected for invalids, but very little reſorted to, It 
lies about a mile caſt from Blakeney, and nine from 
Wells. Blakeney was formerly a very conſiderable 
ſea-port town, and much frequented by the German 
merchants, but Cley does not appear ever to have 
been of any eminence. The channel to the fea is 
very narrow, and navigable only by very ſmall ſhips, 
ſuch as ſloops, &c. and the town is at ſome diſtance 
from the main ocean, lies low, and has tew build- 
ings in it of any note. 


0 MorErr. The family of de Vallibus 
or Vaux was enfeoffed of it, with Holt and Hough- 
ton, and poſſeſſed it in the reign of Henry II. and 
on the death of fir John de Vaux, in the 16th of

to France, was taken by ſome ſeamen belonging to 
Cley, and carried to the king. He/was attended by 
the earl of Orkney, and was going toÞrance to learn 
the language. The name of this prince was James, 
When king Henry heard he was taken, he laughed 
and faid, © My brother of Scotland might as well 
have ſent him to me, for I can ſpeak French.” On 
his being brought to court, he confined the prince

Tt came aſter to the family of Symonds, of which 
was John Symonds, eſq. of Cley, who died July 24, 
1502, and was buried in this church with his two 
wives, as was John his ſon, a merchant, who died 
an. 13, 1508, and his wife Agnes in 1511, leaving 
Ralph Symonds, eſq. her ſon and heir, who dying 
in 15 57, left Giles his ſon and heir, by Elizabeth, 
daughter of William Biſhop, of Yarmouth, who by 
Catherine daughter of fir Anthony Ley, of Bucks, 
had Ralph his ſon: John (by Ann, daughter of

In the civil war between Charles I. and his parlia- 
ment, the gentleman in poſſeſſion fiding with the 
king, was eagerly ſought after by the parliament- 
party, and his life being in danger, he diſguifed him- 
{elf in a coat with patches of various colours,

and like a common labourer was found threſhing 
with a flail in the barn, and by his motley dreſs, and 
giving no anſwer to his purſuers, who were making 
enquiries after him, but NOW T HUS, NOW T HUS, 
repeatedly, he was taken by them to be an ideot, 
and ſo happily eſcaped. A man in a tool's coat, 
with a flail in his hand, in memory of the above 
fact, is borne by fir Clement Trafford as his creſt, 
aud the motto to his arms is NOW THUS, in allu- 
lion to the anlwer made by his anceſtor. 


In the church- yard an altar tomb: —Iꝝx memory of 
John Greve, an aſſiſtant of Sir Cloudeſiy Shovel in burn- 
ing the flaps in the port of Tripoly in Barbary, Fanu- 
ary 14, 1676, or his good ſervices made eaptain of the © 
Orange Tree by king Charles II. and dyed April 14, 
1636, aged 48. 


The coaſt in this neighbourhood has been fortu- 
nate in producing many brave ſeamen and admirals. 
Between Cley and Stift key, at Cockthorpe, a village 
with only three houſes in it, were born fir Cloude- 
lley Shovel, fir John Narborough, and fir Chriſto- 
pher Minns, and at Docking, the great ſir Edward

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now lord) Hawke; a name that cannot fail of being

Sir Chriſtopher Heydon, who was lord and patron 
in the 38th of Elizabeth, by deed, demiſed to James 
Calthorpe, eſq. an old houſe, called the decayed 

_ chapel of Cley, with a piece of marſh and a fir 
ground, called Thornham-Eye, wherein the chapel 
ſtood, butting on Cley channel to the eaſt, and 
Blakeney channel to the weſt, between Cley common 
and the channel on the north, and Wiveton and 
Blakeney marſhi ſouth, excepting wreck of ſea, her- 
ring fiſhery, Kc. 


Mr. Parkin ſays the town has a good haven, ſe- 
veral merchants live in it, and a conſiderable num- 
ber of ſhips, about twenty, belong to it, which fail 

to Holland, Newcaſtle, Lc, and che king has a col. 
lector of his cuſtoins ür here. 


1 The writer of an Engliſh Gazetteer adds, It is 
a noted port, with large ſalt works, from whenge 
ſalt is ſent all over thei country, and ſometimes to

Cley is twenty-five miles from Norwich, four from. 
Holt, and about twelve from Cromer. 
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Richard Warner, eſq. preſented in 17 . and 
John Thomlinſon, eſq. who has built a handſoms 
houſe here; preſented his brother, the Rev. Robelt 


Thomlinſon, to this rectory in 1764. 
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ED GEFIEL D, is ſituated in the ſouth-eaſt part of 
Holt hundred: it was anciently ſpelt Edisfelde, E- 


 dithsfeld, Edes feld, and Eggeſeld“; but the preſent 


name is the moſt ſignificant of its ltuation © on the 
edge of a hill or field. 


There was s formerly a croſs in this pariſh for Con- 
ſtantia Adam, reli of William, ſon of Ralph, prieſt 
of Edgeſield, who about the tune of king John, or 
Henry III. enfeoffed her ſon Stephen, for half a 
mark of ſilver, in one piece of land lying in the field 
of Edgeſield, abutting upon the way which led from 


the croſs of Edgeheld towards Binham. 


In the goth of Henry III. 1246, Walter le Rus 
held twelve acres of land in Edgefield, by the ſer- 
vice of repairing the iron work of the king's ploughs. 


In the 13th of Edward II. a tournament was de- 
ſigned to be held in this town between divers men of 
arms, but was prevented by the king's writ, dated 
at York, 20th of October, 1320, and directed to the 
ſheriff of Norfolk and Sullolk. 


There are two manors in this town: the one is 
now called Edgefield Ellingham's, the other Binham 
Priory manor, or Edgeheld Bacon's. 


EpkE FIELD ELLINGHAM'S W From Doomſ- 
day book it appears that Ralph, the brother of 11gar, 
had a grant of a lordſhip in this town, and Stody, 
from the Conqueror, on the deprivation of Bondo, 
a free man of Harold, in the reign of Edward the 
Confeſſor.

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William de Edisſield was lord and patron in the 
1ſt of Henry II.

He left by Hawiſia his wife, an only daughter and 
heireſs, Letitia, who marrying ſir William de Rol- 
celine, this eſtate deſcended to their ſon fir Thomas 
Roſceline, to whom Henry III. in his zoth year, 
1266, granted free warren i his demean lands in 
this town, Walcote, Norton-Subcorſe, Heckingham, 
Drayton, Tafburgh, Kc. 


Letitia, his mother, being leſt a widow, married 
fir Roger de e who preſented to this church 


in 1274. 


Sir Peter de Roſceline, fon of fir Thomas, ſuc- 
ceeded, and in the 14th of Edward I. claimed view 
of frank-pledge, and aſſiſe of bread and beer amongſt 
his tenants. In the 22d year of the ſaid reign, 1294, 
he had a ſummons to attend the king at Portfmouth, 
in order to accompany him to undertake the recovery | 
of Gaſcony, then poflefled by the French king; and 
in 1300 and 1312 he preſented to this church. | 


In the time of Edward II. great dtſturbances ari- 
ſing between that king and his barons, on account 
of his favourites the Spencers, ſir Thomas de Roſ- 
celine, the fon of fir Peter, and the then lord of 
this manor, ſcems to have been on the barons ſide, 
as in the 16th of that king he was in rebellion againlt 
him, and forfeited this manor, then valued at 151, 
per ann. and that of Walcote at 171. 


In the Sth of Edward III. he was baniſhed, with 
many others, for taking part with the earl of Lan- 
caſter againſt the great favourite Mortimer, but ap- 
pears to have been reſtored to favour and his eſtale 
the following year, 1329. 


In the 8th of Edward III. 1334, he confirmed, 
by deed, - this manor with that of Norton-Subcorſe, 
= their advowſons, and the advowſon of Whet- 
acre, to Alexander de Walcote, and Adam, parſon 
of Edgefield: he was living in the 10th, but died 
without iſſue before the 13th of year of the ſame 
reign, and, by his will, gave lands for a chaplain 
to pray for his ſoul, and for the ſoul of his grand- 
father, in the chapel of St. Mary the Virgin, found- 

ed by his grandfather in his manor of Edgefield. 


His inheritance came to his fix liſters and co-heirs. 


Margery, the eldeſt, married fir John Champaine ; 

, the ſecond, married Ralf de Bokenham ; 

Alice, the third, married fir William Daye; Joan, 

the fourth, married John, lord Willoughby of Ereſ- 

by ; Maud, the fifth, married fir Robert Tithn ; and 
Mary, the 6th, married fir John Camois. 


Load Willoughby had the ſeveral ſhares of the 
others in this manor, &c. conveyed to him ; for in 
the 23d of Edward III. 1349, this lord died ſeiſed 
of the whole; and Joan his wife ſurviving him, 
married fir William Synthweyt, who preſented to 
this church in 1952. 


John, lord Willoughby, was ſon and heir, and 
died ſeiſed of this manor, &c, in the 46th of Ed- 
ward III. leaving Robert, lord Willoughby, his 
ſon and heir, on whoſe death, in the 20th of Ri- 
chard II. he was ſucceeded by his ſon and heir 
William, lord Willoughby, who died at Edgefield 
in the 11th year of Henry IV. leaving Robert, lord 
Willoughby, his eldeſt ſon, lord of this manor and 
of . Whetacre, Chedgrave, and Roughton. 
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This lord Robert died in the goth of Henry VI. 


leaving Joan his daughter, then a minor of ſeven 
years of age, but afterwards married to fir Richard 


Welles: ſhe had no intereſt in this lordſhip, that 


being entailed on the heirs male, ſo that it came to 
fir Robert Willoughby, ſon of a younger brother to 
the late Robert, lord Willoughby, with the honour, 
&c. 7 


In this family of Willoughby, lords of Ereſby in 
Lincolnſhire, it remained till the death of William, 
lord Willoughby, on the 19th of October, in the 
18th of Henry VIII. anno 1527. It then deſcended 
to his daughter and ſole heir, Catherine, who had 
livery of it in the 26th of that reign, . 


She was afterwards fourth wife of Charles Bran- 
don, duke of Suffolk, but ſurviving him, and hav- 
ing no iſſue, ſhe married and brought this eſtate to 
her ſecond huſband, Richard Bertie, eſq. 


She was a lady remarkably zealous for the Reſor- 
mation, and on that account was obliged, in the 
firey days of queen Mary, to take refuge in foreign 
countries: by chis huſband ſhe had a ſon, called 
Peregrine, (being born abroad in theſe times of trou- 
ble and diſtreſs) who on the death of his mother, 
In the 2gd of Elizabeth, had a ſummons to parlia- 


ment, as lord Oy of Ereſby, and from him 


the preſent duke of Ancaſter is deſcended. 

It is not preciſely known at what time, or in what 
manner the family of Bertie diſpoſed of this eſtate. 
It was afterwards in the Paſtons, and Thomas Crop- 
ley, eſq. fold it to Richard Stubbs, elq. with the 
advowſon, in the iſt of Elizabeth, 1559,

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He died about the 19th of James I. and was ſuc- 
ceeded by his eldeſt daughter and co-heir, Dione-

mas Newton, gent. ſucceeded. In the 12th of Wil- 
liam III. Thomas Marcon, gent. was lord; and in 
the 11th of queen Anne John Marcon, eſq. poſ- 
ſeſſed it: he married Rebecca, daughter of fir Ben- 
jamin Wrench, knt. a phyſician of Norwich; and 
after his deceaſe, in 1725, ſhe married colonel Har- 


bord, | 


On her deceaſe this manor and advowſon came 
to John Marcon, eſq. of Swaff ham, ſon of Edward 
Marcon, of Forncet, and couſin of the beforemen- 
tioned John: he married the ſiſter of William Ma- 
ſon, eſq. of Necton near Swaff ham, and his eldeſt 


lon is the preſent lord and patron. 


BINHAM Priory ManoR, now called Epctritld 
Bacon's. In the time of Edward the Confeſſor, it 
appears from Doomſday-book, that Scet, a free man, 
held here fourſcore acres of land, &c. which lay to- 
wards Binham. 


At the conqueſt this was granted to Peter de Va- 
loins, or de Valeniis, who in the reign of Hen. I. 
founded the priory of Binham. Roger de Valoins 
his ſon ſucceeded him, and confirmed two parts of 
the tithes of his lordſhip here; after him, —_ 
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his ſon confirmed his whole demeſne and lordſhip 


with the homages, wood, alders, and free warren in 
this pariſh, to that priory. 


During the We reigns of king Stephen, 

Henry II. Richard I. John, Hen, y III. and Edward 
I. this manor, and the poſſeſſions of Binham priory 
in this town, were very encreaſed by numerous grants 
and gifts of lands, rents, &c. as appears from the 
regilter of that priory. 


After theſe grantr, rents, &c. there follows in the 
regiſter, a rental of the priory's manor in Edgefield, 
containing the names of the tenants, the rents, par- 
cels of land, KC. 


The prior of Birham, in the 14th of Edward J. 
1284, claimed view of frank-pledge, and aſſiſe of 
bread and beer, id Edgefield, Gunthorpe, and Salt- 


houſe, &c. 
On the 21ſt of April, 1378, Henry biſhop of 


Norwich, (with the conſent of the prior and convent 
of Binham, Richard parſon of Edgefield, and Ro- 
bert lord Willoughby, patron of the church) ordain- 
ed that the rector of Edgefield, and his ſucceſſors, 
ſhould have the tithes ariſing from the lands of the 
prior and convent of Binham, in Edgefield, except 
the tithe of wood and underwood, and of what was 
left on their lands for the feed of their cattle, and 
that the rector of Edgefield and his ſucceſſors ſhould 
pay to the prior and convent of Binham, and their 
ſucceſſors, 338. 4d. yearly for ever. 


In the 7th of Henry VI. 1428, the temporalities 
of the priory in this town were valued at 10l. 188. 
per ann. the Ipiritualities at 408. Per ann. 11 
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The priors of Binham continued lords of this 
manor till the 36th of Henry VIII. 13453, when 
this priory, amongſt others, being ſuppreſicd, the 
manors and eſtates belonging to it came into that 


king's poſſeſſion, and were : by him granted to divers 
of his OR 


This manor and eſtate, with all its appurtenances, 
rights, privileges, &c. and the great wood in Edge- 
field, then called Priory wood, were granted by che 
letters patent, bearing date the gd of March, 1343, 
in the 36th of Henry VIII. in as full and ample a 
manner as before poſſeſſed by the prior and convent, 
to fir William Butts, and his heirs for ever, with 
manors and eſtates in other counties, upon his pay- 
ing into the treaſury the ſum of 7671. 128. 6d. 


Sir Nicholas Bacon; the firſt baronet, marrying 
Ann, heireſs of the Butts family, came next into 
the poſſeſſion of this manor and cſtate about the gih 
of James I. and in this family it continued till the 
gth of Charles II. 1637, when fir Edmund Bacon, 
bart. and the truſtees of his father, fold it to Mr. 
Edward Cooper, of Edgeſield, whoſe anceſtors had 
been poſſeſſors of lands in this pariſh before the reign 

of Edward III. as appears by an old feollment of 
ſir Thomas Roſceljne's. The deſcendants of this 
John continued purchaſing there at different times, 
till the extinction of the male line of this family, 
which ended in Mr, Edward Cooper, for of Edward 
abovementioned, who dying unmarried November 
26, in the gth of Anne, 1710, deviſed this manor 
and his whole eſtate in this pariſh, to the Rev. Ed- 
ward Fenn, his nephew, ſecond fon of Mary his 
liiter, wife of William Fenn, gent. whole anceſtor 
was captain John Fenn, of the city of Loudon.

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In this family it has continued ever ſince, and 
John Fenn, of Eaſt Dereham, eſq. in this county, a 
juſtice of the peace, and fellow of the ſociety of 
Antiquaries, is the preſent lord, and poſſeſſor of the

dicated to St. Peter and St. Paul,

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Lady Alice Willoughby was buried here the 14th 
of June, 1595. 


Simon Woodrow, an bebe of this pariſh, by 
his will, dated October 1, 16g9, gave to Henry his 
ſon, thirteen acres of land in Edgefield, charged with 
the payment of fifty ſhillings annually for ever, to 
the miniſter and church-wardens of this pariſh, forty 
ſhillings of which they were to expend yearly in re- 
lieving poor widows belonging to their pariſh, and 
ten hillings was to be expended in repairing and 
bcautifying the church, 


John Jermy, eſq. was een only, in 1729; and 
Mrs, Rebecca Harbord preſented 1 in 1743 and 1747. 


The Rev. Branſby Francis was preſented to this 
rectory in 1764 by the late John Marcon, eſq. 


GLANFORD, was a hamlet at the ſurvey, and 
ſo remains, to the king's manor of Sniterley, or 


Blakeney. 


This part, or fee, was in Peter de Mealton, and 
ſo paſſed to the Cockfields, and Aſtleys, and Bacons, 
and Calthorpes, with the manor of Sniterley. 


Another part, ar fee, was in Walter Giffard, 


From the Giffards it came to the earls of Clare, as 
in Snitetley, alias Blakeney, 


The church, dedicated to St. Martin, about twen- 
ty years paſt was in decent repair, and there was 
ſervice in it; at preſent it is in ruins: it had a nave, 
with a north aile, together about thirty feet broad, 

and in length, with the chancel, about fixty ſeet, all 
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covered with lead, and a ſquare tower, with one large 


bell. 


This — 1 is ſituated on the river one mile above 
Cley, and has had its name from the ford croſs here ; 
as Glandford Bridge 'in Lincolnſhire. The church 
was annexed to Blakeney, Langham Parva and Cock- 
thorpe, January 14, 1743, and James Calthorpe, 
eſq. preſented the Rev. Henry Calthorpe in the ſame

2 GUNTHORPE. The 8 had a lordſhip 
here, which was held 6 Alvin in king Edward's 


time. 


Here was alſo another lordſhip of the Conqueror 8, 


belonging to his manor of Cas ſton in South Erping- 
ham, which king Harold held. 


The firſt lordſhip abovementioned was held at firſt 
of the king by the ancient family of Avenel, and 
aſter of the honour of Clare; and the laſt-mentioned 
lordſhip by the family of de Mey, &c. and each of 
them had a mojety in the advowſon. 


In theſe families the two lordſhips remained, and 
John Avenel and Ralph le Mey, held one fee of 
the ear] of March, and had the leet, in the 22d of 
Richard II. 


After this, Avenel's intereſt here came to the 
Welbys, by the marriage of Joan, daughter and heir 
of John Avenel, with William de Welby, of an an- 
_ cient family, who had conſiderable lordſhips and eſ- 
tales in Lincolnſhire; and the ſaid Joan, his relict, | 
preſented to this church in 1 396.

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In the gd of Henry VI. the de Ney had an in- 
elt here, but after this time we do not find them 
mentioned, ſo that we conclude the whole was veſt- 


ed in the Welby's. 


In the 18th ofH enry VI, William Welby was 
lord and patron; and on his death, in the ſaid year, 
Thomas was found to be his ſon and heir, and died 
poſſeſſed of it, May 18, m the 5th of Henry VIIL. 
William was his ſon and Barr | 


On the death of Thomas Wilby, of Hindring- 
ham, eſq, it came to Gregory Davy, eq. by the 
marriage of Catherine, daughter of the ſaid Thomas. 


Gregory Dry. eſq. died lord in the laſt year of 
Philip and Mary, and was ſucceeded by his ſon Ri- 
chard, who was lord and patron, on whoſe death, 
in'the 17th of Elizabeth, Chriſtopher Davy was 
found to be his fon and heir, by Ann his wife, 
daughter of William Cobbe, eſq. of Sandringham; 
Chriſtopher married Elizabeth, daughter of Clement 
Pagrave, of Norwood Barningham, by whom he had 
Gregory his ſon and heir, 


In the 20th of the ſaid queen, it was purchaſed 
of the aforeſaid Chriſtopher by Richard Godirey, 
eſq. who was lord and patron; and Godfrey, 
eſq. a maſter in changery. ſold it to James Leheup, 


elq. 


In 1740, Iſaac Leheup, eſq, was lord and patron. 
He left two daughters and co-heirs; Elizabeth, mar- 
ried to Lloyd, eſq. and Mary, married to fir 
Edward Williams, bart. of Langoyn calle in Breck- 
nockſhire, in South Wales, by whom ſhe left a 
daughter, the preſent Miſs Williams, heireſs to this 
manor. ä 
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Iſaac Leheup, eſq. and the late lord Walpole of 
Wolterton, married two ſiſters, daughters of Mr, 
Lombard, of London. Mr. Leheup was ſome time 
reſident at the court of Hanover. He had one ſon, 
Thomas, who died before his father, by which means 
his two daughters became joint-heireſſes to his eſtate 
and fortunes. They are both deceaſed. Mrs. Lloyd 
remarried George Montgomery, eſq. of Chippenham 
near Newmarket, but leſt no children. 


Bixnam Prrony Maxon. Peter lord Valoins had 
the grant of a lordſhip at the conqueſt, which a free 
man of king Harold poſſeſſed. This he had livery 
gl to make up his manor of Barney. : 

Peter lord Valoins, grandſon of the aforeſaid lord, 
gave to this priory all his lands in this town, and 
they were confirmed by Robert his brother. with the 
homages and a marſh. 


William de St. Plounch releaſed all the lands 
which he and his father William held; and Roger, 
jon ol Richard de Gunthorpe, gave lands, &c. 


The prior had view of frank- pledge. &c. in the 
14th of Edward I. and his temporalities in 1428 
were valued at gl. 2s. 3d. per ann. 


At the diſſolution it was granted by Henry VIII. 
in his gsd vear, to fir Thomas Paſton, knt. or, as 
{01e accounts lay, biſhop Rugg exchanged i it in the 
94th of chat king, with Derfingham i impropriate rec- 
tory, &c. and gave to that knight the manor of 
Paſton, Kc.

In 1730, Mr. William Alton, clerk, was patron ; 
and in 17538, Mrs. Elizabeth Lloyd, widow, pre- 
ſented the Rev, Cuthbert Sewell to this rectory, with

HEMPSTEAD, or HEMPSTED, was a beruite 
to the king's manor of Holt. 


A family, who took their name from this ton, 
were early enfeoffed of it. In the 29th of Hen. II. 
Simon de Hempſtede quit claimed to Henry de Mas 
riſco and his heirs, the advowlan of this church for 
ſix marks of ſilver. 


In the 24th of Henry III. Richer de Cauſton 
and Stephen, grant to Simon, prior of Norwich, 
the advowſon of that church and that of Plumſtead 
in Blofield hyngred, 


William de Ormſby grants, in the 22d of Ed- 
ward I. to Henry prior of Norwich, the advowlon 
of this church for 20l. and in the ſaid year ſettled, 

| by fine, on John his ſon this lordſhip, with that of 
Crualheuick ; and in the 31ſt of that king, it was 
found that the prior and his predeceſſors were pol- 
felled of the advouw {on before the flatute of mort- 
main. 


In the ſaid year, fir Robert de Hingham bought 
of William de Ormeſby a mill, &c. in Hempſtead, 
- which he afterwards confirmed. 


Sir John de Ormſby was lord in the zoth and 
24th of Edward III. and is fatd to hold it of the

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In the gd of Henry IV. the lady Alice Caley, re- 
lict of ſir William Caley, of Ouby, had this lord- 
ſhip; and by Agnes, one of their daughters and 
co-heirs, it came to fir John de Harſike, of South- 
Acre, by marriage, Sir Roger Harſike his ſon en- 
joyed it; and by the marriage of Joan, one of his 
daughters and co-heirs, it was brought to Richard 
Dorward, eſq. who poſſeſſed it in the 33d of Henry 
VI. From the Dorwards it came by marriage to 
John Wingfeld, of Dunham Magna; and Thomas 
Wingfeld conveyed it, by fine, in the 28th of Hen- 
ry VIII. to FR Jermyn. 


Mr. Newman was lord, and his fon, William 
Newman, eſq. of Pa-onſthorpe, was lord in 1720. 


Losk HTI. Richer, fon of Hugh de Cauſton, 


conſirmed to Thomas, ſon of William de Loſe, for 


ſixty ſhillings of ſilver, lands, with the homage of 
Roger de Bruario, and the ſaid Thomas was found 
to hold half a fee in demean. William de Loſe died 
leiſed of it in the 16th of Edward I. and Thomas 
was his fon and heir, on whoſe death Claricia, his 
filter, wite of Thomas de Ubbeſton, was his heir. 


Tt was in the priory of Norwich in the gth of 
Edward II. who, in the 1ſt of Richard III. granted 
it to Henry Heydon, on his relealing to them certain 
lands m Hindringham, and John 1 e died lord 
in the 19th of Edward IV.

PriORY Manon. The prior of Norwich had poſ- 


ſeſſions in the 2d of Henry II. when they granted 
lands to Henry de Mariſco ; and Philip £ Candog 
gave, in 1176, lands to John biſhop of Norwich, 
which pope Alexander III. confirmed by his bull. 


Their temporalities, in 1428, were taxed at gl. 
7s. 4d. 


The church was anciently a rectory, but being 
appropriated to the priory of Norwich by Walter, 
biſhop of Norwich, in 1249, a vicarage was ſettled, 
and the patronage of it in the priory. The patron- 
age is in the dean and chapter of Norwich. | 


The Rev. Edward Tilſon was preſented' to this 
vicarage by the dean and chapter of Norwich in 
1768. 


HOLT, in the Saxon tongue, ſignifies a wood, 
from which, it is probable, it derived its name. It 
was an extenſive lordſhip, and royal demean, in the 
time of the Confeſſor, who was lord of it; and there 


was a ſea- port belonging to it, probably Clay, which 


village was a hamlet to this lordſhip. 


At the ſurvey, Walter Giffard, earl of Bucks was 


lord of it under the protection of Hugh earl of Cheſ- 
ter; and all Holt, with its beruites, Py bol. in 
money Per ann. 


The earl of Cheſter had a grant of this great | 
lordſhip from the crown ſoon after the ſurvey, and 


was 
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was held by the Vauxes of the ſaid earl, and after 
by the earl of Albemarle, &c. 


Holt being a market town, and the principal town 
in the hundred, moſt probably gave name to it. 
There is a weekly market held on a Saturday, but 
when firſt granted, in the gd of Edward II. in the 
year 1309, it was on a Tueſday, with a fair yeatly 
on St. Matthew's eve and day. It is a town plea- 
ſantly ſituated, and in a fine country, that may be 


juſtly called the Garden of Norfolk. The {cenes 


around, and the proſpects it commands, are more 
variegated than in any part of Norfolk. The air is 
ſharp, but healthy. There are {ome good houſes in 
it, but thcre is a want of water that renders thoſe 
houſes inconvenient, as the inhabitants are obliged 
to fetch the water at ſome diſtance. The quarter- 
ſeſſions of the peace are held here and at Walſing- 
ham alternately ; and the ſeſſions-houſe is uſed as an 
aſſembly-room for the monthly aſſemblies. There 
is a race ground near the town for running horſes, 
and in the year 1753 there was a meeting; but the 
races have fince that time been regularly held at 
Swaftham. Holt is 124 miles from London, 21 
from Norwich, 18 from Eaſt Dereham, 12 from Cro- 
mer, Fakenham and Wells. | 


The family of de Vallibus, or Vaux, were ſoon 
aſter the conqueſt enfeoſfed of this lordſhip. Robert 
de Vaux held it in the 3th of king Stephen, and gave 
then 3531. 6s. 8d. Iivery, for lands of his wife's in- 
heritance. In the Vauxes it continued till the death 
of ſir John de Vaux, in the 16th of Edward I. anno 
1288, who was a parliamentary baron, &c. and held 
it of the earl of Albemarle, Margaret de Riparijs 
counteſs of Devon, recovered her dower in ſeven 


Knight's fees in this town, Cley, &c, held by Bald- 


vin, 
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win, the late earl, her huſband; and the freeman's 
tenures that Giffard held, were * united to the ca- 


pital manor. 


Nrnronp's Maxor. Sir John de Vaux left two 
daughters and co-heirs ; Petronilla, the eldeſt, mar- 
ried fir William de Nerford, who in her right had a 
moiety of this town. In the 3d of Edward II. the 
ſaid Petronilla, then a widow, had a grant of free 
warren, and a weckly market on T uelday, and a fair 
on the eve and day of St. Matthew. 


Sir John de Nerſord poſſeſſed it in the 2d of Ed- 
ward III. ſettled it on himſelf and fir Thomas his 
brother, in the gth of that king; on whoſe death it 
came to his fon John. 


Sir John de Nerford, in or about the 38th of Ed- 
ward III. dying, left Margery his ſole daughter and 
heir, who is ſaid to have vowed celibacy: ſhe ſet- 
tled this manor on the lady Alice, probably widow 
of fir John or fir Thomas de Nerſord; this lady 
Alice married to her ſecond huſband fir John de Ne- 
vill of Eſſex, who preſented to this church in 1349, 
Kc. and ſhe in 1375 and 1382. 


Robert Tyrwhit and Richard Gaſcoign 3 
to this church in 1422 as lords, and in 1466 Eliza- 
beth dutcheſs of Suffolk. 


In the reign of queen Elizabeth fir Chriſtopher 
Heydon was lord and patron. By the Heydons it 
was fold to James Hobart, elq. whole fon Edmund 
died poſſeſſed of it in 1666: his daughter and heir 
Hannah brought it by marriage to Dr. William 
Briggs, phyſician in ordinary to William III whoſe 


lov Henry Briggs, D. D. was rector of this church

Roos's Maxor. Maud, youngeſt daughter and 
co-heir of {ir John de Vaux, married William lord 
Roos, of Hemlake, lord of a moiety in her right of 
this town. William his ſon and heir died feized of 
it in the 17th of Edward III. In this family it con- 

tinued till Thomas, lord Roos, being attainted in 
the 1ſt year of Edward IV. 1461, for his adherence 

to Henry VI. John Tiſtoft, earl of Worceſter, had 

a grant of it, whoſe ſiſter Philippa the ſaid Thomas 

lord Roos had married, and by her had Edmund a 

fon, and three daughters; Eleanor, Iſabel, and Mar- 

garet. Edmund his ſon never inherited it, being 
obliged to live an obſcure and private life, but Ele- 
anor being married to fir Robert Maners, of Etall- 
caſtle in Northumberland, obtained a grant of it, 
and his ſon and heir George, by the ſaid lady, was 
lord Roos; Thomas, his ſon and heir, was eail of 

Rutland: Henry, earl of Rutland, his ſon, fold it 

in the iſt and ad of Philip and Mary, to Thomas 

Lodge, eſq. afterwards lord mayor of London: it 
came then to fir Chriſtopher Heydon, and ſo to Ho- 
bart and Briggs, and was united to the other moicty. 


Perxers Manor. The family of Perers gave name 
to it, and Roger de Perers held one fee in the 18th 
of Henry III. ; 
| | | lu 
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Sir Roger de Perers lived in the reign of Edward 
II, and his heirs inherited this manor. 


Of this family was Alice Perers, (that being her 
true name, and not Pearce as ſhe is generally call- 
ed) the famous miſtreſs and concubine of Edward 
III. who in his 47th year granted her all the jewels 
which belonged to Philippa, his late queen, with all 
her goods and chattels, which were in the poſſeſſion 
of Euphemia, wife of fir Walter de HaſelaQon, and 
delivered to her by the king's order : ſhe had been 
one of queen Philippa's maids of honour, and mar- 
ried, it is ſaid, fir Thomas de Nerford, who died 
in 1371, and in his will ſtiles himſelf of Holt, and 
deſires to be buried there, 


Soon after the death of king Edward, ſhe being 
obnoxious to the duke of Lancaſter, and other great 
lords, was accuſed of the ſtatute of maintenance, 
and was attainted anno 1ſt of Richard II. in par- 
lament, and her goods forfeited; but in the gd of 
the ſaid king, (being then the wife of fir William 
de Wyndeſore) he reſtored to them divers manors 
and lands, anno 1380. 


The Greſhams afterwards poſſeſſed it, and fir John 
Greſham, knt. and alderman of London, bought it 
of his elder brother, William Greſham, eſq. In 
this capital meſſuage, or manor-houſe, their father 
John Greſham, eſq. lived, and here the ſaid fir John 
and\his brother fir Richard (who were lord mayors 
of London) were born: the deed of ſale is dated 
October 14, 1546, in the 37th of Henry VIII. and 
the purchaſe was one hundred and ſeventy pounds, 
Sir John converted it into a ſchool-houſe, endowing 
it with this manor; and a grove, called Prior s Grove, 
for thirty free ſcholars, the maſter to have a ny 
O 
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of gol. per ann. and the uſher twenty nobles; leav- 


ing the patronage and government of it to the fiſh- 
mongers company of London. 


Sir John Greſham (ſays the Engliſh Traveller) was 


born at Holt in this county, in 1707, and brought 
up at the univerſity of Cambridge, from whence he 
removed to London, and entered into partnerſhip 
with his brother, fir Richard Greſham, an eminent 
merchant. He ſerved the honourable office of ſheriff 


of London, during the year his brother was lord 


mayor, and founded a free ſchool at the place of his 
nativity, which is under the direction of the company 
of fiſhmongers. He and his brother projected the 
ſcheme of building an exchange in London, which 
was afterwards compleated by fir John, ſon of fir 
Richard. He died in 1336. 


Ihe iſt year of Richard II. ſon of that illuſtri- 


ous prince, commonly called the Black Prince, from 


the colour of his armour, ſo honourcd in the annals 


of England for his warlike actions, was the year 
1378, and the 39th of Henry VIII. that is, the laſt 

ear of his reign, was the year 1546, a ſpace of one 
hundred and ſixty-eight years: here is an hiatus of 
the poſſeſſion and different proprietors of one hun- 
dred and ſixty-nine years, which ſerves to demon- 


ſtrate the uncertainty of proprietors by name or pe- 


digree, in moſt of the landed eſtates in this county, 
and in all England, from what is called poſſeſſion, 


time immemorial, to a certain family, or families. 


Wales may be excepted, for the hiſtories of that 
principality being extant before Adam, and the lan- 
guage they are recorded in being only known to the 
inhabitants of that country, it is impoilible for a 
polt-diluvian writer to ſpeak of their annals with 


preciſion, which may poſſibly aſcertain the right line

| Over the door of the ſchool are the arms of the

A ſcholarſhip in Sidney college, Cambridge, be-

fellows, had a grant from them, to himſelf, the maſ- 
ter and wardens of that company, of a fellowſhip, 
ro be enjoyed from time to time by ſuch perſon of 
the ſaid college who is from this ſchool,

Hatrs's Maxon. In the soch of Edward III. 
William de Hales, Thomas de Grimſby, and Wil- 
liam de Norton, held two fees in Holt, Letheringſet 
and Sharington, of the Nerfords and lord Roos; 
and m the "25th of that king, fir Stephen de Hales 
manumitted ſeveral villains, or ſlaves, of this ma- 
nor: he was a perſon of great eminence in this 
county, and taken priſoner by Litſter, and the Nor- 


folk rebels, in the reign of Richard II. On his 


death, it came to his brother Thomas, whoſe daugh- 
ter and heir, Elizabeth, brought it by marriage to 
William Rockwood, eſq. of Warham: his ſon Wil- 
liam, by his will dated in 1474, orders it to deſcend 
according to his father's ſettlement, and leaving two 
daughters, Margaret and Agnes, ſir Nicholas Ap- 
pleyard, of Bracon-aſh, enjoyed it on his marriage 
with Agnes: Roger, his ſon and heir, died lord in 
the 20th of Henry VIII. and John his fon had li- 
very of it, who in the 2d and gd- of Philip and 


Mary, conveyed it by fine to fir John Greſham. 
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After this it came to Thomas Hunt, eſq. a ſoap- 
boiler in London, who was lord in the gzth of Eli- 
zabeth, and Margaret, widow of his ſon William 
Hunt, and daughter of George Briggs, of Wiveton, 
held it. i 


Thomas Tomlinſon, eſq. citizen and ſkinner of 
London, ſold it, with Holt market, to James Ho- 
bart, eſq. and fo was united to the lordſhip of Holt, 
Narford, &c. 


Hamon de Hempſtead lived in the reign of Ri- 
chard I. and granted a quit-rent of toll in his market 
of Holt tothe canons of Waltham abbey in Eſſex, 
and their tenants. Thomas Fitz-Simon gave two 
hawks to hold his wood here, and in Cley, in peace, 
in the 7th of king John, and Simon Fitz-Simon, in 
the 33d of Henry III. had a grant of confirmation 
of the market, and of free warren here. 


In the gd of Edward I. Hugh de Caly was found 
to hold the market in cabile, and paying twenty ſhil- 
lings per ann. and John de Ormeſby ſued ſeveral 
for not paying the toll due at his market here on Sa- 
turday; but in the 2d of Henry V. it is ſaid to have 

deſcended from fir Willtam Caly to his two daugh- 
ters and co-heirs; Agnes married to fir John Har- 
ſyke, of Southacre, and Alice to John Clippelby, 
eſq. and fir Roger Harſyke held it. 


Richard Dorward, eſq. in right of Joan his wife, 
daughter of fir Roger Harſyke, owned it in the 33d 

'of Henry VI. and by his daughter and heir, Mar- 
garet, it came to fir John Wingfield, of Dunham- 
Magna, and his defcendants. Thomas Wingfield, 
eſq. conveyed it, in the 24th of Henry VIII. to the 
earl of Rutland, and being united to his manor of 
Roos, came, as there mentioned, to Dr. Briggs.

The priories of Waborne, Hempton, Caſtleacre, 
Kc. had temporalities in Holt, 


On Saturday the iſt of May, 1708, great part 
of the town was deſtrovel by a dreadful fire, ſo 
fierce that the butchers could not fave (as it is ſaid) 
the meat on their ſtalls, being market-day. 


The church of Holt is a rectory, dedicated to St. 
Andrew. Before the fire, it had a nave, north and 
ſouth alle, a ſquare tower, with a ſpire ſo high, as 
to be a ſea-mark : the chancel after this was filled 
up for the reception of the pariſhioners. 


On the ſouth wall of the as is a mural mo” 
nument: 


« Here heth the body of Edmund Hobart, Gent. of 
this town, ſon and har of Fames Hobart, Eſq. by 
Hannah tus wife, deſcended from an ancient and ho- 
nourable family of that name in this county, that had 
1 Henry VII. and James 1.'s reign, @ learned attor- 
ney-general, and au eminent lord chief Juſtice, the great 
ornaments of it, He married Bridget, daughter of 
* Woodhall Street, of Oxfordſhire, Gent. by whom he 
fad only one daughter, Hannah, ſole heireſs of his / 
tate and manors of tis town, finge married to Dr.

There is a manor belonging to the rectory, pre- 
ſented by Thomas Bromffeld, M. D. 


Briggs bears quarterly, gules, three bars gemelle, 
or, and a canton, ſable, in the iſt and 4th quarter, 
by the name of Briggs, and in the ſecond and third 
Hobart. 


8 Briggs was buried in the chancel, under a 
black marble: 


Here lieth mterred the body of Henry 8 D. D. 
who was twenty-ſix years refor of this pariſh, and chap- 
lain in ordinary to his Majeſty George II. He was dili- 
gent in his miniſterial offece, — in piety, a friend 
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to the d ifreſſed, and bountiful to the poor. ahh whole 
life beſpoke him a true Chr ian, ever chearſul and pre- 
paring for a happy etermty. Reader, according to thy 
ſ/latton, go thou and do likewiſe. He died May 31, 
1741, aged 61, leaving behind him to lament his loſs,

This town gave name to the deanry of Holt. 


The Rev. Joſhua Smith was preſented to this rec- 
tory by Hunden Briggs, his wife, in 17 50. 


HUNWORTH, was a beruite to the king's ma- 
nor of Holt, and t) i belonged three ſocmen with 
{ixteen acres, an acre of mende one carucate and 
a mill, valued in king Edward's reign at 40d. at the 
ſurvey at 118. and paid 12d. gelt, whoeyer was lord 


ol it, 


It is worthy of our obſervation here, to conſider 
what advantages the Normans, on the conquelt, 
made of their lands, to what an exceſſive price and 
value they raiſed them, and in fo ſhort a ſpace of 
time: as in the inſtance here before us, that which 
produced but 40d. per ann. was raiſed to. 11s. and 
that in the ſpace of twenty years, and probably much 
leſs, all which was done to oppreſs the tenants of

Worth betokens its ſcite to be where two rivers

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Ralph de Hauvile had lands here in grand ſer- 


jeanty, for keeping the king s hawks, in the reign of 
Richard I. 


Afier this it was poſseſled by the family of de 
Povere; and in che 14th of king John a fine was 
levied between Roger le Povere and Iſabella de Sto- 
dy of thirty acres of land in Ditton, with a mill in 
Hunworth, called Sherehung, 7. e. the clear water of 
the river Hun, held by the ſervice of five ſhillings 
per ann. and a pound of pepper, of the priory of 
Norwich, by which Roger had the mill, and label 
the land. 


Ditton was a place or hamlet near to Hunworth, 
as it ſeems. Gerard, prior of Norwich, granted to 
Hamon, clerk of Stody, land at Ditton. 


This land was granted to the church by Ralph 
Paſſelew, and confirmed by pope Alexander III. in 
. 8496, 


Robert le Povere had a grant of free warren in the 
31ſt of Henry III. and in the 16th of Edward J. 
Roger le Povere was found to hold here and in Holt 

a knight's fee of fir John de Vaux. Sir John le Po- 
vere, in the 23th of that king, conveyed to Tho- 
mas de Briſtqn certain meſſuages, mills, and lands 
here and in Stody; and in the following ycar, by 
his deed, dated at Stody, to Peter de Briſton, parſon 
of Bodham, one acre of land, with the advowſon of 
the church. Theſe Poveres Mr. Parkin ſuppoſes 
to be the ſame family with the Perers. 


In the th of Edward IT. Thomas de Briſton and 
Edmund de Stody, were, returned to be lords, and 


Thomas de Briſton preſented to the church as lord 
in 
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in 1318, as did John de Stody in 1349 and 1362 

but in the year 1378, John de Ludham preſented; 

in 1385 John de Blakeney, and in 1 39 5 Simon Bar- 
ret, as lords, 


For this knowledge we are obliged to the inſtitu- 
tion books at ! Norwich, having no other record ta 
aſſiſt us, books of ineſtimable value, great antiquity, 
well kept and preſerved, couſiſting of 0 forty 
volumes in folio. | 


In 1414 the lady Catherine Braunch preſented 
and the ſaid lady, relict of fir Braunch, held 
it in the 3d of Henry IV. In this family the lord- 
ſhip continued ſome years; Robert Braunch, eſq. 
preſented in 1474, and was living at Stody ; and 
John Braunch, eq, preſented by his —_— to the 
Ee of Stody in 1534. 


Soon after it was in the Bozuns, and John Bozun, 
eſs, preſented to the church of Stody, of which 
town he was lord, and of this, in 1551. 


Robert Bozun, efq. his ſon, inherited it, and con- 
veyed it to fir Nicholas Bacon, lord kceper, who 
preſented to this church i in 1585, 


It remained in this family till fir Edmund Bacon, 
bart. of Garboldiſham, the laſt heir male of the 
family, ſold it to Edmund Britiffe, eſq. with Stody. 
Robert Britiffe, eſq. was lord and patron in 1742, 
and it came to the earl of Buckinghamſhire, who 
married the daughter and heir of Britiffe, as before- 
mentioned,

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In the gd af Henry IV. the heirs of Peter Jecks 
were found to hold this fee of the lord Mowbray, 


Thomas Fincham, by his will, dated March 1, 
1550, died lord of this manor; ſoon after it came 
to fir Nicholas Bacon, who is ſaid to be lord of the 
manor of Harthill's, ſometime Fincham's, and lo, 
was united to the other lordſhip, 


The manor of Letherineſet extended into this town, 
Win, Giffard, earl of Bucks, had lands. 


The church of Hunworth is dedicated to St. 1 
xence, and is a rectory. 


In the chancel were the arms of Bozun, impaling 
L'Eſtrange and Haſtings; and of Braunch; alſo of 
Briſton, Heydon, Uttord, Beke, and Bardolf.. 


Under a fair grave-itone was buried Edmund 
Braunch and Ann Calthorpe his wife, with their 


arms, as Weaver ſays in his Funeral Monuments. 


In 1761 the Rev. John Green was preſented by 
the carl of Buckinghamſhire to this reQoxy, with 


Stody St. Mary, conſolidated May 3, 1762. 


KELLING. Hugh. earl of Cheſter, "fy a grant 
of a lordſhip in this village, out of which Ofgor, 


who was lord in king Edward's dime, had deen 
ej eccd. 


Ralph held it under the earl Hugh de Albini, who 
was a Norman lord, and fon of the Conqueror's 
ſiſter. This accounts for the great poſſeſſions grant- 
ed by William JI. te the Albini's. | 
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Ralph alſo held a lordſhip here of earl Hugh, 
who had invaded twelve free men who were under 


the protection of king, Harold, and lived in Wy 
borne, Salthouſe, Kelling, &c. 


The ordſhip of this town extended into Salt- 
| houſe, and was held by a family who took their 
name from it, and had the patronage of the church. 


Sir Robert de Kelling preſented in 1 206. 


Sir Hubert de Kelling was witneſs to a deed, and 
lord allo of Salthoule, where an account may be ſeen 
of that family and its deſcendants, and was that 
which Oſgot was deprived of. 


The family of Avenel preſented to this church 
from 1349 to 1379; and John Wodehoule, 000 in 


1422. 


ILXETTESHALE'Ss MaxoR, was that which Harold's 
free men abovementioned held, and were ejected, 
and the Ilketeſhales poſleſſed it after Ralph. Sir Gil- 
bert de Ilketcſhale was lord of this manor, with that 
of Hedenham in Norfolk, and of IIketeſhale in 
Suffolk, from whence they aſlumed their name; and. 
fiir Thomas was his ſon aud heir, as appears from 
the regiſter of Holme abbey. Gilbert was ſon and 
heir of fir Thomas, and had a charter for free war- 
ren in Kelling, Salthouſe, Hedenham and Ilkctelhaie, 


in the 32d of Henry III. 


Sir James de Ilketeſhale was ſon of Gilbert, and 
in the 52d of the aforeſaid king, mortgaged for 
tiventy-ſeven marks and an half of filver to the lady 
Sarah, priorels of the church of the Holy Croſs, of 
Bungay, lands, from the feaſt of the Nativity of the 


Bleſſed Virgin, to the Purification lollowing, and if 
the 
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the money was not then paid, the nuns to have tho 
lands for ver. 


In the 1 year he conveyed an acre of land 
and the advowſon of the church of St. John Baptiſt, 
of Iketeſhale, by fine, to the ſaid priory: he mar- 
ried Maud, daughter of Richard de la Rokele, and 
was father of James de Ilketeſhale, who married 
Aliva, daughter of fir Thomas Weyland, the judge, 
and releaſed to him, his wife, and his heirs, in the 
13th of Edward I. all his right in this lordſhip, and 
died about the 18th of the ſaid reign. 


Sir James de Itketeſhale had a ſon, James, who 
was alſo a knight, and took to wife Ida, daughter 
and co-heir of ſir Robert de Stafford, knt. 


This laſt fir James, and lady Ida, died in the 1 5th 
of Edward III. anno 1 341. : 


Sir Robert, in he ſaid year, confirmed this manor 
in truſt to Robert Gyn, parſon of Hedenham. 


In the 28th of that king, Philip de IIketeſhale 
remitted to fir Robert, his brother, all his right in 
this manor, by deed, dated at Kelling, on Monday 


next after the feaſt of. Pentecoſt, 


Sir Robert died before the year 1381, and left two 
| ſons and four daughters; Thomas, William, &c. 

and William releaſed all his right in this manor and 
Hedenham to his elder brother fir Thomas. 


In the 4th of Hey IV. December 14, ſir Tho- 
mas ſettled this lordſhip, with all its rents, ſervices, 
Kc. and wreck at ſea, on his feoffees, Thomas Aſt- 


ley and John Briſton, eſqrs. &c. * his will, dated 
at 
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at Horſcley in Surry in May 1416, wherein he re- 
quires his body to be buried in the church of Hor- 
fley All Saints; gives to Iſabel his wife this manor 
for life, unleſs his daughter ſhould marry with the 
conſent of her kinsfol ks, then to her on lier marri- 
age; to Philip his ſon an annuity of twenty ſhillings 
per ann, 


It is probable that Philip his ſon, and alſo his 
daughter, died without iſſue. 


In the gth of Henry VI. William Deyvill and 
his wife lady Iſabel, late widow of fir Thomas II- 
keteſhale, held it; and in the 18th and 38th of that 
king, the ſaid lady and Thomas Deyvill, her ſon, 
were bound to Laur. F1tz-Piers, of Barnham Broome, 
gent. and he to them, in bonds of otie hundred 
pounds, to {tand to the arbitration of John Heydon, 


Kc. about the right of the manors of Kelling and 
Hedenham. 


About this time there were diſputes between this 
lady and the heirs of fir Thomas her late huſband, 
whoſe four ſiſters, 1. Joan, married to William de 
Sharnbourne, eſq. 2. Idonea, to, whole 
daughter and heir, Margery, was wife of Laur. Fitz- 
Piers abovementioned. 3. Margaret, married to 
Thomas Sieve, of Worſtead; and the fourth ſiſter 
to Gilbert de Debenham. 


In the g1ft of the ſaid king, the three daughters 
and co-heirs of Margaret Steve, enfeoffed John, earl 
of Oxford, and fir Miles Stapleton, of their right in 
the fourth part of this manor; and in the 5th of 
Edward IV. conveyed their rights to Hugh F * and 
Henry Heyden. 


In 
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In the 13th of that king, October 1475, Hugh 
Nani and John Dynn, releaſe all their right to John 
and Henry Heydon, eſqrs. and in the 26th of Hen- 
ry VIII. Iſabel, widow of fir Henry Sharnbourne, 


and Thomas her ſon, releaſed all their right to fir 


John Heydon, by which the whole became veſted in 
the Heydon family, and fo remained ſome time, fir 


Chriſtopher Heydon preſenting to this church .in 


160g. 


Mr. Long, of Baconſthorpe, was lord and patron 
in 1742 and 1743. 


On che deceaſe of Mrs Long, the eſtate devolved 
to the Rev. Mr. Girdleſtone, and his ſon Zuriſhad- 
dai Girdleſtone, eſq. is the preſent lord and patron. 


BINHAM PRIORY MANOR. Here was allo a lord- 


ſhip belonging to Roger, and held of him by Ralph, 


out of which Welter, a free man of Guert, brother 


of king Harold, was ejected. 


Roger was e lord of twelve other manors in 
Norfolk. 


| The family of Braunch had an intereſt herein. 


Sir Peter Braunch, of Greſham, conveyed to the 


prior of Binham, for twenty-five marks, in the 24th 
of Henry III. all his eſtate in Kelling and Salthoule, 
(except a parcel of land given by him to Salthouſe 


church) with four ſhillings aid per ann. which his 


men were uſed to pay bim, yielding to hum only the 
ſervice due to the king. 


Sir Nicholas Braunch confirmed this grant by his 


deed, dated at Frome-Selwood in Somerfetſhire, in 
the 14th of Edward II. 


William 
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William ſon of fir Thomas de Waborne gave them 
lands in Kelling and Salthouſe, wich Greenbergh 
windmill, in the reign of Henry III. and there was 
an agreement in the 21ſt of that king between the 
prior of Morton in Surry, and William de Waborne, 
of the ſervices due to the prior from William, for 


lands here given to Bir.ham priory, after which 


Henry III. confirmed to the priory of Martin all 
their liberties, which lands enjoyed the ſaid privi- 
leges as held of the prior of Martin, and were con- 
veyed to the prior of Binham, by agreement made 
between Thomas de Waborne and lady Albreda his 


mother, and the prior, 


This Thomas de Waborne conveyed by fine, in 
the 33th of Henry III. to Richard, prior of Binham, 
the 4th part of a fee in Kelling and Salthouſe, the 
prior engaging to find Thomas, for life, ſeveral pit- 
tances of meat, drink, oats, = 


In the gift of the ſaid TER Robert ſon of ſir 


Hubert, of Kelling, gave to Binham priory half a 
mark rent per ann. out of Greenbergh mill, and ſix- 


teen acres of land in Kelling and Salthouſe. Peter 


Stoun, of Kelling and Salchouſe, gave rent and 
lands, as did Roger de Langham. 


In the 14th of Edward I. this priory claimed view 
. Waun aſſiſe of bread and beer, &c. 


The priory of Wabome's meſſuages and lands here 
were granted to Richard Heydon, in the g7th of 


Henry VIII. wich the parent of the tithe of twenty

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The church is a rectory, dedicated to t. Mary. 


The Rev. John Beale was preſented in 174 5. by 
the late Mr, John Long of Baconſthorpe. 


LANGHAM. William de Beaufoe, biſhop of 
Thetford, was lord in his own right, and held it as 
a lay-fee at the ſurvey, on the deprivation or death 
of Guert, brother of king Harold, who was {lain 
with that king at the battle of Haſtings; October 14, 
1066. 


Here were two churches, valued at the ſurvey at 
twenty pounds. Sixty acres were taken from this 
manor, and poſſeſſed then by Peter de Valoins. 


It takes its name from its length, a Long Ham; 
and after the ſurvey we find this lord{lip divided 
into two towns and manors. 


LANGHAM MAGNA, Langham Epis, or Lang- 
ham Regis. Pope Alexander the Third, in 1170, 
- confirmed to John, biſhop of Norwich, the rectory 
of this church. Herbert, the biſhop of Norwich, 
had before this granted a portion of tithe out of it to 
the prior of Norwich, which was valued at gl. 10s. 
per ann. and John, biſhop aforeſaid, gave to Ralph 
Hindolveſton, chaplain, or vicar, two parts of the 
tithes of his demean, with all the ſmall tithes of his 
hall or palace, ſaving the monks * 


In the 6th of Henry III. 1222, Pandulf, es 
ele, gave a fine to have a market here weekly till 
the king came of age; and Walter the biſhop, in 
the 35th of that king, had a charter of free warren 
in his demeans. The biſhop of Norwich, in the 

1 * of Edward I. claimed the aſſile, view of frank-

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pledge, a gallows, and a weekly market on Thurſ- 
day, and it ſeems he had a caſtle here. | 


It remained in the ſee till the exchange made be- 
tween Henry VIII. in his 27th year, and biſhop 
Rugg, of lands and manors, when it came to the 
crown, and was granted on January 21, in the 2d 


and gd of Philip and Mary, to Thomas Greſham, 


elq. By the marriage of his natural daughter, it 


came to ſir Nathaniel Bacon, knt. ſecond ſon of {ir 
Nicholas Bacon, lord keeper, and by his eldeſt 
daughter and co-heir, Anne, to fir Roger 'Town- 
ſhend, bart. in which family it remains; the lord 
viſcount Townſhend is the preſent lord, 


The church is a vicarage, dedicated to St. An- 
drew, and was anciently a rectory. The biſhop of 
Norwich has the impropriated rectory and the ad- 
vowſon of the vicarage, and the preſentation has 
been in the ſee ſince a vicarage has been fettled;

The Rev. Henry Bryant was preſented to this vi- 
carage by the late Right Rev. 'Thomas Hayter, lord 
biſhop. of Norwich, in 1739.

. LANGHAM PARVA, was held of the ſee of 

Norwich by the family of de Melton, of Melton-« 
Conſtable, Jeffrey de Melton, Peter de Melton, or 
de Conſtable, his ſon, and Jeffrey his ſon, were 
lords. On the death of Jeffrey, it was, on a divi- 

kon of his eſtate, in the poſleſlion of the Cockfields, 
— and 
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and Aſtleys, by the marriage of two of his ſiſters and 


co-heirs. 


Sir John de Cockſield preſented to the church in 
1305 and 1310, and the lady Cecilia de Cockfield 


in 1322. 


Soon after, the intereſt of the Cockfields was con- 
veyed to the family of Bacon, and fir John Bacon 
held it in 1340; fit Bartholomew Bacon preſented 
to the church in 1378, and his widow Joan in 1397, 
and fir Thomas Aſtley held his part or right herein 
in the 3th of Richard II.. | 


Sir Bartholomew Bacon's ſiſter and heir brought it 
by marriage to fir Oliver Calthorpe, and his 2d ſon, 
Richard Calthorpe, eſq. was Jord in 1437, and ſo 
it deſcended to his heirs, as may be ſeen in Cock- 
thorpe, fir Henry Calthorpe, of Ampton in Suffolk, 
dying lord of it, and patron in 1637, _ James 
was then his ſon and heir.

Aſtley” s part remained in the family till ſold in the 
31ſt of Elizabeth, by Iſaac Aſtley, eſq. to James 
Calthorpe, eſq. of Cockthorpe, who conveyed it to 
fir Henry Calthorpe, whoſe deſcendant James Cal- 
thorpe, eſq. was lord in 169), and i in that family it 
now remains. 


The Shark is a rectory, dedicated to 8. 1 
and the Rev. Henry Calthorpe was preſented to it,

LETHERIN GSET, 


LETHERINGSET, LARINGS ET, or LEATHERING= 


$ETT, called in Doomſday-book Leringaſeta, as ſeat- 
ed in ſome meadow lands, on a river probably call- 
ed the Ler,* was the lordſhip of Walter Giffard, 
earl of Bucks, granted to him by the Conqueror, on 


the ejection of Oflac, a free man, lord of it in king 


Edward's time. 


Under the earl it was held about the time of the 
ſurvey by Grimbald, who built a church here, and 
gave it to his third fon Edmund, who was inſtituted 
rector. This lord was founder of the family of de 
Laringſet, alias de Bacon. Ranulph was his eldeſt 


ſon, who as the regiſter of Binham priory ſets forth, 


was dangeroully wounded at the fairs in this town, 
and gave to Ralph his brother a moiety of his inhe- 
ritance. Gilbert de Laringſet was ſon of Ranulph, 
and had Jordan de Larinꝑſet, who preſented his bro- 
ther Hamon, and was married to Iſabel, by whom 
he had Adam, wrote ſometimes Adam Fitz-Jordan, 
and father of Peter, who granted to the priory of 
Binham lands abutting on thoſe of Roger le Velle, 
with a moiety of the advowſon of the church, about 
the 20th of Henry III. and by another deed the 


other moiety. 


This Peter, ſtiled de Letheringſet, held the eighth 
part of a fee in the 32d of Henry III. of the earl of 
Clare, into which family earl Giffard's eſtate came 
by marriage, and was found to have no right of re- 
ceiving knighthood, having only one hundred ſhil- 


lings rent per ann. To this Peter, Thomas de Ormeſ- 


by, parſon of Stody, conveyed lands here, in Holt, 
Sharington, &c. LE” 
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Soon after this Peter died without iſſue, and the 


elder branch of that family being extinct, it is pro- 


per to obſerve that Ralph, ſecond ſon of Grimbald, 
who had alſo an intereſt here, had a ſon Roger, "Is 
ther of Robert, who aſſumed the name of Bacon, 


and is ſometimes called Robert Fitz-Roger, a perſon | 


of great power, and couſin of Jeff. Ridel, biſhop of 
Ely: he was father of Reginald Bacon, who con- 
firmed to Simon Fitz-Simon the homage of Richard. 


Richard de Bacon, the ſon of Reginald, had five 


ſons, the youngeſt fir Henry Bacon, of Lethering- 
ſet: to ſome of their deſcendents Peter de Lethering- 
ſet's part moſt likely came. In the 21ſt of Edward 
I. John de Cave recovered a medicty againſt Henry 
Bacon; and the 8th of Edward II. the heirs of 
Thomas Bacon were found to hold this lordſhip. 


In the 22d of Richard II. Thomas Jordan poſ- 


ſeſſed it, and in the gd of Henry VI. Thomas Jor- 
dan died ſeiſed of it: one of the ſame name was 


lord in the 38th of that king. 


In 1458 John Heydon, gent. was lord, and pre- 
ſented to both the moieties. From the Heydons it 
came to fir Henry Sidney, and after to John Jermy, 
eſq. who preſented in 1626, and Robert Wy eſq. 


in 1674. 


Mord Ward, eſq. lord, e it to Tho- 
mas Girdleſton. 


The prior of Danken preſented to a mediety from 
1308 to 1422. | 


The king's manor of Holt extended here. King 
John, in his ſecond year, confirmed to Roger le

Veile, 
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Veile, of Fiſhley, lands here to be held by the fer- 
vice of keeping the king's hawks. In the 4th of 
Edward I. Roger de Perers had lands of the Vauxes. 
In the reign of Richard II. William Woodrofe died 
ſeiſed of a manor called Harde-Greys, alias la Veile's, 
held in capite by knight's ſervice. 


Le Velle's intereſt came to Philip Curfon of Le- 
theringſet, alderman of London, by Agnes his ſecond 
wife, daughter and heir of John le Veile. This 
Philip was buried in this church in 1502: his fon 

John left a ſon John, who married Dorothy, daugh- 
ter of Henry Walpole, eſq. of Harpley, and died 


nin 1338. 


Thomas Fairfax had a pracipe to render to Tho- 
mas Cloudelley, gent. and John Fairfax, the manor 
of la Veile's, in the 12th of James I. anno 1614, 


The biſhop of Norwich's lordſhip of Saxlingham 
alſo extended here. Thomas de Saxlingham had 
poſſeſſions in the 19th of Richard II | 


Sir Henry Sidney afterwards held it, and conveyed 
it to John Jermy, eſq. and in 1715 Nathaniel Bur- 
rell was lord and patron, as was John Burrell in 


1759. 
The church is a re Qory, dedicated to I Andrew, 


and conſiſts of a nave and two alles, a round tower 
or ſteeple, with three bells. 


At the eaſt window of the chancel is a mural mo- 
nument, with this epitaph : In this chancel reſteth the 
body of Hammond Ward, of Lethiering gſet, Eſq. who 
married Mary, daughter of Sir James Calthorpe, of 
Cockthorpe, Ant. and by her had iſjue twelve ſons and

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four daughters; he departed this life the goth of March, 
1630; with the arms of Ward impaling Calthorpe, 


Another mural monument inſcribed to—Charles 
Worſley, late reflor of Salthouſe, deſcended from an an- 
cient family of the Morſleys of Plat in Lancaſhire, with 
Beatrice Claxton, of Booton, his wife, obt. 24 Dec. 
1682, A*. et. 29; and the arms of Worſley impal- 
ing Claxton, 


In the church a dane tie memory of William 
Donne, Cent. obt. Nov. 8, 1684. 


In this church were two medieties, each valued at 
fifteen marks; one was called Adam's mediety, the 
other Thomas de Chyvaler's ; Peter-pence 11d. and 
Fakenham priory had a portion of tithe valued at 
two ſhillings. They were united in 1458, when 
John Heydon, eſq. preſented to both. 


Jeffrey Ridel, archdeacon 4 Canterbury. and af- 
ter biſhop of Ely, in 1174 was rector of a moiety in 
the reign of Henry II. ceded to him by Hamon de 
Laringęct. 


The Rev. John Burrel had this rectory on his own 
preſentation in 1759. | 


MELTON-CONSTABLE. This lordſhip was 
granted by the Conqueror to William de Beauſoe, 
biſhop of Thetford, to be held of him as a lay-fee, 
and in his own right, (with many other) being his 
lord chancellor, &c. and Roger de Lyons held it of | 
the biſhop, with Anſchetel the provoſt. 


From this Aber the provoſt, deſcended the 


family of de Melton, who according to the Norman 
| cuſtom, 
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cuſtom, aſſumed that name from their lordſhip, and 
ſometimes wrote themſelves de Conſtable, from the 
office and place that they held under the biſhops of 
Norwich, by whom they had been enfeoffed of it. 


The office of conſtable related as well to affairs 
of peace, as to military affairs. The Conqueror 
ſeems firſt to have appointed this office: his grand 
conſtable, or marſhal, was ſliled Princes Militiæ Do- 
mus Regis, and was hereditary, of whoſe dignity and 
authority. our ſtatutes and hiſtories afford many 
proofs, and many lordſhips were held under the king 
by virtue of it; and the fame was in this family, the 
office appearing to be hereditary, and by virtue of it 
held the lordſhips of Burgh, Langham, Briningham, 
Briſton, Blakeney, Welt Tofts, Eaſt Tuddenham, 
Melton, &c. | | | 


In the reign of Henry II. anno 12, Peter le Con- 
flable de Melton held three knights fees and an half 
of the old feoffment of William, biſhop of Norwich, 
and about 1160 Peter le Conſtable and Jeffrey his 
fon were witneſſes to a confirmation of lands in Dil- 


ham, &c. 


Peter Conſtable de Melton was ſheriff of Norfolk 
and Suffolk, in the gd, 4th and zth of king John, 


Jeffrey his ſon, by his deed confirmed to Hugg 
de , his ſerj cant. {ſjervients) the lands late Ro- 
bert Morgan's. | 


Alſo Peter de Melton, Conſtabularius, ſon of the 
laid Jeffrey, by deed, granted to Clement de Lang- 
ham, his ſerjeant, twenty-four acres in Sniterley, 
ang ſealed with a man on horſeback in armour, 


zz. - 
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In the $th of Henry III. Muriel, widow of Wil- 
ham de Conſtable of Melton, feigned herſelf to be 
enceinte, and a writ was awarded to the ſheriff, to 
convene her before him. and the keeper of the pleas 
of the crown to have her examined, which was done 
accordingly, and ſhe was found not to be with child: 
in the following year ſhe appears to be the wife of 
John de Somery, and releaſed with bim all her right 
in the thirds of this town, &c. and Peter granted 
to them for the life of Muriel, an annuity of ſix- 
teen pounds per ann. payable in Windham priory, 
half yearly, without any charge, by a ſine then le- 
vied. William aforelaid probably was brother of 
Peter, 5 | 


Robert de Scales, and Reginald de Melton gave 

ſixty marks to the ſaid king, in his 21ſt year, to 
have the cuſtody of the marriage of the heir of Peter 
Conſtable of Melton, according to the fine which 
they paid to Thomas, biſhop of Norwich. 


In the 41ſt of that king, Jeffrey de Burnavill, 
and Maud his wife, were impleaded to know what 
right they had in the inheritance of Peter. de Mel- 
ton, who anſwered, that they claimed nothing but by 
right of dower, Maud being widow of Jeffrey, ſon 
and heir of Peter, and Iſabel his wife. 


On the death of this Jeffrey, his three ſiſters were 
found to be his co-heirs, Iſabel, Alice, and Edith. 


AsTLEyY's Manor. Sir Thomas Eſtele, lord Es- 
tele, as it was then ſpelt, had a third part of this 
town, and of the inheritance of Jeffrey aforeſaid, 
by the marriage of Edith, his third ſiſter and co- 
heir, deſcended from Philip de Aſtley, lord of Aſt- 
ley in the 12th of Henry II. 1166, (which gave 

name 
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name to the family) and other lordſhips in War- 
Vwickſhire, and which his grandfather had been en- 
feofted of in the reign of Henry I. as may be ſeen 
Dugdale's Baronage and his Hiſtory of Warwick» 

ſhire, in his account of the family at large. | 


This Thomas appears to be a knight in the 26th 
of Henry III. 1242, and one of the juſtices for the 
goal-delivery at Warwick, and took part with the 
barons in their rebellion in the 47th of that king, 
and was flain at the battle of Eveſham in the 49th 


of that king, Augult 4, 1265. 


He married two wives, Joan the daughter of Er- 
nald de Bois, a perſon of great eminence in Leiceſter- 
ſhire, according to Dugdale; but as Burton ſays. 
Helen daughter and co-heir of Gerard de Camvile, 
lord of Creke in Northamptonſhire; and by the 
ſaid Joan, had Andrew lord Aſtley, from whom de- 
ſcended the eldeſt branch of this family in War- 
wickſhire. 


By Edich, his ſecond wife, he had Thomas de 
Aſtley, Stephen, and Ralph. To Thomas his ſon 
he gave, in the 47th of Henry III. 1263, his manor 
of Hill-Morton, with the advowſon of the church 
in tail, and ſealed with a ſeal of a triangular form ; 
the impreſs a cinquefoil, which arms they bore in al- 
luſion to thoſe of Robert earl of Leiceſter, &c. of 
whom they held lordſhips, only varying the colours 
according to the cuſtom of that age; Robert bear- 
ing in a field, gules, a cinqueſoil, ermine, and they 

bearing the ſame charge at this time, in a held, 
azure, | 


| Edith, widow of fir Thomas, married Robert de 
Holiwell, and afterwards Thomas Peche, who in

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the gth of Edward I. ſeems to have held a court 
lete here and in other towns jn her right. 


Thomas de Aſtley, eldeſt ſon of ſir Thomas, 
died without iſſue in the 13th of Edward I. 1283, 
his mother Edith then Rigg who in the following 
year claimed view of frank- pledge, aſſize, &c. in 
this town ; and Stephen de Aſtley, his brother, had 
a grant of free warren in this town, and Eaſt Tud- 
denham, in the 14th of that king. —In the ſaid 
year, Thomas ſon of John de Briſton, releaſed to 
him all his right in the inheritance of Peter le Con- 
ſtable, and in the church of Briſton, as one of the 
heirs of Peter, by a fine levied, 


By this it appears, that there avere four ſiſters and 
co-heirs, and one of them was married to John de 
Briſton, father of this Thomas, 


In the 18th of the ſaid king Edward I. Edith de 
Aſtley granted by deed, dated at Weddington in 
Warwickſhire, to Stephen her ſon, all her inheri- 
tance in this town, Bargh, Briningham, Langham, 
Sniterley, Eaſt Taddenhank Wiveton, Glanford, Sax- 
lingham, Sharington, Hindringham, &c. which de- 
ſcended to her on the death of Jeffrey fon of Peter 
le Conſtable, with the advowſon of this town, Burgh 
St, Mary, Nena and Rackheath. 


This Stephen Was living in the 2qth of Edward 
J. 1501, when an agreement was made between him 
and Benedict, prior of St. Olaves, Herringfleet, Suf- 
folk, when he remitted to the prior the third part of 
eight marks, annual rent in Eaſt Tuddenham, and 
Tuddenham Fallgate, for the ſouls of his anceſtors. 


Stephen 
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Stephen was living in 1317, and preſented then 
to this church, but died ſoon after, ſurviving both 


his brothers, fir Ralph, the younger, dying 1 in or 
about the 28th of Edward I. 


In the gad of Edward I. 1304, Nicholas ſon of 

fir Andrew de Aſtley, was impleaded by fir George 
de Charnels, to keep the agreement made between 
the ſaid fir George and fir Andrew, father of Nicho- 
las, for the cuſtody of the lands of Thomas ſon 
and heir of ſir Ralph de Aſtley, and which ſir An- 
drew had granted to fir George, viz. the manor of 
Hill-Morton in Warwickſhire, and the third part of 
it which Rocſia, widow of fir Ralph, held in dower, 
when ſhe ſhould happen to die. 


It is to be obſerved, that this lordſhip came to fir 
Ralph on the death of his brother Thomas, and fa 
deſcended to Thomas fon of fir Ralph, who was 
allo lord of Melton, &c. on the death of his uncle 
Stephen. 


In 1324, this Thomas preſented to the church of 
Rackheath, and in the following year to that of 
Melton. 


1315, John de Char- 
nels, clerk, was a truſtee for Thomas, ſon of fix 
Ralph de Aſtley, knt. and Margaret his wife : ſhe

In the 17th of that king, 1324, there was an in- 
denture between this Thomas de Aſtley, couſin and

In the 21ſt of Edward III, 1947, William de 
Cantele obliged himſelf to pay 12d, per ann. for 
lands in Eaſt Tuddenham, to fir Ralph; and in the 
3iſt of that king, fir Ralph confirmed in truſt, ta 
ſir Thomas de St. Omer, and Henry de Berney, &c. 
his lordſhips of Melton and Langham Callle, and 
all his lands there and in Burgh, 4 


Sir Ralph was living in 1 355. and preſented to 
this church, but in 1367 his truſtees preſented. 


About this time he died, leaving Fhomas his fon 
and heir. 


In the RW of the aforeſaid king, 1368, John 
Charve, and Henry dc Berney, uuſiors of bs Ralph, 
conveyed to Thomas and Margaret his wife, the 
manor of Aſtley Hall in Langham and Melton, &c. 


This Margaret was his firſt wife, and daughter of 
Elmrugge, who bore ſable, on a chief, argent, 
three elm leaves {lipt, vert; and in the 5th of 
Richard II.

On the gd of May, in the ſaid year, the king 
granted the cuſtody of all his lands in Hindringham : 
he ſettled his eſtates before his departure out of 
England, and his will was, that as ſoon as his death 
was known in England, his feoffees ſhould pay to 
Margaret his daughter ten marks; to Joan and Ca- 
therine his daughters forty ſhillings each, and be- 
queaths lands to Thomas his ſon; to Catherine his 
wife the manor of Hill-Morton for lite, remainder to 
Thomas his ſon, 


And in the ſaid year Henry le Spencer, biſhop of 
Norwich, received of Catherine, relict of ſir Tho- 
mas, eighty-five marks ſterling, wherein ſhe was 
bound for the ward and marriage of '[ homas, ſon 
and heir of the late fir Thomas. 


This Catherine was daughter of fir Roger Bacon, 
olf Baconſthorpe, knt. and mother of Thomas the 
minor.

In the 18th of Richard II. 1993, Thomas de 
Aſtley, ſon and heir of fir Thomas, granted in truſt 
this manor to ſir Robert Carbonel; and after, in 
the gd of Henry V. 1416, to ſir Simon Felbrigg, 
hr Robert de Berney, and ſir Edmund de Oldhall, 
this, with other manors, and was living in the year 
1422, when he and Iſabel his wife preſented to this 
church. ; 


| He married two wives; Elizabeth, the firſt, was 
daughter of Dacres, eſq. his ſecond was Iſabel,

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daughter of Jeffrey Oakes, eſq. of Shrubland'i in Suf- 
folk. 


By Iſabel he had John his ſon and heir, who, by 
Elizabeth daughter of fir Edward Witchingham, had 
two ſons, Thomas and Robert, a daughter, Alice, 
married to John Calthorpe, eſq. and a daughter 
Conſtantia, to whom he left, at his death, 1475, 
4ol. his manor of Melton to his executors for two 
years, to perform his will, and his body to be bu- 
tied in the church of the Carmes at Blakeney. 


Thomas Aſtley, eſq. ſon and heir, had two wives; 
Margery daughter of William Lumner, eſq. of Man- 
nington in South Erpingham hundred; and Eliza- 
beth daughter of William Clipſby, 60 of Oby 
in Weſt Flegg. 


To this Thomas and his wife, John his father, 
in the 11th of Edward IV. 1471, granted the ma-

In the . 7 year of Heary VII. May 2, 1492, 
Thomas Spicer, &c. at the inſtance of Thomas 
Aſtley, eſq. of Melton, confirmed to the ſaid Tho- 
mas the manors of Langham and Hindringham. 
By his firſt wife he had Thomas his eldeſt ſon, to 
whom he gave the manors of Melton, Burgh, and 
Briningham; and to Ralph his 2d fon, the manor of 
Hindringham : he died in 1500, and was buried in 
the chancel of the church of the Carmes of Blakeney. 


Thomas Aſtley, eſq. his ſon, enfeoffed in the 
22d of Henry VII.

| firſt, Rhoda, daughter of the late fir Francis Blake 
Delaval, of Seaton Delaval in Northumberland, 
Knight of the Bath, and repreſentative in parliament 
for the borough of Andayer, and by that lady he 
had two ſons, Jacob and Francis: the former now

_ taſte in the diſpoſition of objects in pleaſure grounds 
is equal to any: we are, notwithſtanding, of opinion 
that ſomething more may be done at this fine villa.

Melton is fix miles from Holt, twelve from Dere- 
ham, and one hundred and eighteen from London.

diately after the conqueſt, and abbot Anſelm, who 
lived in the reign of Henry I. granted the ſervice of 
Roger to his brother Alberic de Vere, at the king's 
requeſt ; from this town they took their ſirname. 


Adam de Cockheld left a daughter and heir, Neſta, 
who was lady of Seamere in Suffolk, and married 
Matthew de Leyham, - 


In the reign of Richard J. i abbot of | 
Bury, ſettled for life on Adam, ſon of Robert de 
Cockfield, the manors of Groton and Seamere in Suf- 
folk, and a fine was levied between the ſaid abbot 
and Adam, in the 7th of that king, of the hundred, 
and in the 10th of that king a fine was levied be- 
tween Lucy de Cockſield and Adam her ſon.

In the 14th, of Edward I. John de Cockfield 
claimed view of frank pledge, and other liberties be- 
longing to their manors, (now united) as belonging 
to the barony of the ſee of Norwich, and William 
Inge, ſerjeant at Jaw, and John de Cockfield were, 
in the 26th of the ſaid reign, appointed juſtices to 
enquire after the grievances of the people of England, 
in the counties of Lincoln, Nottingham, Rutland, 
Northampton, Norfolk and Suffolk, concerning things 
taken from the churchmen and laity, in wool, hides, 
leather, corn, beaſts, fleſh, fiſh, &c. either for the 
keeping of the ſeas, or any other reaſon, after the 
war with France, according to the kipg's promiſe 
beſore his going over into Flanders; and to do all 
other things according to the form of inſtructions 
ſent them from the king and his council. | 


In the 12th of Edward II. truſtees ſettled this 
manor on John de Cockfield and Margaret his wife, 
for their lives, remainder on Reginald in fee tail; 
remainder to John, another — 


This manor took the name from the family who 
had the manor of Cockheld in Suffolk. 


We find fir John de Cockfield to preſent to the 


church of Briſton in 1305, and Cecilia his relict in 
1311 and 1330, who were father and mother of ſir 


John, who married Margaret; and in 1349 he pre- 
ſented to Briſlon. 


John 
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John Cockfield, eſq. was probably his ſon, and 
died before the year 1965, when Simon, biſhop of 
Ely, granted an indulgence of forty days to all who 
on confeſſion of their ins, and ſaying Ave-Mary 
and the angelic ſalutation, ſor the health of the ſoul 
of the ſaid John, buried in the conventual church 
of Wykes in Eſſex: he died before ſir John his fa- 
ther, and fir Thomas his brother was lord in the 
gbth of Edward III. and his fon, ſir Robert de 
Cockfield, was lord in the th of Richard II. 1382. 


Sir John de Cockfield, ſon of ſir Robert, kept his 
firſt court, in the 4th of Henry V. he married Mar- 
garet, daughter of Thomas Foljambe, and died 
without iſſue about the goth of Henry VI. and was 
then the wife of Ralph Monboucher. Aſter this it 
came to Agnes, ſiſter and heir of ſir John, who 
brought it by marriage to John Talbys, elq. of Lin- 
coluſhire, and ſo to John Ayſcough, eſq. of the ſaid 
county, who ſold it to John Windham, eſq. in the 
reign of Henry VI. Sir Thomas Windham died 
ſeifed of it in 1322: his ſon Edmund, in the 27th 
of Henry VIII. held with Thomas Aſtley, eſq. three 
knights fees and three quarters of the biſhop of 
Norwich, paying caſtle-guard to Norwich, and was 
ſold by a fine levied in the 34th of the ſaid king to

- Sir Peter de Melton confirmed alſo by deed the 
ſaid grant of his mother Alice, &c. and moreover 
gave to the ſaid monks the yearly rent of 12d. to 
be received of Reiner de la Dale of Tuddenham : 
he alſo bound himſelf to pay in performance of his 
mother's will, to the monks of Caſlle-acre at Eaſter, 
40d. and at Michaelmas 4od. Dated at Caſtle-acre 
the 15th of February, 1228. 


By theſe deeds it appears that the lady Alice was 
a daughter of the earl Warren, and had by her huſ- 
band, fir Peter de Melton, fir Jeffrey, who dying 
without iſſue, was ſucceeded by Peter his brother, 
which Peter was father of Jeffrey, and of his three 
ſiſters and co-heirs, amongſt whom the lordſhip of 
Melton-Conſtable was divided,

This fir John married Jane, daughter and heir of 
fir Walter Holiwell, and in the 2oth of Edward III.

ceſter: he was alſo lord of the manor of Avenel in 
Gamlingay, and fon of William Avenel, marſhal 
of the houſchold to the king of Scotland. 


Edward III. in his 21ſt year, by letters patent, 


dated at Calais, July 20, 1547, granted to him free 
Warren in all his demean lands m theſe towns. 


Sir Jobs dying in Britanny, in the 33d of the 
ſaid king, left John his ſon and heir, and being a 
knight, attended John duke of Lancaſter, king of 
Caſtile and Leon, into Spain, and 'tis probable died 
in that expedition, and bore for his arms, argent, a 
feſs between fix annulets, gules.

This family had alſo conſiderable poſſeſſions in 
Northamptonſhire and Salop. 


In the 20th of Edward III. fo Olives de Bour- 
deaux held the lordſhip of Waborne. 


Sir William, the ſecond fon, was lord of Shotteſ- 
brook in Berks, which was held by ſervice of a pair of 
gilt ſpurs to the caſtle of Windſor yearly, and 
found ed the college and chauntry of Shotteſbrook, 


Sir 
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Sir William Truſſell, grandſon of Warine, was 


Jord of this town, Shotteſbrook, &c. in the g2d of 


Henry VI. and father of fir Thomas Truſſell, by 
Margery, daughter of fir John Ludlow, who was 
lord of Waborne in the 5th of Edw. IV. 1463. 


Sir Thomas left by Elizabeth his wife, daughter 
of John de Burleigh, eſq. fir William Truſſell, who 
died lord in the 20th of that reign. His fon fir Ed- 
ward Truſſell, the laſt heir male of this family, mar- 
ried Margaret, daughter of fir John Dun, knt. and 
had by her Elizabeth, his ſole daughter and heir, 


dying in the 15th of Henry VII. anno 1500. 


George Grey, earl of Kent, gave 400 marks 
for the wardſhip and lands of this Elizabeth, a mi- 
nor, and by his will appointed that ſhe ſhould be 
married to his ſon, ſir Henry Grey, of Wreſt-houſe 
in Bedfordſhire, a younger ſon, by his ſecond wile, 
lady Catherine, daughter of the earl of Pembroke, 
at their lawful years of marriage; leaving her with 
the ſaid lady before his death for that purpoſe : but 
after his death, Richard earl of Kent, his eldeſt ſon, 
by lady Ann his firſt wife, took away the ſaid Eliza- 
beth by force from the voutcehs Catherine, his mo- 
ther-in-law, at Harold in Bedfordſhire, which ſhe 
Held in jointure, and gave her again freely to king 
_— VII. her lands being worth one thouſand 
marks per ann. and the king fold her wardſhip again 
for two thouſand marks to John de Vere earl of Ox- 
ford, who married her, and was lord of Waborne, 


&c. in her right. This ſort of treatment would be 


highly, and very deſervedly, refented by the lady 


heireſſes of the preſent age. 


In the 22d of Henry VII. inquifitions were award- 


ed! into Norfolk, i Leciceſterſhire, Northamp- 
tonſhire, 
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tonſhire, Shropſhire, Eſſex, and Cheſhire, to enquire 
what lands came to the kmg's hands on the deaths 
of fir William Truſſell, fir Edward Truſſell, his fon 
and heit, and John Truſſell, eſq. his ſon and heir, 
and remained in his hands on account of the 
minority of the ſaid John Trullell, eſq. who died 
in the aforeſaid year ; and ſome accounts fay, 
that on April 29, 1n that year, the king granted the 
cuſtody and marriage of Elizabeth Truſſell to John, 
earl of Oxford, on the condition of paying 3871. per 
ann. to the crown during her minority. On the 
death of this carl, in the g11t of Henry VIII. 1540, 
this lordſhip of Waborne was valued at 271. 188.

lued at thirty marks: the prior of Weſtacre had a 
portion of tithe valued at 1290 ſhillings, 


The abbey of St. Severus in Normandy, founded, 
as is ſaid, by Hugh earl of Cheſter, a e of two 
marks. —Peter-pence 18d. 


At the diſſolution this . was granted with the 


priory to John Heydon, eſq. and is an og 


ſerved by a ſtipendiary curate. 


The priory in this town was for canons of the 
order of St. Auſtin, dedicated to the Virgin Mary, 
and All Saints. Sir Ralph Meynwaryn, of Che- 
ſhire, is ſaid to have founded it in the reign of Hen- 
ry II. but it is more probable that fir Ralph Meyn- 
waryn, who lived in the reign of king John, was 
the founder. This fir Ralph was juſtice of Cheſter, 
and lord of this town, and married Amicia, a natu- 
ral daughter of Hugh Kivelioc, earl of Cheſter, who 
gave wo knights fees with her in frank marriage ; 
but it 1s more probable that ſhe was a legitimate

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In the 12th year of Henry III. 1228, a fine was 
| levied between Rodland, prior of Waborne, petent,

rent at Keſſingland in Suffolk, which the prior claim- 
ed to be given him by the ſaid William, and which 
he then granted to the prior to be held of Roger de 
Ty n. 


Roger de Hoxne occurs prior in 1309. On his 


death a conteſt aroſe about the election of a prior, 
between Henry the ſub- -prior and canons of this 
houſe, and Henry the prior and convent of Weſt- 
acre; the ſub-prior, &c. claiming the right of chooſ- 
ing a prior out of their body, or canons, and the 
prior, &c. of Weſt-acre maintaining that the election 
{hould be of one of the canons of that houſe, after 
conſent and licence of election was granted chem by 
the prior of Weſt-acre, as had been time immemoxial. 


This being put to arbitration, it was agreed that 
the right of chooling a prior ſhould be in the priory 
of Waborne, out of their own canons, or otherwiſe, 
as they thought proper, for ever ; and it is ordered 
that an annual penſion of 7s. 6d. be paid to the 
prior, &c. of Weſt-acre for ever. This agreement 
is dated Jan. 2, 1314, and was confirmed by the 
biſhop of Norwich, and afterwards by the prior and

On this agreement John de Frenes was elected 
prior, and confirmed by the biſhop on the 7th of 
January, 1314, the 8th of Edward II. 


In the gd year of Henry IV. the prior held the 
ninth part of a fee of the Lady Roos, ſhe of the 
carl of Albemarle, and he of the dutchy of Lan- 


caſter. 
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In the 19th of Edward IV. Henry, the prior of 
Waborne, and the convent of the ſame, by deed 
under their common ſeal, releaſed to Henry Hey- 
don, eſq. &c. all their right of land in Kelling, 
Heydon, Oulton, and Corpuſty for ever. | 


Thomas Bulman was the laſt prior, preſented in 
1543 to the reQory of Egmere in Norfolk by George 
Townſhend, by a grant of the late ſuppreſſed priory 
of Walſingham, and had a patent for a penſion Feb. 
18, anno 1337, the 28th of Henry VIII. of 41.

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At a place here called Waborne Hope, was a for” 
tification ; the ſhore is ſtony, and the ſea ſo deep? 
that ſhips may ride here, and lie againſt it: the 
Danes are ſaid to have landed here on their inva-

This Wahorne Hope, or Waborne Hoop, as it 
is now corruptly called, is the moſt dangerous place, 
and moſt open to an enemy, of any on the Nor- 


folk coaſt: the ſhore is the boldeſt of any, and 


tranſport-ſhips may approach it ſo very near as al- 


moſt to land an army without the aſſiſtance of flat- 
bottomed boats. It is an object worthy of conſide- 
ration, eſpecially at the preſent time, when an inva- 
ſion from France is ſo much threatened, whether it 
would not be proper to renew the fortification, and 
to erect a fort of modern conſtruction, with batte- 


ries of heavy cannon to defend it. When ſo many 


camps were formed in the year 1778, of regulars 


and militia, in different parts of the kingdom, it 


muſt be preſumed that government apprehended an 
invaſion ſomewhere, and therefore the moſt acceſſi- 
ble places on the Britiſh coaſt, and this is one of 
the moſt acceſſible, ought to have been particularly 
guarded.

for life, his manors of Stanfield in Wymondham, 
Newton-Flotman, Hethel and Ketteringham ; and 
2001. to each of his daughters, Frances and Bridget, 
to-be raiſed out of his manors of Hales in Warham, 
Holt-Hales, and Teſterton-Hales ; Bygrave manor 
and advowlon in Hertfordſhire, to raiſe money for 
marriage of his ſiſter Mary; and Eaſt-Carleton ma- 
nor was ſettled for other uſes. 


John Appleyard, of Bracon-Aſh, eſq. his ſon, 
ſucceeded : he was high ſheriff of Norfolk and Suf- 
folk in 1538, and married Elizabeth daughter of 
Robert Hogan, of Eaſt Bradenham in Norfolk, gent. 
Who jointly with Thomas Hogan, her brother and 
truſtee, fold this manor and advowſon to Thomas 
Townſhend, ſen. eſq. grandſon of fir Robert Town- 
ſhend, of Rainham, knt. and in 1599 it was pur- 
chaſed by fir Edwyn Rich, knt. by whom it was 
fold, in 1622, to Robert Woode, of Bracon, eſq. 
and his heirs; he was ſon of Robert Woode, eq. 
mayor of Norwich, who was knighted by queen 
Elizabeth, in 1378: he married Elizabeth daughter 
and coheir of. John Woolmer, of Tharſton, eſq. 
on whom this manor was ſettled. Robert Woods, 
their fon and heir, inherited, who lies buried by his 
wife in the chancel here, under a ſtone having the 


arms of Woode and Richardfon impaled, 
5 ; He 
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He married a daughter of fir Thomas Richard- 
ſon, lord chief juſtice of both benches, by whom 


he had five ſons and four daughters, and died Dec. 


31, 1680, aged 79. She departed this life the 15th 
day of July, 1635, aged 48 years. 


Their ſon Thomas inherited, and is buried by 
them. The arms of Woode impaling Peyton, are 
on his ſtone. He had two wives: Elizabeth, his 
firſt wife, was daughter of Anthony Penning, eſq. 
of Little Baddow-in the county of Eſſex, by whom 
he had a ſon and a daughter. His ſecond wife was 
Ann daughter of Thomas Peyton, eſq. of Rougham 


in the county of Norfolk, by whom he had one fon 


and fix daughters. He died Dec. 2, 1699, @t. 73, 
His firſt wife's ſtone hath the arms of Woode im- 
paling Penning; the died Nov. 25, 1662. 


Thomas Woode, eſq. of Bracon-Aſh, ſon of the 

aforeſaid Thomas, lord and patron, married firſt, 
Ellen daughter of Thomas Eyre, eſq. and lies bu- 
ried in this chancel, with the arms of Woode im- 
paling Eyre. She died Auguſt 20, 1712, aged 27. 


Mr. Thomas Woode, their ſon, died July 8. 
1746, and was buried here: he married firſt Mary 
daughter of Henry Bedingfield, of Coulſey-Wodd 
in Stoke-Aſh in Suffolk, eſq. but left no iſſue. His 
ſecond wife was Elizabeth daughter of Edward 
Heath, eſq. who is buried here alſo, with the arms 
of Woode impaling Heath, obit. March 5, 1723, 
aged 31. | |

CARLETON, wrote Karletuna in Doomſday- 
book, commonly called Carleton Curſon, from its 
lords of that name, takes its name from the Gheorles, 
Garles, or countrymen, that anciently inhabited in it ; 
Carleton ſignifying no more than the Churls Town; 
which is the reaſon we meet with ſo many places of 
that name:“ for diſtinction it is ſometimes called 
Norwich Carleton, or Carleton by Norwich, and 
very often- Eaſt Carleton,

* Blomefield.---Carl. Ruflicus, whence Carrolling is country- 
dancing on holidays; thence alſo the word Churl. 
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As there are two manors, ſo there were alfo two 
parochial churches, ſtanding within about fifty yards 
of one another, wich a highway only between their 
church- yards; that now ſtanding is dedicated to St. 
Mary, and was appropriated to the nuns of Mar- 
ham from their foundation; and before 1324, the 
nuns priory of Alveſhourne held it appropriated to 
them, and ſerved it by a ſtipendiary chaplain; and 
the prior had a houſe and two carucates of land. 


Alveſbourne prior and his convent conveyed it to 
the maſter and brethren of St. Giles's hoſpital in 
Norwich, who were obliged by the biſhop in the 
13th of Henry VII.

Matthew Jackfon was preſented to the rectory of 
Carleton St. Peter by that corporation in 1758; a 
ſecond time in 1771, and a third time in 1774. 


The church of St. Peter the Apoſtle was wholly 
appropriated to the priory of Shouldham, and no 
vicarage endowed, and had a carucate of land be- 
longing to it. It was diſappropriated for want of a 
legal appropriation, and became a rectory in the gift 
of Shouldham priory till 1530, when it was held 
uniced with St. Mary, hoy 


In 1640, king Charles I. preſented to it ſingle, 


and in 1677, it was returned a ſine cure, as it is; for

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che church, which is a ſmall one, without any tower, 
was turned into a parſonage-houſe, now uninhabited 


and in ruins: the cloſe in which it ſtands is glebe; 


and is ſouth-eaſt of St. Mary, with which it 15 held 
by the Rev. Matthew Jackſon, the preſent rector, 
who had it of the crown in 1758, and a ſecond time 
in 1771.

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 Carnrtron CUssON's Maxon, belonged to Olf, 
the Dane, and was held by Walter of Roger Bigot, 
at the Conqueror's ſurvey. There were then tuo 
churches, which had chirty- eight acres of glebe, be- 
Jonging to this manor, and twenty-ſeven freemen and 
_—_ part of which belonged to Roger Bigot, and 
— to Ralph Peverel, who had alſo a manor here, 
which belonged to Ketel, the Dane, and aſter to 
Godric the ſewer, then to Ralph Peverel, of whom 
it was held at the laſt ſurvey by Warine; and there 
were then ten freemen here, over which the king and 
the earl had leet or juriſdiction. At the laſt ſurvey 
this town was worth to the lords 51. 10s. a year. 
The family that took their ſirname of Carleton from 
their lordſhip here were deſcendents of this Walter, 
in whom it continued till Alice, daughter and heir-

In the 2gth of Eden J. 1301, William de Cur- 
Jon of Carleton, who was eſcheator, accounted with 
the king in the Exchequer for the receipts of his 
office. 


In 1392, Hugh Curſon fold it to ſir "EM Ber- 
ney, Ant. and others, and the ſame year they fold 
it to William Appleyard, eſq. In 1406, it extended 


into Hethel, and the rents and profits were then 


about 131. a year. It had a leet, and paid to the 
bailiff of Humbleyard hundred for leet fee gd. and 
for hundred ſcot 15d. and for a rent of honey due 
to the hundred 15d. and was obliged to find a wax- 
taper yearly to burn before the image of St. Cathe- 
rine in one of the churches; and from this time it 
continued in the Appley ards of Bracon-Aſh along 
with that manor.

The family of de Carleton, deſcended from Wa. 
rine aforeſaid, were lords of this manor held of the 
honour of Peverel. 


In 1277, the citizens of Norwich paid 4d. to the 
bailiff of the manor, as a cuſtomary payment for 
carrying the king's paſties. In 1286, Thomas de 
Brokediſh and others owned it. In 1319, Robert 
de Welholm had the fourth part, and in 1315 John 
Curſon died ſeiſed of the other three parts. 


In 1330, John and Edward de Welholm, had a 
king's pardon for purchaſing lands held zn cafe, 
and adding them to this manor, without licence. 


In the 2d of Henry IV. 1401, the whole became 
veſted in William Appleyard, eſq. of Bracon, and 
trom this time it attended the Appleyards along with 
Bracon. 


In 1530, the 28th of Henry VIII. fir Nicholas 
Appleyard and Roger his ſon, held the land called 
Trenches, now joined to this manor, by the ſervice 
of ſummoning and diſtraining all the ſuitors to the 
court of Forncet. It was fold by John Appleyard, 
eſq. with Bracon, to Thomas Townſhend, eſq. who 
in 1576, acknowledged the receipt of the herring - 
pies of the ſheriffs of Norwich, by indenture dated 
Sept. 4, at the guildhall, where the lord of this ma- 
nor was obliged to come, or ſend a deputy for 
them, once in a year only.

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About 1600, it was purchaſed by fir Edmund 
Rich, Ent. it after belonged to the Hobarts ; then to 
the Richardſons. In 1673, Thomas lord Richard- 
fon, baron of Cramond, had it; and in 1680 Pe— 
ter Clayton, gent. held the manor and ſerjeanty ; 
after which the whole was purchaſed by the city of 
Norwich, who are the preſent lords, and alternate 
patrons of the rectory. 


The old revenues of the city in this town and 
Hethel, are tied for an annuity of 10l. to the

WetsT-Harr Manor was the capital one, and to 
that the advowſon was many years appendant : it 
was given to Godric the ſewer, of whom Walter had 
it at the conqueſt, who purchaſed and added to it 
part of the other manor, which then belonged ta- 
Roger Bigot. The whole town was then a mile 
2 and as much broad. — 


In the 2d of king John, 1201, fir Robert de Ta- 
teſhale had it conveyed to him by Gilbert fon of 
Hervy, together with Witton in Norfolk; and ſoon 


after it was fold to the Malberbes. In 1239, Wil- 


liam Malberbe was lord and patron ; and this year 
he had a warm conteſt with Ralph de Cringleford, 
concerning liberty of commonage for his tenants of 
Colney, with the tenants of the ſaid Ralph, on a 
common called Sunderwoodhowe ; and it went ſg 
far that a duel was adjudged, and at the time, they 
both appeared armed in court; but the judges de- 
creed, that they ſhould be inter-commoners. 


In the 19th of Edward II. 1326, Thomas de 
Brockdiſh and Robert de Welholme had it; and 
now it ſeems, that the fourth part of it, which had 
been ſold to Elizabeth de Colneye, in 1291, was 
purchaſed by fir Robert de la Rokele, lord here, 
whoſe ſon Robert, in 1331, conveyed the fourth 
part, and the advowſon, to Richard de Melton, ct- 
tizen of Norwich. In 1345, the 19th of Edward III. 
Jeffrey de Snoring had the remaining three parts; 
and in 1346, it was ſettled on William de Norwich, 
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In 1370, William Wiſet and other feoffees, fold 
it to Catherine widow of fir William Capel, knt. 
and in 1401 William Rees owned it, ſoon after 
which it was joined to 


EasT-HaTL Manor, which was forfeited by earl 
Ralph, and afterwards given to Roger Bigot, of 
whoſe gift Waregerius held it in the Conqueror's 
time. The ſucceſſor of this Waregerius aſſumed 
the name of Colney from this village, and fir Ralph 
de Colney, knt. was lord here in 1260. In the 19th 
of Edward I. 1291, fir William de Colney, his ſon, 
had it, and held it at a quarter of a fee of the ear] 
Marſhal, who held it in chief of the king. 


In the 2oth of Edward III. 1 246, Laurence, 
grandſon of fir William de Colney, owned it, and 
ſold it the ſame year. 


In the 1oth of Henry VI. 1432, Ann Launde 
had it for life, reverſion to John Browne and his 
heirs, it being purchaſed by him in 1401. In 1431, 
Nicholas Browne died ſeiſed in fee tail of Browne's 
manor in Colney, with the moiety of the advowlon, 


Which by purchaſe had been added to it. 


John Melton had it, and in the 12th of Henry 
VII. 1497, ſettled it by fine on John Yaxley and his 
heirs; in which family it continued till the late 
troubleſome times, when one of the Yaxleys, being 
a Papiſt, ſettled this and Bowthorpe, and a conſide- 
rable eſtate in Yorkſhire, on his kinſman, Richard 
Browne, of Colney, whoſe fon, Henry Browne, ſold 
it to Mr. Hunt, of London, who ſold it to Mr. 
Jeremiah Norris, from which time it hath continued

CRINGLEFORD, wrote in Doomſday-book, 
Krigelforda, and Cringaforda, takes its name from 
the ſhingle, or gravelly ford“, over which there is 
built a handſome bridge of ſtone, dividing the county 
of the city of Norwich from that of Norfolk. 


At the Confeſſor's ſurvey the whole town belong- 
ed to Alured the prieſt, a free man of biſhop Sti- 
gand's; but at the Conqueror's, Roger Bigot held 
one part of it, being the chief manor, of the biſhop 
of Bayeux. The town was a mile and two furlongs 
long, and ſix furlongs broad, and there then be- 
longed to it lands, &c. worth 2s. lying in the pariſh 
of Flordon. | 


The ſaid Roger held the ſecond part of Alan earl 
of Richmond, and a third part in his own right, of

BarrorD's ManoR, was in a family which took 
their names from this place. Richard de Cringleford 
was lord here, whoſe deſcendent William, in the 
year 1271, fold part of the demeans to Henry de 
Heyleſdon, and this part was joined to Helleſdon's 
manor; but Roger de Cringleford having entaile./ 
the manor on Adam de Berford, he held it in 1287, 


In the Sth of Edward II. 1315, Emma, relict of 
William Leke, Robert de Poleye, &c. releaſed their 
right to him as feoffees to Adam his father, Wil-_ 
liam his ſon died ſeiſed of it, Jeaving it to fir Adam 
de Berford, clerk, late rector of Foſton in Vorkſhire, 
his ſon; who in the 24th of Edward III. 1550, 
Jointly with Agatha, his mother, conveyed it in truſt 
to fir William de la Pole, ſen. Ent. Kc. 


In 1370, the truſtees, and Emma and Cicily, 
ſiſters and co-heirs of fir Adam de Berford, releaſed 
all their right in this manor ; by which means it was 

abſolutely veſted in the de la Poles, who ſettled it 
ſoon after on John le Latimer of Norwich, &c. when 
it extended into Hetherſet, Eaton, Fartham, Little 
Melton, Colney, and Cringleford water-mill belong- 
ed to it, | 


In the 3d of Richard II. 1381, Jon le Latimer 
was ſole lord, and had view of frank-pledge, &c. 
belonging to his manor of Cringleford and Surling- 
ham; and the ſame year the feoffees of the Poles 
releaſed all right to him, 


In the 10th of Henry IV. 1409, Simon Sampſon, 


eſq. ſold it to William Weſtacre, archdeacon of wich 
wich, 
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wich, &c. who in 1411. by licence from the king, 
ſettled it on St. Giles's hoſpital in mortmain, to find 
a chaptain (being no brother of the hoſpital) to live 
as a brother in it, allowing him a good ſtipend, 
chamber, and cloathing: it continued till the difſo-

and about 1240, ſir Alexander de Vaux, knt. was 
lord. Sir Alexander fold the advowſon to biſhop 
Suffield, who in 1249 ſettled it on St. Giles's hoſpi- 
tal, which he then founded. f 


In the 15th of Edward I. 1287, fir John de Vaux, 
knt. his fon, was lord, and fold the manor, with the 
hiſhery called Cringtord Eau, and his right of fiſhing 
in the ſtream, from Earlham to Cringleford bridge, 
to Henry de Heyleſden, whoſe ſon Henry was lord 
in 130s, and held it of William de Buckenham, he 
of the heirs of Multon, they of the Earl Marſhal, 
and he of the king, at three quarters of a fee. 


Tn 1415, the 1ſt of Henry V. Roger de Heyleſden 
conveyed it to fir John de Norwich, &c. truſtees, to 
the uſe of Thomas Wetherby, of Norwich, eſq. and 
his heirs; who at his death left it for life to Mar- 


garet his widow, who in 14534 leaſed it for eight 


marks a year, to be paid her in Carrowe abbey, 


where ſhe boarded with the nuns, among which Alice 


Wetherby, her daughter, was one. At her death it 
was to go in truſt to John Heydon, &c. who con- 


veyed their right, in reverſion, to John Jenney and 
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John Browne; and in 1460 they ſold it to the maſ- 
ter and brethren of St. Giles's hoſpital aforeſaid ; 
and ſo it became joined to Barford's manor, with 
which it now remains, | 


DunsTox, or HETHERSET's Manor, was held by 
Alared of Roger Bigot, who left it to Eudo his ſon, 
whoſe grandſon Roger aſſumed the ſirname of Nor- 
wich, and left it to Gilbert de Norwich his ſon, to 
whom it was confirmed by Robert de Vaux, lord of 
Helleſdon's manor. 


In 1284, Henry de Norwich, clerk, had it, 0 
it was after in Hugh de Dunſton; and about 1315, 
8th of Edward II. was conveyed to fir Simon de 
Herherſet, knt. one of the king's 3 


Sir Simon had ſix ſons and two daughters, 1. Sir 
John his eldeſt ſon. 2. Sir Edmund Hetherſet, knt. 
buried in the Charter-houſe in 1380. 3. William, 
rector of Attleborough. 4. Roger, rector of Billing- 
ford. 5. George, parſon of Sculthorpe. 6. Nicho- 

las, rector of Barford. Joan married to fir Robert 
Wacheſham, knt. and Margaret to fir Hugh Peverel 
of Melton, knt. and moſt of theſe brothers were 
concerned in this manor, which ſeems to have been 
ſhared among them; but as all the younger brothers 
died without iſſue, William de Hetherſet, eldeſt fon 
of ſir John Hetherſet, and only heir, inherited the 
whole; he was made guardian of the wool cuſtoms 
in this county in 1357, had only two daughters, 
Elizabeth, ſecond wife to John Winter of 'Town- 
Barningham, and Sibill to John Palgrave, of North- 
wood Barningham, eſq. who was lord here in his 
wite's right, and at laſt heir of the whole inheritance.

Banon's Maxon, was granted to one Grimbald, 
from Barford's manor, by Ralph de Cringleford, lord 
there, and was conveyed by Grimbald to Walter 
Barun or Baron ; and in 1304, William Barun, of 
Cringleford, conveyed it to Petronel his ſiſter, and 
her heirs, | 


In 1317, the 10th of Edward II. Thomas Spriggi 
granted it to fir Simon de Hetherſet, knt. and his 
heirs, and ſo it was joined to Hetherſet's manor. 


In 1280, fir Simon Pecche, knt. granted divers 
rents here to Nicholas de Caſtello, or Caſtle, which 
in 1298 belonged to William de Buckenham, and 
were aſter joined to this manor, 


The church of Cringleford is dedicated to St. Pe- 
ter, and was a rectory till fir Alexander de Vaux fold 
it to Walter de Suffield, biſhop of Norwich, who ap- 
propriated it in 1233 wholly to St. Giles's hoſpital 
in Norwich, which he founded in 1249, and ever 
ſince it hath been a perpetual curacy, as it now re- 
mains, being in the gift of the city of Norwich, in 
right of that hoſpital. 


The ſteeple 1s ſquare, and hath three bells. It 
hath a nave twenty-two yards long, and ſeven broad, 
and a {mall chancel, all tiled, and a north porch 
leaded, | 


In the altar rails there was a ſtone (now gone) 
lor Lucy, wife of Mr. Robert Cook, Dec. 1 e 
ere 
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There are alſo interred, John Pykarell, gent. June 
19, 1707, 75. Robert his younger brother, Aug. 
26, 1677, 41, with the arms and creſt, There is a 
lain monument againſt the north chancel wall for 
William Love, of Kirſtead hall, gent. Jan. 11, 1714, 
65. William his ſon, Oct. 22, 1722, 18, with the 
arms of Love; and Honor, wife of William Love, 
Feb. 20, 1731, 66. In the church, on a ſtone, 
Pykarell impales Cooke, John Pykarell, gent. Apr. 
the 6th, 1627, 75. Many others of this name lie 
here, —— There is a good eſtate here, which hath 
been a long time in this family.

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There is a ſmall parſonage houſe at the north- 
weſt part of the church-yard, called Ms The 
Prigl's Chamber. 


In 160g, Edward Brewſter had the profits, and 
ſerved the cure, there being then fixty-ſix commu- 
nicants ; and Anthony Style, gent. had the hoſpital 


revenues by leaſe, It is now leaſed for life to the 


Rev. Mr. John Arnam, rector of Poſwick, with the 
houſe, tithes, &c. at gs. 4d. per ann. payable to 
the hoſpital ; and being under value, and not at all 
in the king's books, it is capable of augmentation. 
The priories of St. Faith, St. Olave, "and Nor- 
wich, were taxed for temporals in this town in 1428, 


This village was totally conſumed by fire in queen | 


Elizabeth's time, for which reaſon an act paſted in 
the 23d year of her reign, anno 1581, for the re- 
edifying it. 


In the bounds of this pariſh there ſtood a free 
chapel, dedicated to St. Ethelberd, commonly called 
St. Albert's Chapel; and in queen Elizabeth's time 
St. Ethelberd's chapel was reckoned among the lands 
| concealed from the crown. It is now demoluhed, 
and was always appendant to the pariſh church, with 
which it paſſed to the hoſpital. It had many rents 
paid to it, and the alder car, called St. Ilberd's grove, 
in Cringleford, belonged to it. It appears by the 
hoſpital accounts, that it was a thatched building, 
and that in 133 1 they almoſt rebuilt it. The proßits 
of it in a good meaſure conſiſted in the offerings 
made by pilgrims that came in pilgrimage, for many 
came hither on that account; but what this image 
here was ſo famous for, as to be viſited that way, we 
have not found. In Regr. Rix. fo. 309, in the Bi- 


thop's Office, we find che will of Agnes Parker, of 
Keſwick,

Between this and Earlham, on the ſouth fide of 
the river, ſtands the farm-houſe, called Newfound, 
from a remarkable ſort of earth newly found there, 
which uſed to be tranſported to Holland for the pot- 
ter's uſe, but now totally diſuſed. 


The village of Cringleford is pleaſantly ſituated 
on the turnpike road, two miles and a half from 
Norwich. 


The Rev. John Arnam was licenſed to the curacy 
in 1736. 


Mrs. Bates, relict of the late John Bates, eſq. has 
a handſome ſeat in this pariſh, defirably ſituated near 
the road leading to Intwood and Carleton, 


DUNSTON, wrote in Doomſday-book Duxes- 
TUNA ; or the town by the dune or hill,* was at the 
conqueſt (though but a ſmall village) in no leſs than 
five parts ; the firſt belonged to Alan earl of Rich- 
mond, and at the Confeſſor's ſurvey was owned by 
Herold the Dane, and the king and the earl had 
the lete, or ſuperior juriſdiction of the whole village, 
which was half a mile long and three furlongs 
broad: the ſecond was Roger Bigot's ; the third, 
Godric the ſewer's ; the fourth belonged to Markſhall 
manor, and the fifth was' a freeman of the king's, 
who had then thirteen acres only. But ſoon after, 


the whole became one manor, with the advowſon of 


# Blomefield, 
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the reQory appendant thereto, and belonged tc to the 
crown,” till the beginning of Richard I. when Wil- 


liam Helgheton had it of that king's gift, whoſe ſon, . 
Herbert de Helgheton, granted the advowſon from 
the manor, to Alice de Fundenhale, wife of Robert. 


Fitz-Ralph, who in 1196, the 7th of Richard I. had 
a trial with, Herbert for the advowſon, when the ju- 
ry found, that it was not apparent that the church 
had ever yet been preſented to, but that the parſons 
held it, from parſon to parſon, as from father to 


ſon, till the death of the laſt incumbent ; and that 


though the ſaid Alice had no manor nor demean in 
Dunſton, yet, it being found in the fee of the ſaid 
Herbert, her grant was good, and ſhe had the ad- 
vowſon confirmed tO her, and {o was ſeparated {rom 
the manor. 


In 1203, king John confirmed the manor to Wil- 

lian Dunſton, when Walkeline his father took upon 
him a religious habit and entered a monaſtery. This 
William was falconer to king John, who allo ſettled 
this town on his ſon and heir, William, who held 
by the ſervice of finding the kings of England a 
caſt of hawks at their own charge. He was ſuc- 
ceeded by his ſon, Bartholomew, who in 1236. 
pleaded an exemption for his manor, from ſuit of 
the ſheriff's turn. 


In the 8th of Edward I. 1280, Robert de Dun- 


ſton, John de Dunſton, and Jeffrey de la Penne 


were lords here; and the ſame year William * 


Dunſton was ſued for pretending to appropriate to 
himſelf the fiſhing in the river between Shottiſham 
and Dunſton, when it appeared that the fiſhery on 
Dunſton fide was common to all n tenants of Dun- 
ſton manor, 


About 
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About 1395 Robert de Holveſton had an intereſt 
in the manor, which ſoon after belonged to John 
Howes, of Dunſton, who ſold it to John de Bo- 
nyngton, who all joined about 1399, and conveyed 
the whole to Bartholomew de Appleyard, citizen of 
Norwich, for life, and after his deceaſe to Richard 
de Dunſton, chaplain, and his heirs, who after be- 
came ſeiſed of the whole town. | 


In the 1oth of Henry VIII. 1419, it was ſettled 
in truſt on fir John de Heveningham, knt. and 
| Others, to the ſole uſe of the Appleyard family; 
and in 1481, William Appleyard, of Eaſt-Carleton, 
gent. bequeathed his manor of Dunſton to Thomas 
his eldeſt fon : it went afterwards to Bartholomew, 

his brothor, who died in 1492. 


In 1334, the 23th of Henry VIII. Thomas Ap- 
pleyard ſettled it on John Taſburgh, his truſtee ; 
and in 1548, he was found to hold it of fir Edmund 
Knevet, knt. as of his manor of Hetherſet, by 
knight's ſervice. | | 


In the 8th of Charles I. 1632, John Hamond, 

of Ellingham by Bungay, gent. owned it, and dy- 
ing this year, left it to John Hamond, his ſon and 
heir. It afterwards came to the Longs, and is now 
owned by Mrs. Long, who is ſole proprietor, and 
doner of the donative or perpetual curacy, and re- 
ſides here. This ſeat is delightfully ſituated on the 
banks of the river Taiis or Taſe. | 


The church is dedicated to St. Remigius ; its ad- 
vowſon was ſeparated from the manor as is above 
related, and in 1233 it belonged to Bartholomew de 
Creke, as part of the antient inheritance of his fa# 
mily, for then he granted it to Richeld widow of 

| | | Robert 
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Robert de Creke, his father's ſecond wife ; and in 
1264, it was given by Margery reli& of Bartholo- 
mew de Creke, foundreſs of the nuns at Flixton, to 
that houſe, to which it was appropriated by Simon 
de Walton, biſhop of Norwich, on condition the 
nuns ſhould have the whole of the rectory, finding 
a prieſt to perform the duty, and paying him tor lo 
doing. | | 
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In 1349, when the general plague had depopn- 
lated great part of the realm, it was returned, that 
molt of the pariſhioners here were dead, the land 
left untilled, ſo that the prioreſs could not pay the 
king's taxes for it, nor the 10s. per ann, to the bi- 


hop, then uſually paid. 


It was granted by Edward VI. in 1339, to Wil- 
liam and Thomas Wodehouſe, and the whole be- 
longed to Anthony Stiles, whoſe ſon Anthony had 
livery of this rectory, with Swardeſton, &c. to which 
he got it annexed. . In 1559, Richard Nicholls, eſq. 
had it; and in 160g, Simon Luſher, curate here, 
returned anſwer, that there were forty communicants 
in the pariſh, that it was an impropriation without 
a vicarage endowed, ſerved by a perpetual curate, 
appointed and paid by the impropriator; that the 
town paid clear to every tenth.

FLORDON, or Fornoxe, of, according to Blome- 
field, che FLourt-Downs, was in many parts at the 
conqueſt, and wrote Florenduna. Roger Bigot held 
two free men, &c. of Odo bilhop of Bayeux, which 
Stigand held in the Confeſſor's time. Guert, a free 
man, held feven acres of Alan carl of Richmond, 
which belonged to Coſteſey manor. The third part 
belonged to Hethel manor, being fifteen acres of the 
demeans, and was then owned by Roger Bigot, who 
had the chief of this town, which was held by Olf 
the Dane of him: earl Ralph had a part of it, which 
he forfeited, and Godric the ſewer had it. The an- 


teceſſor of Roger de Ramis had a free man alſo ; 


but all centered at laſt in Roger Bigot, and Olf was 


the lord under him. It was a mile long, and five 


furlongs broad ; and from that to the preſent time 
the manor was always held of the Norfolk family, 
and lately of their honor of Forncet, at one fee. 
This manor came to the Butteveleyns very early, 
and paſſed with Giſſing in Diſs hundred.

In 1139, Robert de Buttevelevn was pardoned by 
king Stephen for 138. due for his Danegeld. William 
his fon ſucceeded, who founded Pipewell abbey in 
Northamptonſhire in 1143, and married Joan daugh- 
ter of fir Ralph Camois, knt. and when Henry II. 
went into Normandy, he had a writ directed to the 
biſhops of Lincoln and Norwich, and to all his liege 
people, Engliſh and Normans, of Northamptonſhire, 
Norfolk and Suffolk, granting to him all the lands, 
and other liberties, which his father honourably en- 


joyed. 


In 1134, Robert his fon . and in 1216 
had a pardon from Henry III. for being one of thoſe 
barons that had levied war againſt king John, and 
notwithſtanding ſuch a favour, he was afterwards one 
of them that oppoſed Henry III. and was proved in 
1255, to have been one of the rebellious barons, and 
to have been againſt the king in the battles of Lewes, 
May 14, 1264, and Eveſham, Aug. 4, 1265, for 
which he was fined, and his eſtate reſtored. 


In 1292, fir William Butteveleyn, knt. had it. 


In the 14th of Edward III. Thomas Butteveleyn, 
eſq. fold the manor and advowſon of Newton, &c. 
in Eſſex and Suffolk, to William de , earl of 

Northampton. 


In 1383, it belonged to Raben 1 of 
Flordon, eſq. In 1369, Thomas Gardener, of Giſ- 
ſing, eſq. granted to Robert ſon of fir William Butte- 
veleyn, knt. an annuity of twenty marks, on his 
marrying Catherine his daughter. Their ſon Robert 
Butteveleyn inherited, whoſe ſon William Butteveleyn 


was an ideot, and ſeiſed in 1447 - and al his oy 
is 
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his eſtate went to John Kemp, of Weſton, eſq. &. 
and hath continued in that family, with the manor 


of Giſſing, to this day, fir John Kemp, bart. being 


now lord and patron. 


The abbot of Creak had temporals here, and the 
prior of Norwich had rents iſſuing out of lands in 
this town, which belonged to Hapton manor, and 
were given them by William Puleis, &c. 


The church is dedicated to St. Michael, is twenty= _ 


four yards long and fix broad, and hath no ales : 
the nave and chancel are tiled; and the ſteeple is 
round and hath three bells. 


There is no memorial of any kind in the church; 


but there lies an old ftone in the porch, which ſhews 


it to have been laid over ſome prieſt by its ſhape, 


and we ſuppoſe that Roger Northwold, rector here, 


who died in 1371, is buried under it. 


In 1561 the rector returned fifty-three communi- 
cants here, |

rectory by fir John Kemp, bart. of Ubbeſton, in 
1761, | | | | 


HETHEL, or HzaT-Hitr, wrote in Doomſday- 
book HEeTHELLA, is the next village ſouthward of 
Carleton, and belonged to Olf, one of the Confeſ- 
ſor's thanes. The church had then thirty acres of 
glebe, and belonged to the manor ; there was wood 


ſufficient to keep ſixty ſwine : and the manor ex- 


tended into Ketteringham, Newton, and Keſwick 
was a beruite to it: it was at the conqueſt worth 81. 
and was a league long, and fix furlongs broad. 
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But though the manor was then in one, it was 
after divided into the ſeveral manors called He- 
thel, Jerningham's, Penne's, Goldingham's, Ward's, 
Thwaits, and Neville's; the five firſt of which now 
belong to Thomas Beevor, eſq. and the two laſt to 
the city of Norwich, and all of thein have been al- 
ways held of the Norfolk family, and now are, as 
of the manor of Forncet. | 


The whole continued in the Bigots, till Hugh Bi- 
got, the third earl of Norfolk of that family, divi- 
ded it into many parts, and gave the capital manor 
called Ss Fu 


HeTHEL, and afterwards Curson's Maxar, to 
William de Curſon of Carleton, and it continually 
attended the manor of Carleton-Curſons. In the 
24th of Edward I. 1306, it extended into Carleton, 
Mulbarton, and, Swardeſton, and had a lete belong- 
ing to it. From the Curſons it paſſed to the Apple- 

ards, of Bracon, and continued with that manor, 
and was ſold with it and Carleton-Curſons, to Tho- 
mas Townſhend, eſq. who in 1369, the 11th of 
Elizabeth, had licence to alien it to truſtees ; and 
about 1601, Thomas Townſhend, of Bracon, elq. 
ſold it to Miles Branthwayte, eſq. who came aud 
leuled here. 


IxERNEOAN's or IERNINHAu's Manor, was ſold 
m the 25th of Edward I. 1297, by Ralph de We- 
don to William de Halton : Ralph de Creping held 
it of Roger Bigot, earl of Norfolk, at the fourth 
part of a fee. It after belonged to fir Hugh Jerne- 
gan, who ſettled it on John Leiſton, eſq. who mar- 
ried Joan his daughter and heireſs. It had a lete 
belonging to it, and was purchaſed by the Apple- 
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faid, with which it now remains. In the 9th of 
James I. 1609, Miles Branthwayte, eſq. held it of 
Forncet manor, at the 8th part of a fee. 


Pexnnes Manor was granted by Hugh Bigot 
aforeſaid, to Euſtace Curſon, eſq. of Carleton, com- 
monly called Euſtace de Carleton, whoſe ſon Wil- 
liam was knighted. and was commonly known by 
the name of fir William de Hethel, whoſe ſon, fir 
Bartholomew, left two daughters; Alice, the eldeſt, 
married to William de la Penne, and Emma, the 
youngeſt, to John de la Penne: in the 2d of Edward 
I. 1274, they were found lords here, and had a lete, 
the aſſize of bread and ale of all his tenants, and 
liberty of free warren belonging to it. It contained 
a capital meſſuage, (now called Hethel-hall) and 
two hundred and thirty-ſeven acres of land adjoin- 
ing, ten acres of meadow, twenty of wood, 318.

Thomas de la 
Penne ſold his third part to Bartholomew Appleyard, 
Citizen of Norwich ; and then Adam de la Penne, 
and Peter de la Penne, fold all their parts in this 
town only to Appleyard, in whoſe family it conti- 
nued till Philip Appleyard, eſq. fold it to James Al- 
tham, who kept his firſt court the 5th of Elizabeth, 
1563, and the next year ſold it to Thomas 'Town- 
ſhend, of Bracon, eſq. who ſold it to Miles Branth- 
wayte, eſq. who in 1609, held it of Forncet manor 
at one fee. | „ 


Gol DINGHAM's ManoR was granted by Hugh 
Bigot to Alan de Goldingham, with view of frank- 
pledge, and aſſize of bread and ale of all the te- 
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nants; and held part of it of the honor of Eee, 
and the other part of the carl of Norfolk. 


In the 1ſt of Henry IV. 1400, Richard de Gold- 
ingham had it, who ſold it to the Appleyards, and 
ſo it became Joined to their other manors. In 1609, 
Miles Branthwayte, eſq. held it at one fee of Forn- 
cet manor, | 


Waldes Manor, or free tenement, antiently be- 
longed to the Raymonds, and in 1301, the 34th of 
Edward I. the heirs of Thomas Raymond had it; 
and in 1390, John le Ward, who in 1401, convey- 
cd it to Walter Orlage : and in 1461 John Meke 
had it, whoſe grandſon John fold it William Browne, 
whoſe ſon Robert {old it to Miles Branthwayte, eſq. 
who in 1609 held it of Forncet manor, by the hun- 


dredth part of a fee, 


Trwait's Maxon, was granted by Hugh Bigot 
to William de Thweyt: in 1318 it contained four 
meſſuages, one hundred and eleven acres of land, 
and 165. yearly rents; and extended into Wrenning- 
ham, Bracon, Mulbarton, Swardeſton, Ketteringham, 
and Eaſt-Carleton; and in 1321 many lands and 

tenements in Hethel were added to this manor. 


In the 1ſt of Edward IV. 1461, it belonged to 
Thomas Thweyt, from whom it came to the Pains ; 
and in 1311, John Chauntrell farmed it of the duke 

of Norfolk, during the minority of John Pain. 


Tn 1526, fir William Pennington, knt. had it, 
and afterwards Robert Andrews; and in 1550 it 
belonged to Thomas and John March, who married 
the daughters and co-heirs of Robert Andrews ; 


and after this it came _— their children, and er.

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fold to John Applevard, eſq. of whom it was pur- 
chaſed by the mayor and commonalty of Norwich, 
when 1609 held it of Forncet manor, at the fourth

Nevite's Maxor. Hugh Bigot infeoffed Albert 
de Novilla or Nevile in it, "who ſeems to have been 
concerned in the foundation of Alveſbourne priory 
in Woodbridge, Suffolk, to which he gave this ma- 
nor, with the advowlon of Carleton St. Mary; and 
in 1315, that prior was returned lord of it, and lett 
it at fix marks a year, and this remained, with Carle- 
ton, in Alveſbourne priory, till the 2d of Henry VI. 
1424, and then John duke of Norfolk, Walter bi- 
ſhop of Norwich, Ralph Shelton, eſq. and John 
Heydon, counſellor at law, purchaſed this manor 
of the prior and convent of St. Mary at Alveſ- 
bourne, for the uſe of the hoſpital of St. Giles in 
Norwich, which was by this means joined to 


The Maxok of 3 afterwards called the 
HosrrTar Manor in HRTUEL. which John le Bre- 
tun, or Briton, held of Roger Bigot, earl of Nor- 
folk; at whoſe death the ſaid Roger, about the year 
1250, conveyed to Walter de Suthfield, biſhop of 
Norwich, the whole tenure late John le Breton's, in 
the towns of Hail, (or Hethel) Carleton, and Ne- 
londe ; all which the biſhop, in 1253, ſettled on 
St. Giles's Hoſpital, which he founded ; and at this 
time alſo, Richard de Hethel, &c. gave and con- 
firmed to the hoſpital a meſſuage, and forty-ſeven 
acres and three roods, which formerly belonged to 
John le Briton ; and in 1330, other lands here were 
added by purchaſe. 


This manor was held alſo of the manor of Forn- 
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Theſe manors with all the revenues of the city, 
in Carleton, were tied by the mayor, ſheriffs, &c. 
(who received 200l. as a conſideration for ſo doing, 
of archbiſhop Parker) to pay annually for ever a 
clear rent of ten pounds; eight pounds whereof, for 
three exhibitions to three ſcholars of Bennet College, 
Cambridge, to be named by the mayor and majori- 
ty of aldermen, out of the ſchools in Norwich or 
Aylſham, and the other 40s. to be retained yearly 
by the mayor, to pay to a preacher yearly to be 
ſent by the college, 6s. 8d. for a ſermon at Thetford, 
6s. 8d. for another at Wymondham, 6s. 8d. for 
another at the cathedral, and 108. for a ſermon in 
St. Clement's church in Norwich, and the other 10s. 
to be diſtributed there, as may be ſeen in the Hil- 
tory of Norwich, where there 1s an exact account of 
this donation, 


In the 19th of Elizabeth, 1577, we find an agree- 
ment between the city and Mr. Thomas 'Lownſhend, 
lord of the other manors, * for the apporcionyng 
* owt Hetheld Grene, betwene the cittie and Mr. 
„ Townelend, to be done by fir Thomas Cornwa- 
« leis, knt. and Mr. Thomas Sotherton, alderman.” 


Theſe manors belong now to the mayor, ſheriffs, 
&c. as guardians of St. Giles's hoſpital, and in that 
hoſpital accounts in 1728, among the revenues, we

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The church of Havele; or Hethel, is dedicatcd to 
All the Saints, and had an image of all the faints, 
and a guild kept before it, of the ſame dedication, 
Ihe rector had a houſe and htty acres of glebe when 
Norwich Doomſday was made, and it ſtands in the 
king's books thus, 101. Hethell alias Hethwold rec- 
tory, 11. yearly tenths. 


The monks of Thetford had a portion of tithes 
here, valued at 138. 4d. given them by Roger Bigot 
their founder, out of his demeans, Wymondham 
abbey had lands here of the gift of Wilen de Al- 
bini, valued at 408. per aun. 


In 1328, Richard Amore, of Norwich, prieſt, 
gave three acres of grove by che parſonage in Hethel,

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In 1277, it appears, that the manor of Curſons 
was obliged to find a certain quantity of oil for the 
lamps in the church, and chapel of the manor-houle, 
and a certain number of loaves to diſtribute to the 
poor on the day of the obit of William de Curſon, 
which was always held on St. Catherine's day; and 
alſo the dole-bread given yearly on the anniverſary 
of fir William de Carlcton, viz. as much as a buſhel 


and half of barley would make. 


Edward II. preſented to this church in 1312; fir 
John Segrave, knt. in 1345, and in 1337 fir Walter 

de Manny, knt. after which the patronage was with 
the dukes of Norfolk. | 


In the gth of Edward IV. 146g, Jeffrey Hert, a 
monk, was licenſed by the pope to hold it, notwith- 
ſtanding he was a monk: in 1474, having thrown 
by his' habit, on his being outed from this living 
by reaſon of it, he obtained another pope's diſpen- 
ſation from his habit, and all monaſtic rules, and 
fo becoming a ſecular, he was re-inſlituted, and re- 
ſigned in 1482, to Robert Hawys alias Wakerly, prieſt, 
a canon regular, who was preſented by the king. 


In 1609, the rector returned anſwer, that Miles 
Branthwayte, eſq. was patron of his living, and that 
he had forty-fix communicants in his pariſh. 


In 1610, the earl of Arundel gave it to Robert 
Wetherel, A. M. who was ſucceeded by Edmund

In 1743, "ds Rev. Mr. Metyer Reynolds, was 
preſented by the late Miles Branthw 'ayte, eſq. lord 
and patron, who lived in the handſome ſeat called 
Hethel-hall, about two furlongs weſt of the church; 
and the parſonage, which is very convenient, and 
was much beautified by Mr. Reddington, ſtands about 
one furlong north-eaſt of the church, which is ver 
neat, as the chancel was alſo made by Mr. Redding- 
ton. It is leaded, and hath a handſome Venetian 
window at its caſt end, the windows in both chan- 
cel and church being ſaſhes: the church is thirty- 
three feet long and twenty-two broad, and the chan- 
cel twenty-lix feet long and thirteen broad; the nave 
and north aile are leaded, and the north porch tiled ; 
the ſteeple is ſquare, about — feet high, and 
hath only one bell. 


The arms of Thorpe of Afhw . quarter- 
ing Banyard, and alſo thoſe of Appleyard, were in 
the windows, but are now loſt. There is a ſtone 
by the font for Robert Hammond, Gent.

Arthur Branthwayte, eſq. of Hethel. ſecond ſon 
and heir of William and Julian, was of Gray's-Jnn, 
barriſter at law, an eminent counſellor, choſen ſterw- 
ard of the city of Nor, ich in 1691, which he re- 
ſigned in 1703; died at his houſe at Norwich on 
Sunday the 29th of Sept. 1717, and was buried at

Sacred to the Memory of Arthur Branthwayte, Eſqs 
ſecond ſon of William Branthwayte, Eſq; and Julian his 
Wife, ſometime Chief Fuſtice of the Ile of Ely ; he took 
to Wife, Ann, the only Daughter and Heir of Thomas 
Bacon, Eſq; ſecond Son of Sir Francis Bacon, ſometime 
one of the Fudges of the King's Bench, by whom he had 
fix Sons and fix Daughters, whereof Elizabeth, Arthur, 
Julian, Dcrothy, Miles, Fohn, Henry, were living at 
his Death. Elinabeth his eldeſt daughtcr, married to 
Thomas Sotherton, of Taverham, Eſq; by whom ſhe had 
iſſue Elizab:th and Thomas, both likewiſe alive at the 
line of his Deceaſe. He departed this I ife on the 29th 
Day of Sept. in the Year of our Lord 1717, aged 38

| Miles Branthwayte, eſq. of Hethel, the late lord 
and patron, his next brother, ſucceeded him. He 
was a barriſter at law, high or capital ſteward to 
the biſhop of Norwich, ſteward of all the courts, 
general receiver of all the farm-rents, &c. and ſu- 
perviſor of all the manors belonging to the ſee. He 
married Rebecca, one of the two daughters and co- 
heireſſes of Thomas Newton, eſq. mayor of Nor- 
wich, who is now deceaſed and buried here, by 
whom he had Arthur Branthwayte, eſq. ſometime 
fellow commoner of Caius college, Cambridge, who 
died in the year 1750; a young gentleman much 
reſpected and much lamented by all who had the 
pleaſure of knowing him: he was of a ſocial dil- 
poſition, and extremely entertaining in company by 
a flow of humour and ſpirits, that always diſtin- 
guiſhed his converſation, He had great good-nature, 
and equal ſenſibility. 


Mr. Miles Branthwayte had alſo two daughters; 
the eldeſt was unfortunately killed in Kymberley 
park, by her horſe running away with her, and car- 
rying her under the branches of an oak tree, which 
{truck her on the head with fatal violence. 


His youngeſt and only ſurviving "SI Eli- 
zabeth, married Thomas Beevor, eſq. the preſent lord 
of the manor of Hethel. 


Mr. Branthwayte by his laſt will divided his large 
eſtate between his daughter, and nephew, the pre- 
ſent Miles Branthwayte, eſq. eldeſt fon of the late

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Mr. Beevor has long diſtinguiſhed himſelf as an 
active, able, and intelligent magiſtrate in this coun- 
ty, and in every other reſpect has claimed the pub- 
lic eſteem.

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From this time it paſſed with the manors of Ken- 
ton in Suffolk, Pickenham and Barford-hall manors 
in Norfolk, till the death of Ralph Fitz-Ralph in

deſcended to Robert de Nevile, who married Mary, 
his eldeft daughter and heireſs; and this went to fir 
Robert de Tateſhall, lord of Buckenham caſtle, in

who in 1541, ſold it to the aforeſaid John Flower- 
dew, efq. and ſo he became ſole lord of the manor, 
and patron of the church. 


Robert Drury, his ſon and heir, died lord, April 
16, 1564. By Catherine daughter of William Sheres, 


of Aſhwellthorpe, who is buried in this chancel, he 


had ſeven ſons; William, his eldeſt fon, died before 
his father : the younger ſons at different times fold 
and releaſed their rights to Edward their brother, 
who alſo purchaſed the royalties ; and ſo the whole 
was ſolely in the ſaid Edward about 1584. In 
1571, he was a lawyer of note, for then the dean 
and chapter of Norwich retained him their ſtanding 
counſel. In 1580 he was ſerjeant at law, and trea- 
ſurer of the Inner-Femple ; and in 1584, third ba- 
ron of the Exchequer. He was made ſecond baron 
in 1383, and died March 31, 1586, the 28th of 
Elizabeth, ſeiſed of all the manors of this town, ex- 
cept Woodhall. 


He married Elizabeth daughter of William Foſter, 
of Wymondham, but had no iſſue, and was interred 


in the chancel here, leaving Anthony, eldeſt ſon of 


William his eldeſt brother, his heir. 


At his death he gave by will to the town of Lynn 
a ſilver cup, gilt, and another to the town of Yar- 
mouth, and to Mrs. Shelton a gilt cup which was 
given him by the city of Norwich. His inventor 
ſhews he had a large quantity of plate, among which 
a gold chain valued at 80l. one dozen filver plates, 
Ke. a fair diamond ring, given him by fir John 
Yonge in his laſt circuit.

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He was buried with much pomp, as appearf- by 
the fees paid the herald for attendance, &c. 


Tt 1s plain this lerjeant was an oppreſſor, com- 
plaints being iſſued againſt him by numbers of peo— 
ple, for plowing up boundaries, incloſing lands, &c. 


It ſeems that Anthony ſold the whole to his bro— 

ther John, who died ſeiſed the 17th of Nov. 1387, 
leaving Edward his fon and heir, a minor, whole 
truſtee, fir Henry Hobart, knt. preſented in 1620, 
and then the manors were mortgaged to Wm. Goſtlin, 
Who preſented in 1639; and before 1670 the ad- 
vowſon was in John Goſtlin, M. D. and his heirs 
for ever, and the manors ſettled on Thomas Flow- 
erdew, of London, merchant ; and were ſold in the 
goth of Charles II. 1678, to captain John Aide, of 
Horſtead, who was ſole lord of all the manors : in 
1739, Jane Pomfret ; and they were purchaſed by 
the late Edward Atkyns, of Ketteringham, eſq. high- 
ſheriff of Norfolk in 1743, whoſe fon, Edward At- 
kyns, eſq. is the preſent lord. | 


Hacon's Manor was part of the great manor 
granted off by the Fitz-Ralphs. It takes its name 
from che antient lords of it, viz. Hubert Hakun, of 
Great Melton, who was lord in 1306. In 1336, 
Henry Drury was lord, and being purchaſed of 
Robert Drury by ſerjeant Flowerdew, it was joined 
to Cromwell's manor, as it remains at this day. 

WoopnaLlL and CANTELOSE, or CANTLEY, an- 
tiently called Hetherſet's Manor, belonged to Godric 
the ſewer at the conqueſt ; one part of its ſoc be- 
Jonged to earl Alan's capital manor, and the other 
to the king and carl of Norfolk, of whoſe deſcen- 
dents it was always held at a quarter of a fee. 


John 
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John de Hetherſet was ſucceeded by fir Simon, 
who with conſent of Remigius his brother, parſon 
of Hingham, ſettled it on Margaret their ſiſter, and 
fir Robert de Ufford, her huſband, who was lord 
here. This fir Simon was a man of note, being one 
of the king's juſtices itinerant in 1336; and was 
ſucceeded by his eldeſt ſon, fir John, whoſe widow, 
Elizabeth, re-married in 1357 to John de Reppes, 
and then conveyed the third part of this manor to 
William de Hetherſet, her eldeſt fon, who left two 
daughters and heireſſes. 


By marriage it came to John Palgrave, eſq. of 
Northwood-Barningham, who kept court here in the 
24th of Edward IV. 1481. From 1378 it went as 
Palgrave's manor in Wymondham, till it was, pur- 
chaſed and joined to the other manor by Mr. John 
Aide, of Horſtead. | 


The manors extend into Barford, Wramplingham, 
Dunſton, Taverham, Belaugh, and Honingham, and 
have all royaltics belonging to them. 


The church of Hetherſet is dedicated to St. Re- 
migius, and had formerly two medieties, each having 
a rector inſtituted thereto; the one from hr Robert 
de Tatteſhall, patron thereof, was called Tatteſhall 
mediety ; as the other, from fir Ralph Fitz-Ralph, 
was called Fitz-Ralph's mediety. 


In 1406, Tatteſhall's mediety was conſolidated 
with Canteloſe ; and, October 12, 1433, they were 
perpetually united with Fitz-Ralph's mediety. 


In 1647, Philip Tenniſon, S. T. P. archdeacon 
of Norfolk, and rector of Foulſham, had this recto- 


ry, but was ejected by the Protector, to make way

and was ſucceeded by Thomas Moore, jun. who 
publiſned, | | 


Breach upon Breach, or an acknowledgment of judicial 
breaches made upon us, occaſioned by finful breaches mad: 
among us, with inſtruction, admonition, and encourage- 
ment, yet to turn to Him that ſmates us; being the ſum of 
what was delivered at the funeral of Mr. Feremah Cole- 
man, late preacher of the Goſpel at Hetherſet, in Nor- 
folk, February 18, 1638. Publiſhed in quarto at Lon- 
don in 1659, by Thomas Moore, jun. his ſucceſſor 
there, who was outed at the reſtoration of Charles 11.

In 1704, John Goſtlin, M. D. preſident of Caius 
college, by will, dated February 10, gave the patron- 
age to that ſociety. 


In 1736, the Rev. John Berney, A. M. the pre- 
Tent rector, was inſtituted at the preſentation of the 
maſter and fellows: he is now D. D. archdeacon of 
Norwich, chaplain to the biſhop, rector of the two 
conſolidated rectories of the Saxlinghams in Norfolk, 
and of the rectory of St. Clement at the Bridge in 
Norwich. | 


The maſter of St. John of Jeruſalem's Comman- 
dry at Carbrooke, in Norfolk, had ſmall rents here, 
paid by the lord of the manor, of the giſt of the an- 


cient lords. 


In the time of Edward I. John and Roger Bigot 
were owners, but we do not find them ever concern- 


ed in the manors. | 


The 
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The church of Hetherſet hath its north porch tiled, 


its nave, two ailes, and chapels leaded, with a ſquare 
tower and five bells. The chancel is totally ruinated 
and part of the nave uſed as a chancel. A ſmall 
| ſpire was a few years fince raiſed on the tower, at 
the joint expence of Dr. Berney and the pariſhioners, 


In our Lady's chapel, at the eaſt end of the ſouth 
aile, is an altar tomb, having the portraitures of a 
knight armed cap-a-pee, with a {word hanging from 
his head, which lies on a cuſhion, his ſpurs on, and 
a lion at his feet: he is in a ſurcoat of his arms, 
and hath his ſhield of them, viz. Bernak, erm. a feſs 
G. By him is his lady, with a dog at her feet, and 
on her mantle are the arms of Bernak impaling 
Driby.

This ſir William Bernak, knt. and Alice his wife, 
daughter and heireſs of fir Robert de Driby, Ent.

ried, by John Flowerdew, father to the Baron, It 
ſeems the chancel was rebuilt by them. 


In St. Thomas's chapel, at the upper end of the 
north aile, is a fair-raiſed tomb, wherein lyeth Ca- 
therine, mother to Baron Flowerdew, and wife to 
John Flowerdew, without inſcription. In the fame

In 1658, John Rope, gent. of Norwich, gave, for 


the uſe of the poor, a meſſuage called Jeck's, in He- 


therſet, copyhold on Woodhall, and half an acre 
copyhold on Cromwell's manor, which is now the 
Queen's-head, and is rented at 10l. per ann. the clear 
income of which is annually applied by the feoftees 
in cloathing the poor. Ne 


Walſingham Buckenham, eſq. gave a houſe and 
lands for the uſe of the poor, now lett at 41. 7s. bd. 
per ann. N 


The part of the old town-lands, which remained 
after thoſe taken away in Edward' VI's time, are 
now lett at 21. per ann, Alice Kettle pays a rent 
charge of 2s. bd. per ann. 


Mrs. Alice Goddard, who is buried in the church- 


yard, on the eaſt fide of the north porch, gave a 


crimſon velvet cuſhion for the pulpit in the year 1729. 


In 1735, Claude Roberts fitted up the veſtry, gave 
three braſs fconces for the pulpit and deſk, a bible, 
common prayer-book, and communion table-cloth. 


TricxTHoRN, or Tricknam, is a hamlet to this 
town, which takes its name from Alan de Thick- 
thorn its owner, who had it of Stephen le Noreys ; 
and in 1240, Alan ſettled it on Roger, ſon of Ro- 
bert de 'Ihickthorn, who obtained of Henry III. 
anno 1257, liberty of trying. pleas in his court at 
Thickthorn. In 1275, Daniel de 'Thickthorn lived 
here, and held his court; and ſoon after, Ralph at 
the Thickthorn. : 


In queen Elizabeth's time, Robert Balle, of Lon- 
don, eſq. conveyed it to Roger Ramſey, eſq. of Nor- 


wich, 
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wich, who died June 16, 1641, 17th of Charles J. 
ſeiſed of the capital meſſuage called Thickthorn, 
and three hundred acres of land, held of the honor 
of Richmond, at three quarters of a fee. It be- 
longed afterwards to the Flowerdews, and ſince that 
to Iſaac Motham, eſq. 


This hamlet is on the leſt hand of the London 
road from Norwich to Hetherſet, and the common 
belonging to it ftill retains the ancient name. It is 
now owned by Mrs. Bates of Cringleford. 


CANTELOSE, Cont CANTELOWE, or CanT- 
LEY, Was a part of the manor of Hetherſet, but a 
| ſeparate pariſh, with a parochial church, and eight 
acres of glebe, in the time of the Conqueror. It 
took its name of Canteleeſe or Canteloſe, about king 
Stephen's time, ſignifying the leas“* or lees that were 
cut off, or ſeparated from the pariſh, as being a vil- 
lage by itſelf, totally exempt from the juriſdiction 
of the archdeacon of Norfolk, for it paid neither 
procurations, ſynodals, nor Peter- pence, and but 3d. 


carvage. 


When Norwich — was made, ſir Robert 
Tateſhall was patron; and it was a rectory valued 
at five marks, and had a rectory houſe and fifteen 
acres of glebe, but was not taxed: the whole attend- 
ed Hetherfet manor. The church was dedicated to

his church was conſolidated to Hetherſet in 1406, 
by Henry, biſhop of Norwich, at the petition of fir

had laid void becauſe no body would accept it; and 
it was agreed that the profits ſhould be divided be- 
tween John Chriſtmas and Thomas Sawnders, and 


their ſucceſſors, rectors of Hetherſet, for ever; Who 


ſerved the church alternately as a free chapel till the 
Reformation, when it was totally demoliſhed. The 
place where it ſtood is called the Old Church-yard. 


There was an ancient family ſirnamed from this 
hamlet; for John de Cantelos and William Bigot 
were owners here in Henry III's time. 


The capital meſſuage called Cantlowe-hall, in Mr. 
Blomeſield's time was owned by Mr. Arthur Jenney. 


Thomas Starling, eſq. alderman of Norwich, and 
mayor of that city in 1768, (whoſe eſtate here is 
freehold, being lately manumiſed by Edward Atkyns, 
eſq. the manor lord) has built a neat houſe, with 
gardens and planting, at the ſouth-weſt end of this 
village; as has alſo the Rey. Dr, Berney, near the 
church, 


This town is five miles from Norwich, three from 
Wymondham, and one hundred and three from 
London. | a 


 INTWOOD, or InTwors, wrote in Doomſday- 
book, INTWEDA, belonged to earl Ralph at the con- 
queſt, and to Coleman, a free man of biſhop Sti- 
gand's, in the Confeſſor's time; and after the earl's 
forfeiture, the Conqueror gave it to Eudo the ſewer, 
who held it at the ſurvey, when it was worth 4l. per 
ann. being a league long, and half a one broad. 


Thorpe, called afterwards Gloreſthorpe and Gow- 
thorpe, which now is included in Swardeſton, be- 
longed about half of it to this manor, 
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The antient family of the Tiviles were ſetiled 
here very early. In the time of king John, and 
Henry III. Ralph de Tivile, of Intwood, held his 
manor here at two fees; one, of the antient family 
ſirnamed de Riparijs, and the other of William Mar- 
ſhal, che younger. 5 


In 1283, the 1ith of Edward I. John de Tivile 
was lord and patron, and had view of frank-pledge, 
aſſize of bread and ale, and all power of the lcte, 
paying 10d. to the king, as to his hundred of Hum- 
bleyard ; ſo that this town was by that rent ex- 
empt from the juriſdiction of the hundred-court, 
and now the manor was held of the honor of Albe- 
marle ; and the prior of St. Faith held the eighth 
part of a fee of the ſaid John, and Thomas de li- 
vile of Weſton. This John fold the advowlon, 
and lands here, to Nicholas de Caſtello. N 


In the time of Edward II. Hugh de Tivile was 
lord, and in 1313, Thomas Spriggi, of Moneſle, 
was lord and patron; and in 1349, William de 
Buckenham was lord and patron, and had free war- 
ren here. 

In the goth of Edward III. 1356, Bartholomew 
Appleyard and John de Erpingham, citizens of Nor- 
wich, owned it. It was afterwards held of the 
dutchy of Lancaſter, by fir John de Inſula, or Liſle, 
knt. in truſt. Nicholas grandſon to Bartholomew 
Appleyard, fold it to Thomas Wetherby, eſq. the 
rich alderman of Norwich, who died in 1443, and 
left it to Margaret his wife, for hfe, and then to 
John Jenney, eſq. and Elizabeth his wife, daughter 
and heireſs of the ſaid Thomas, | 


This 
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This John Jenney was third ſon of fir John Jen- 
ney, knt. He died in 1497, when Willam Jenney, 
his grandſon, inherited; he died at Intwood, in 
1512, and was buried under a large ſtone in the 


chancel, now robbed of its braſles. 


In 1537, the 28th of Henry VIII. fir John Hey- 
don. knt. and others, conveyed the advowſon and 
manor to Richard Blyant, eſq. with Swardeſton ma- 
nor and advowſon; but ſir John and the others, 
were only truſtees of his father, John Blyant, who 
preſented in 1517; and the ſaid Richard Blyant, eſq. 
ſold it to ſir Richard Greſham, knt. of London, Who 
died in 1348, ſeiſed of the manors of Intwood, Kel- 


wick, Swainſthorpe Hardwick, Swardeſton, and | 


Mulbarton, leaving John his fon and heir. 


In the gd of Edward VI. 1349, fir Thomas Gre- 
ſham, knt. entertained John Dudley, the great earl 
of Warwick, in his journey againſt the rebel, Ket, 
the tanner, at his ſeat here, which he ſoon after en- 
larged and finiſhed, in the manner we now lee it: it 
| lands about half a furlong welt of the church, and 
is now called Intwood-hall, and occupied by Mr. 
Matthew Rackham. A 


Sir Thomas Greſham, knt. built the Royal Ex- 
change at London in 1567, and appears lord and 


patron in 1368. William Greſham, of London, 


eſq. preſented in 1371, and fold it about 1596 to 
Henry Hobart, eſq. with the manor of Swardeſton ; 
in which family it hath continued ever ſince, the ho- 
nourable Henry Hobart being now lord and patron, 
and owner of the village, which contains the hall, 
and a cottage or two only, | 
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- The church, which is dedicated to All Saints, 
hath a nave eleven yards long and fix yards wide, 
with a chancel and ſouth porch, all tiled ; a ſteeple 
round at bottom, and octangular at top, in which are 
two bells. . 


A braſs plate in the chancel to Cecily Hi, ſt wife 
of William Hirſt, Gent. daughter and hetr of Edward 
Shelton, of Broome in the county of Norfolk, eſq. who 
died Jan. 28, 1619. 


There is a large ſtone bel of effigics and an 
inſcription, but we find that William Jenney, eſq. 
was buried under it in 1512. By the font there are 


two ſtones for, Robert Hammond, gent. Aug. 15, 1678, 
34, and Robert his ſon, Aug. 14, 1687, 44. 


Anthony Drury, eſq. ſecond ſon of fir Anthony 
Drury; of Beſthorpe in Shropham hundred, knt. by 
Bridget, daughter of John Spelman, eſq. of Nar- 
burgh, and brother to fir William Drury, who died 
in 1639, lived here; he married a ſiſter of fir Owen 
Smith, knt. of Winſton, and (as the book, intitled 
The Grandeur of the Law, tells us; p. 229) was de- 
ſcended from Robert Drury, of Lincoln's-Inn, eſq. 
a perſon of great learning, and Speaker of the Houle 


of Commons 1 in Henry VII's time. 


In 1401, . chapel of St. James the Apoſlle, of 


Goweſthorpe, or Gowthorpe, was annexed to this 


church of Intwood, and Oct. 23, 1 597. they”! were 


conſolidated with Keſwick. 


The Rev. William Leech was preſented to this 


rectory i in 1743, by John lord Hobart, created earl 


of Buckinghamſhire in the 19th year of George II. 
KESWICK. 
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KESWICK, or Cast-Wis, i. e. the cottages upon 
the wic or winding of the river, to which the ſituation, 
which is on the river's fide, exactly anſwers ;* as 
Keſwick in Cumberland, by the fide of a lake. In 
the Confeſſor's time it was a beruite to Hethel 'manor, 
and was owned by Olf, a thane of that king, and 
by Roger Bigot in the Conqueror's time; it was 
then fix furlongs long, and five broad. Aitard de 
Vals, or de Vaux, held it of Bigot: and the king 
and carl Godric had the whole loc, lete, and ſupe- 
rior juriſdiction. It was wrote Cheſewic and Keſe- 
wic in Doomſday-book. | 


It continued in the Vaux's family for many ages, 
and they had an exemption from paying toll in Nor- 
wich, for the produce of their demeans here. 


There were great conteſts between Jollan de Vaux 
and the prior and convent of Norwich, concerning 
rights of commonage in Eaton ; but things being 
agreed, he became a good benefactor to their monaſ- 
tery, by confirming all right he had in Eaton to the 
monks, and a water-mill in Keſwick called the Old 
BAK + 5 


The priories of Norwich, Thetford, and St. Faith, 


had poſſeſſions here. 
In the 13th of Edward II. 1320, Burga, and 


John de Vaux, her ſon and heir, as executors of 
William de Vaux, paid 1021. to the king, as the 
remainder of the account of the ſaid William, who 
was the king's receiver for the revenues of his caſtle 
and honor of Knareſborough in Yorkſhire,

In 1347, John Sparrow, of Norwich, was lord : 
in 1349, fir John Ufford, knt. and Hugh de Curſon, 
by whom, in 1363, the 29th of Edward III. this, 
and Vaux's manor in Burgh St. Mary, were ſettled 


on William Clere, of Ormeſby, in which family it 
continued till fir Robert Clere. knt. ſold it to fir 


Richard Greſham, knt. who died ſeiſed 1549, and 


it hath paſſed along with the manor of Intwood to 


this day. 


The church was dedicated to ) All Saints, and in 
1505, Robert Curſon was buried here, and gave a 


good legacy to repair the church. 


OR. 23, 1597, this rectory was annexed to Int- 


| wood, and the church was immediately pulled down, 


0 ſteeple is round, and is ſtill ſtanding, being 

ſmall, as was the church, which had a nave, 
8 and ſouth porch : the church- yard is plow- 
ed up to the walls. It ſtands on a hill between 
Hartford-bridges and Intwood, on the ſouth fide of 
the river, and the ruins are ſeen ſome diſtance. 
There are very few houſes beſides the hall; the 
whole village belonging, with Intwood, to the Hon. 
Henry Hobart. Mr. Richard Gurney has a pretty 
villa here, which he has improved and ornamented 
with much taſte, 


Towards the eaſt, on the ſame ſide. of the river, 


on a promontory, bounded on the ſouth-eaſt by the 


river Taiis, are ſeen the ruins of another church, 
properly enough called Marketſhall. 


KETERINGHAM, or KETHERINCHAU; wrote

It was re-dedicated and newly hallowed in 1335: 
it was appropriated to the prior of Pentney, who as 
rector had a houſe and filty-two acres of glebe ; and 
the vicarage had a houſe and twenty-eight acres of 
glebe. It was given by Robert de Vallibus or Vaus, 


the founder of Pentney, (who came with the Con- 


queror into England) and was conlirmed by William 
his ſon and heir. It now ſtands at 61. in the king's 
books ; and the portion of tithes belonging to the 
monks of Thetford, was 4s. per ann. given them by 
Robert de Vaux. _ 


The prior of Pentney preſented to this vicarage 
William Ives, who is buried in the chancel, his ef— 
figy in braſs, and this remains; |

Thetford, and Thomas * £lq. in 1607, ſold

The chief manor of this town belonged to Olf 
the Dane, in the Confeſſor's time, and to Ralph 
Fitz-Walter at the conqueſt, who then held it of 
Roger Bigot ; and it had a church and forty acres 
of glebe, and was worth gl. per ann. being a league 
ng, and half a league broad. , 


The other manor belonged to Ketel the Dane, 
at the Confeſſor's ſurvey ; and was held of Ralph 
Peverell by Warme, at the Conqueror's, 


The chief manor, called afterwards ARGENTEIN“'s, 
or KETERINGHam HALT MANOR, came to Robert de 
Vallibus or Vaux, from Ralph Fitz-Walter, and he 
held it of Roger Bigot. This Rebert came in with 
the Conqueror ; and in the 8th of Richard I. 1197, 
Aubrey de Vere, earl of Oxford, died ſeiſed of the

chancel there, | 


Their effigies in braſs, with their hands conjoined 
as praying, remain on the ſtone; he is in complete 
armour, ſtanding on a lion, and there are the arms 
of Brotherton impaling Grey, and Grey impaling 
Appleyard. | 


The preſent chance] was rebuilt by thefe two, and 
their arms remain in the eaſt window the fame as on 
their tombſtone, and alſo the arms of England and 
Grey impaling. There are alſo the arms of Fitz- 
Walter, and a rebus of a tun, with an oaken branch 
with acorns fixed in the bung-hole. In the middte 
pane 1s fir Henry Grey on his knees, in compleat ar- 
mour, with Grey's arms ſingle, and ſeveral other 
coats not eaſily underſtood. By his will, dated in

Heveninghams, who had their ſirname from the 
town of that name in Suffolk, and hath been very 
honorably matched; and if we may credit many ac- 
counts, Jeffrey de Heveningham was lord there in

of their pedigree does not relate to this town, We 


ſhall not trouble our readers with the account of the

Thomas Heveningham, eſq. the great favourite of 
the duke of Glouceſter, who ſettled an annuity of 
10l. on him for life, out of his manor of Rothing- 
Berners in Eſſex: he died in 1499, and is buried in 
the chancel here, with his wite Anm. | 


The tomb is on the ſouth fide of the altar, built 
in part into the wall, the braſs plates are fixed over 
it, with inſcriptions over their heads. They are both 
in praying poſtures, four ſons and four daughters be- 
hind them.

Sir John Heveningham, knt. his ſon, inheriæœd at 
his death; he married, firſt, Catherine, daughter of 
Lewes lord Mordaunt ; ſhe died in 1602, and he 
married again to Bridget, daughter of Chriſtopher 
Paſton, eſd. of Paſton in Tunſtead hundred: ſhe 
lies buried in the chancel, with the arms of Heven- 
ingham impaling Paſton, obiit June 9. 1624. On 
another ſtone, Here lieth buried the body of John He- 
ventngham, Ant. ob. 17 Fune, 1633. He was high 
ſheriff of Norfolk in 1615, member for the county

| William Heveningham, eſq. his ſon and heir by 
the ſecond wife: he was of this town and Hockwold 
in the hundred of Clackcloſe, and married, firſt, 
Catherine, daughter of fir Henry Walop, of Farley 
in Hampſhire, by whom he had no iſſue: he repair- 
ed the houſe and chapel at Ketteringham in 1648, 


made the plantation of trees there, and was high

tion, he was tried and convicted, and all his eſtate 
forfeited ; but being one of thoſe nineteen regicides 
that ſurrendered themſelves upon the proclamation 
of the 6th of June, 1660, he was pardoned; and 
the year following, Mary, daughter of John earl of 
Dover, his ſecond wife, obtained a patent from 
Charles II. for moſt, if not all, of her huſhand's 
eſtate, particularly that of Heveningham, and this 
manor, which ſhe enjoyed for her life. | 


thn the north fide of the altar is a handſome mo- 
nument of black and white marble, with the efhgies 
of a man and woman, each having a child by them, 
in a praying poſture before a reading deſk, and to 
the table on which the inſcription is wrote, is fixed 
an angel, with his wings expanded, holding an infant 
in ſwaddling cloaths; at the top are the arms of He- 
veningham impaling Cary. 


This monument was erefled by the Right Hon. the lady 
Mary Heveningham, for her deceaſed huſband, herſelf, 
and children, the daughter and grand-daughter -of the 
Right Hon. Henry and Fohn Carey, viſcounts Rochford, 
barons of Hunſden, and _ of Dover, and of Abigail 
counteſs of Dover.

CasTELYN's Manor, belonged to Ketel the Dane, 
aſter to Warine, of whom it was held at the Con- 
queror's ſurvey by Ralph Peverel, and paſſed with 
Peverel's manor in Great Melton; and in 1237, Oli- 
ver de Vaux, lord of Ketteringham, granted a third 
part of this town to Richard de Rupella, or Rokele, 
which was added to this manor. 


In the 13th of Edward I. 1283, Nicholas de Caſ- 
tello, or Caſtelyn, (from whence it took its name) 
was lord of it, and had all privileges in his manor 
allowed by the Juſtices in Eire, on condition he paid 


yearly to the king's hundred of Humbleyard 14d. 


In 1306, it was held by William de Roos, &c. of 
Roger Bigot earl of Norfolk: in 1345, William de 
Bokenham held it: and in 1364, the 39th of Ed- 
ward III. fir Thomas de St. Omer of Brundall had 
it; and ſo it paſſed with all his lands thereto belong- 
ing, in Ketteringham, Stanfield in Wymondham, 
Carleton Curſon, Intwood, Canteloſe, and Hether- 
ſet, to William Parker and Stephen Spelman, citizens 
and mercers of London, in 1402, 
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In the 10th of Henry VII. 1495, fir Henry Grey 
joined it to Ketteringham- -hall manor, with which it 


now continues. 


KANGHAu's Manos, very anciently belonged to 
William de Ketteringham, and Peter his ſon granted 
part of it to William de Curſon, of Stanfield, &c. 
and this William gave it in marriage with Alice his 
daughter to William de Kangham, who releaſed one 

art of it again to Oliver de Ketteringham, on con- 
dition the ſaid Oliver paid for the faid William, to 
the church of Ketteringham St. Peter, 2s. yearly, for 
wax to be burnt before the croſs and al of St.

This part was fold i in 1242, the 26th of Hen. III. 
by Thomas de Ketteringham, to John de Houton; 
but Kangham's part, which was much the largeſt, 
was held by the Kanghams, and afterwards ſold into 
three parts, which in 1256 were united with Rich, 
le Curſon, and continued with Stanfield, till Henry 
Heveningham of Ketteringham purchaſed a part of 
it, which was after joined to Ketteringham manor, 
and the other part {till remains with * in Wy- 
mondham. 


The prior of Pentney had a manor here compoſed 
of divers parcels, given by the lords of the other 
manors, viz. Robert de Vaux, Richard de la Rokele 
and Alice de Kangham. The whole was held at half 
a quarter of a fee of the honor of Forncet, and at 
the diſſolution it was granted from the crown with 
the impropriate rectory, and with chat became united 
to the other manors.

MELTON, GREAT, (Mzrrox Sr. Mary with 
ALL SaiTNs) or MiDLE-TOWN, called in Doomſday- 
book MxLruna, had two churches ſtanding very 
near one another in the ſame church-yard ; that de- 
 dicated to St. Mary the Virgin is now ſtanding, and 
is in uſe; it belonged to the manor of Hacon or 
Hakun, in this town, and when Norwich Doom 
_ was made, Richard Hakun was patron of it. 


The church is twenty yards 8 and ſix yards | 
and a half broad. 


In the chancel, on a marble is this ; Here lieth 
interred the Body of William Younger, Maſler in Arts, 
and Reflor of both theſe Pariſhes, who deceaſed March 
the 6th, 1661, Atatis ſug 57: Frances his Relict 
died Oct. 17, 1665.

In 1527, Robert Bolleyn, wax-chandler, of Nor- 
wich, after the death of Alice his wife, gave lands, 
Kc. lying in the town and field of Great Melton, 
with the courſe of a foldage of two hundred ſheep, 
to the pariſh church of St. Mary, to be in the hands 
of ten or twelve perſons (feoffees) dwelling in the 
ſaid pariſh, to hold to them and their aihgns for 
evermore. The church-wardens for their year to 
receive the profits, out of which 6s. 8d. to be yearly 
relerved towards diſcharging the pariſhioners of the 
king's taxes. His own and wWife's obit to be kept 
in the church yearly on Whitſunday, with Placebo, 
Dirize, and Mafs of Requiem, and the oe to repair 
che church. 


In 1713, an act paſſed (12 Anne Seſſion 1.) by 
which this pariſh of St. Mary, and that of All 
Saints, were conſolidated and made one rectory, ad- 
vowſon, and pariſh ; the church of All Saints to be 
pulled down, and the materials to be laid out in re- 
pairing St. Mary's church; the fame othcers to 
lerve both . as one, Kc. 


The advowſon was afterwards fold to Gonville 
and Caius college in Cambridge.

. 1589, Robert Dives, 00 of Melton, pre- 
ſented; and in the 7th of James I. 1609, fold the 
whole to Thomas Anguiſh, eſq. and the ſame year 
it was ſettled on Edmund Anguiſh, gent. and his 
heirs : he was ſecond ſon to John Anguiſh, twice 
mayor of Norwich. This Edmund preſented in 
1631, died in 1657, and was ſucceeded by John 
Anguiſh, eſq. of Melton, his fon, who preſented in 
1680. He gave it by will to John ſon of Edmund 
Wodehouſe, eſq. of Lexham, who married Anna 
his daughter ; he was lord and patron in 1692, and 
John Wodchouſe, his ſon, ſold it to Edmund Keene, 
eſq. and by the particular then delivered, it appears 
that the whole demeans and eſtate was above 400l. 
per ann. 


In 1701, Edmund Keene was lord of the town, 
and afterwards one of the ſouch- ſea directors: he 
died ſingle at Bath, Jan 21, 1723, but before his 
death had ſold Melton to Edward Lombe, eſq. who 
ſettled in the hall here, and died April 1738, being 
Tucceeded by his brother, the Rev. Mr. John Lombe, 
fellow of Caius college, after that rector and vicar 
of Scarning, then rector of Hethel, and late of 
Sparham and Foxley, on whoſe death, John Haſe, 
elq. his nephew and heir, ſucceeded, and has fince 
taken the name of Lombe.

Tt 
had baptiſm, burial, and all figns of a mother 
church, and ſeven pariſhioners and their families: 
it is {till called Thorpe hamlet. 


In 1476, it was perpetually united to Melton All 
Saints, though the chapel continued in uſe till the 
diſſolution. In the Conqueror's ſurvey it is not 
named, being then part of Melton, which was given 
ſoon after to one Algar, from whom it took its

The principal part or manor of Algars-Thorpe, 
belonged to one Algar, of the gift of Matthew Pe- 
verel. In 1348, the 32d of Henry III. John le 
Breton, for ſiding with the French king, forfeited it; 
and in 1267, Simon de Melton was ſole lord. 


In 1401, Henry Lomnor, jun. had the biggeſt 
Part, which joined to Hacon's ; and the other parts 
afterwards were in the Wootons, Flowerdews, Cor- 
bets, and Davies. 


John Lombe, eſq. the preſent Lord, reſides at the 


capital manor-houſe of Great Melton, which is. ſi- 
G 2 tuated 
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tuated at a ſmall diſtance to the north-weſt of the 
church, amidſt many ſtately trees; and he is the 
owner of nearly the whole pariſh, having within a 
few years conſiderably enlarged the family eſtate by 
purchaſes ; and at his own expence, made ſpacious 
and extenſive roads about the manſion-houſe, around 
which the grounds are laid out with much judgment

Though this part of the country is rather wood- 
bound, the grounds are fertile, and very much im- 
proved.

In 1501, Thomas Batchcroft, lord of this town, 
was buried in our Lady's chapel, and in 1558 Ro- 
bert Allen, Gent. was buried in the church. 


In the north window of this chapel is a ſhield, on 
which, S. a chev. er. between three lions ramp. arg. 
and in the ſouth aile window, arg. a chief gul. over 
all a bendlet az. Cromwell. 


This advowſon was given in the 21ſt of Henry I. 

1121, by Ralph de Monte Caniſo, or Montchenſy, 
and was confirmed by Warine de Montchenſy his 
nephew, to Gilbert prior of Ixworth in Suffolk, and 
the convent there, to which it was appropriated by 
pope Honorius II. afterwards the rectory, and all that 
belonged to it, was granted to the vicar and his ſuc- 
ceſſors, paying the prior a perpetual penſion of 4bs. 
8d. a year. 22 


In 1338, Henry VIII. in his 2gth year, granted 
it to Richard Codington, of Codington in Surry, in 
exchange for the manor of Codington, along with 
the manor of Ixworth, &c. and he, with other truſ- 
tees, in 1554 fold it to Francis Chamberlain, of Great 
Melton, who in 1561 held it in cabite, with the glebes 
3 and 
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and tithes thereto belonging, till by deed, dated 
May 8, 1577, the 19th of Elizabeth, he conveyed 
them to Emanuel college in Cambridge, which hath 
preſented to the vicarage ever ſince, 


In 1691, Gawen Naſh, one of the minor canons, 
aud vicar of this church, was deprived for not taking 
the oaths to king William III. 


This town belonged to Edwin in the Conqueror's 
time, who ſettled it at his death on the abbey of St. 
Bennet at Holm in Ludham; and at the ſurvey was 
_— held by Godric the ſewer, on carl Ralph's for- 
eiture. 


Little Melton was one mile and an half long, and 
one mile and one furlong broad: it was called in 
the abbey deed, Medeltun che Leſs, or the Middle 
Town. Henry II. ſent a precept to the ſheriff of 
Norfolk, that the abbot of St. Bennet ſhould hold 
quictly this manor, which Hubert de Montchenſy had 
diſſeiſed him of during the war. | 


In the 56th of Henry III. 1272, Reginald de Ar- 
gentein purchaſed ſeveral lands here, and held one 
art of the manor at the ſixteenth part of a fee of 


Aylmer de Valence, earl of Pembroke. 


In 1443, the 23d of Henry VI. William Wymer 
ſettled it on John Alyngton, jun. eſq. and in the 
2zth of Henry VIII. 1534, Giles Alyngton ſold it 
to Elizabeth Marſham, widow, when it extended into 
all the Meltons, Hetherſet, Bawburgh, and Colney. 
She was widow of John Marſham, mayor of Nor- 
wich, who was buried in the chancel of St. John 
Maddermarket in Norwich, anno 1525.

In 1367, the gth of Elizabeth, Ralph Marſham, 


of Norwich, grocer, was ſole lord: he married a 
daughter of Hamon Claxton, of Livermere in Suf- 
folk, and left it to Robert Marſham, his ſon and 
heir, who married Elizabeth, daughter of Robert 
Downes, of Bodney and Great. Melton, who had firſt 
Edward Marſham, of Little Melton, lord in 1612,

MLTON-HATIL, HERTrORD, or HEREForD's Ma- 
Nok, belonged to Roger de Melton Parva about 
1180, and Roger his grandſon ſold to Mr. Vincent 
de Bek, all his lay-fee and freehold, which he held 
of William of Great Melton, in order to enable him 


to go in pilgrimage to the Holy Land.

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In the 8th of Edward I. 1280, William de Here. 
ford (from whom it took its name) owned it; and 
in 1323, William de Hertford held it at the 8th part 
of a fee of the earl of Pembroke, and John Dames 
had it ſoon after. 


In 1338, the 12th of Edward III. by the name 
of Burfield's manor, an eighth part of it was ſettled 
on John Skilman; and in 1 245, it was found that 
the heirs of William de Bek held it, 


In 1371, the feoffees of Margaret, widow of Ral ph 
de Bocking, releaſed it to John Dunning, and his 
Heirs. 


In the ad of Edward TV, 1401, Thomas de Blick- 
ting held it, but he being a minor, it was in the 
king's hands; and in 1418 it was fold by John Swan 
and Richard Monefle to John Briſton, eſq. Kc. 


In 1439, the + 37 7th of Henry VI. Robert Allen, 
ſen. of Earlham, and Henry Spelman, mortgaged 
it to Simon Thornham, &c. for one hundred and 
ten marks; and in 1301, Thomas Batchecroft, of 
Melton-Parva, gave it to Chriſtian his wife, by will, 
for life, —__ then to*be ſold. | 


In . the 16th of Elizabeth, Richard Calle, 
of Melton, gent. &c. ſold it to Nicholas Sotherton, 
jun. of Norwich, gent. in whoſe family it afterwards

MERKESHALL 
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MERKE SHALL. or MaxxETSHALL, in Doomſ- 
day-book, MaRKESsHALLA, it being at that time, the 
mark out of the great lake at the droifion of the rivers,* 
though by corruption it is now called MATTISHALL. 
The whole village, as well as the church, is dilapi- 
dated, there being only one farm houſe in its pre- 
cinct, which was lately built by the Pettus' family,

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In 1451, John Yelverton, eſq. was lord of the 
manor of Merkeſhall, called Monx's Manor, of 
Luminor hall. About 1320 we find it in James 
Helmes, eſq. who was ſucceeded by his ſon, Wil- 
liam Helmes, of Rackheath, gent. who about 1368, 
ſold -it to Thomas Pettus, alderman of Norwich, 
with Rackheath, &c. in which family it hath conti- 
nued ever ſince, fir Horace Pettus, bart. being the 
laſt lord, 


Lady Pettus has this eſtate for life, na to 
her daughters, who married John Richard Daſh- 
wood, eſq. of Cockley Cley in South Greenhoe 
hundred. | 


The church was dedicated to St. Edmund the 
King and Martyr, and ſtands on a point or pro- 
montory, like the chapel of that martyr, which ſtood 
at the very north-weſt extremity of the county, from 
thence called St. Edmund's Point, in Hunſtanton; 
it never had a ſteeple, but only a nave, and chancel, 
the firſt about ten yards long and eight broad, the 
latter about the ſame length, and about fix yards 
broad, The only houſe in the pariſh ſtands about 
two furlongs ſouth of it; the ruins are ſtill percep- 
tible at ſome diſtance. | 


In 1523, William Paſton, eſq. having obtained 
a grant of this turn, of James Helmes, eſq. he pre- 
| ſented William Woodward, prieſt, not as formerly, 
to a rectory, but to a free chapel ; by means of 
which, at the diſſolution, it was demoliſhed, the 
glebe and profits ſeiſed, which were then valued at 
61. 6s. per ann. Woodward was returned not rector, 
but cuſtos or maſter of it, and had a penſion for 


life abgncd him as cuſtos, of 21. 15s. 6d, which

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we find paid him in 1353, and then it was total! 
left out of the king's books, and the whole loſt for 
a time; but in 1608, it being found that it was a 
preſentative rectory, formerly valued in the king's 
books at 31. 6s. 8d. it was reinſtated, and the king 
preſented Thomas Twaits, A. M. to it, by lapſe of 
time, and he having ſome trouble in recovering the 
arrcars, compounded it at laſt. with the patron ; ſo 
that in 1609, ſir John Pettus, knt. preſented. 


In 1695, March 16, it was conſolidated to the 
adjacent rectory of Caſtor St. Edmund, with the 
conſent of fir John Pettus, bart. and now it remains 
by virtue of the conſolidation, part of Caſtor, though 
this is in the hundred of Humbleyard, and Caſtor 
in that of Henſtead, being divided only by the ri- 
ver Taiis, which runs between them, ſeparating 


thoſe hundreds. 5's 


MULBART ON, wrote MolkEBERTUNA in Doomſ- 
day-book, Morkr, Myxir, Muchz, or GREAT Bak- 
Tod, was owned by Ordinc, a thane of the Con- 
feſſor's; and by Roger Bigot, and Ralph de Beau- 
foe, in the Conqueror's time, when it was fix fur— 
longs long, and five broad, and had a church and 
fifteen acres of glebe, then worth two ſhillings. 


Hubert de Rhye was lord here in the latter end of 
the Conqueror's time, and about 1184, gave it to 
the monks of Chriſt-church in Canterbury; and in 
king Stephen's time they exchanged it with Henry 
his fon, for the advowſon and manor of Deopham ; 
and accordingly it was held of the barony of Rhye, 
as of the manor of Hingham. | 


It after came to Robert Fitz-Roger, and then to 
Jhe st. Omers, who held it of him. William de 
| Sando 
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Santo Audomaro, Omero, or St. Omer, was the 
firſt lord of that name, and lived in the time of 
Henry III. and was ſucceeded by Thomas his ſon, 
who married Petronilla widow of Ralph de Tony; 
and in 1267, he held the hundred of Grimſhoe and 
Saham Tony manor, during her life. In 1275, he 
was juſtice itinerant in Cambridgeſhire, and had a 
charter of free warren, and a fair here confirmed, 
which was firſt granted to William his father, with 
free warren and a fair at Brundall, by Henry III. in 
the 38th year of his reign, 1253. 


hs 1285, upon has Quo Warranto „ for 
every manor in the county, to ſet forth and prove 
their ſeveral liberties, this Thomas claimed view of 
frank-pledge, aſſize of bread and ale, and all things 
belonging to a lete, and had it allowed: he alſo 
claimed liberty of infangenthef, and accordingly 
erected a gallows here; and this year one Walter 
Godwyne, of Carleton, taken in this manor, and 
convicted of felony by Nicholas de Monuer, of 
Carleton, in this court ſufficiently proved, was con- 
demned and hanged ; but it appearing that this Tho- 
mas de St. Omer was the firſt that erected a gallows 
here, and that without the king's grant, or the ma- 
nor having the liberty, it was ordered that he ſhould 
be diſſeiſed of ſuch liberty, and the gallows pulled 
down. At his death he ſettled ſufficient revenues 
out of his lands here, on the pittancer of Norwich 
cathedral, to keep his anniverlery for ever, and to 
treat the conyent on that day. This he did no 
doubt with a view to atone for the murder, and to 
appeaſe the church, who were then ever willing. to 
compound for crimes at the expence of humanity 
and religion.

He left two daughters, his heireſſes; Elizabeth 
married Thomas Waryn, who releaſed all right in 
the manors of Mulbarton, Ketteringham, and Brun- 
dall, in Norfolk, to fir William de Hoe, knt. and 
Alice his wife, half fiſter to the ſaid Elizabeth; but 
the advowſon of the town continued in fir William 
de St. Omer, knt. till his death, and after in Eliza- 
beth his relict, till her death; and then the whole 
centered in the Hoe family, and fir William de Hoe 
firſt preſented here in 1367. He built the preſent 
church and tower, in the chancel of which he and 
his lady were interred ; he adorned the windows 
with the portraits of himſelf and lady, and her fa- 
mily and their arms. Till lately one of the north 
windows had in it, the pictures of fir Thomas de 
St. Omer, on his knees, in armour, with his ſword 
by his ſide, and his arms on his ſurcoat, and his 
lady in the ſame poſture behind him, with the arms 
of St. Omer and Malmains ; alſo his daughter be- 
hind them ; and oppoſite was fir William Hoe, and 
the ſaid Alice his wife, in the ſame poſture ; over 
the former were the arms of Malmains, over the 
latter were St, Omer's arms; at the top of the win- 
dow were the arms of Hoe, and at the bottom this,

'This fir William was a great warrior, and a man 
of figure in his time, ſerving in the French wars 
many years, being one of the favourites of John earl 
of Somerſet, governor of the garriſon at Calais, un- 
der whom he ſerved. In 1386, being then captain 
of the caſtle of Oye, he had the king's licence for 
two years to viſit the Holy Land. and to appoint his 
brother his deputy there: he died in the year 1410, 


aged 76, and was ſucceeded by Thomas his ſon wy 
cir 
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heir: he preſented by the name of Thomas Hoe, 
eq. but he was ſoon after knighted. In 1436, he 
was. ſent to ſuppreſs the rebellion about Caux in Nor- 
mandy, where he conquered the rebels and waſted 
their country. 


In the 23d of Henry VI. 1445, he was elected a 

Knight of the Garter, and employed again in the 
French wars, where he merited ſo well, that he was 
created a baron of the realm, by the title of lord 
Hoe and Haſtings, and was ſummoned to parliament 
accordingly; he was alſo keeper of the ſeals in 
France, and afterwards chancellor there : he had three 
wives, Elizabeth, daughter and heir to fir 'Thomas 
Felton, knt. by whom he had one ſon, Thomas, 
who died before him; the ſecond was Elizabeth, 
daughter and heir to Nicholas Witchingham. eſq. 
by whom he had only one daughter, Ann; the third 
was Eleanor, daughter to Leo, lord Wells, by whom 
he had three daughters; but upon this laſt match 
this manor was ſettled on Thomas de Hoe, efq. his 
half-brother and heir. 


This lord's will is dated Feb. 12, 1454, by which 
he ſettled twenty marks per ann. on Battle abbey, 
for two monks to ſing perpetually for him and his 
anceſtors at St. Bennet's altar in their church. 


Thomas de Hoe, eſq. died in 1485, and ſettled 
this manor and adyowſon on Ann, only daughter of 
the lord Hoe, by Elizabeth Witchingham, on her 
marriage to fir Jeffrey Boleyn, knt. ſometime lord 
mayor of London, who died ſeiſed, as did Ann his 
widow. 


Sir William Boleyn, knt. of Blickling, ſucceeded,

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Thomas his ſon, who enjoyed it after him; he was 
earl of Wilts, Ormond, and Rochford, and in the 
year 1535, the 28th.of Henry VIII. fold it to John 
Greſham, eſq. and it was inherited by fir Richard, 
and then by fir Thomas Greſham, knt. who was 
lord in 1573, and in 1579, William Greſham, eſq.

into the Norfolk family, and attended it conſlantly | 
till queen Elizabeth's time, when the manor was fold.

las Herford, Philip Repyndon, and John Ayſhion, 
batchelors in divinity: Bale indeed miſtakes, aud 
calls him a Suffolk man, which came from his firſt 
being educated among the Carmelites at Ipſwich : 
he was after that D. D. of Oxford; a modeſt, tem- 
perate, prudent, and learned divine, ſo much be- 
loved by John duke of Lancaſter, that he made him 
his chaplain, and confeſſor to himſelf and lady: he 
was author of many books, an account of which 
may be ſeen in Pitt's Engliſh Writers; he died at 
York, and was buried there in 1399, in the 6th year 
of his Provincialſhip, and 22d of Richard 11, 


NEWTON-FLOTMAN, wrote in Doomſday- 
book Niwetuna, or the New Town, ſo called to diſ- 
tinguiſh it from other places of the ſame' name, 
Newton-Stoneham, or Stony-Newton, but moſt com- 
monly Newton-Flotman, from the flote or ferry-boat, 
which uſed to convey paſlengers over the river Taiis*, 
which though a conſiderable ſtream in ancient days, 
is now but a {mall river, dividing this town from that 
of Tafburgh, generally fordable,. except in high wa- 
ters, when it 1s paſſed over by a very good brick 
arched bridge, repaired at the expence of the county, 


At the time of the Conqueror this was a very in- 
conſiderable village; the old village of Ranthorpe, 
now ſwallowed up in this, being by much the largeſt 
Part of it: Tovi then had.it, and it had fifteen acres 
belonging to the manor of Hethel, which, with or

Yonge, lord biſhop of Norwich, by lapſe, in 1773. 


SWAR DESTON, or SwarnisToN, wrote Su- 
etdeſtuna in Doomſday-book. This village at the 
time of the Conqueror's furvey was in many parts, 
and Thorpe or Gowthorpe then belonged to it, and 
Mangreen alſo, as they do at this day; the two laſt, 
and one part of Swardeſtom belonged to Roger Bi- 
got, but the manor of Swardeſton, called afterwards 


SWwARDESTON, or Cotsy's Manor, which was 
the principal one, belonged to Ordinc, a Dane, one 
of the Confeſſor's thanes or noblemen. It was given 
by the Conqueror to Ralph de Beaufoe, being then 
worth 1068. per ann. Richard held the whole of 
Ralph, when the Conqueror's ſurvey was made : 
Pagan or Pain, the ſon of Richard, ſucceeded, and 
Ralph his fon after him, who by the name of Ralph 
Fitz-Pain, gave lands here, called Pilate's Hills, to 
the monks of Norwich, for the almoner's uſe, on 
condition they received himſelf, his father, and mo- 

ther, and Solomorr his uncle, into their head-roll, 
and celebrated for their fouls. | | 


In the 3ſt of Henry III. 124), William Fitz- 


Ralph, lord here, ſold the advowſon to the nuns of 
Carrowe ; and the year following Walter biſh6p of 


Norwich appropriated the church to them, reſerving 


a vicarage to be * to by that convent. Bar-

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tholomew, who affumed the name of Swardiſton, 
was lord here in 1256. 


In 1315, it belonged to Thomas de St. Omer, of 
Brundall, who died ſeiſed about 1 364, leaving it to 
his two daughters and heireſſes; Alice, married to 
ſir William de Hoe, kut. and Elizabeth, to Thomas 
Waryne. 


In 1392, the 15th of Richard II. it belonged to 
fir John de Colby, in which family it continued ſo 
long, that it ſtill bears that name. 


In the 18th of Henry VI. 1440, Thomas We- 
therby, lord of Brundall, had an intereſt here. In 
1510, the Iſt of Henry VIII. William Jenney, eſq. 
held it, who died in 1512, and was buried at Int- 
wood; and from that time it paſſed with that manor, 
The Hon. Henry Hobart is now lord, and patron of 
the vicarage. It was held of the king, as parcel of 
the dutchy of Lancaſter, 


Trores, Gowrhokrz, or GALTHORPE-HALL Ma- 
NOR, belonged to Roger Bigot at the conqueſt, and 
continued 1n that family ſome time. It came after- 
wards to the family of le Moigne or Monk, and in 
1286, William le Moigne lived here, and claimed 
view of frankpledge, aſſize of bread and ale, &c. of 
all his tenants here. It ſeems, the chapel of St. 
James, which belonged to this manor, was founded 
by ſome of this family, and endowed with the great 
tithes of the manor. It was conſolidated to Int- 
wood church in 1401, but was, in uſe till about 
1590 ; it is now totally demoliſhed, but ſtood in the 
Brick- Kiln Cloſe, ſouth-caſt of the hall. 


This 
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This was always reckoned as a hamlet to Gros 
deſton, and is now included in the pariſh, though 
the lands belonging to it are often, on account of 
the conſolidation, ſaid to be in Galthorpe in Int- 
wood, in the pariſh of Swardeſton.

and is buried here, by Dorothy his wife, who was 
daughter and co-heir of John Smith, of Arminghall. 
They left two daughters, Julian, married to William

Edward Barkham, of Weſtacre, bart. and two ſons : 
William, the youngeſt, married Bridget daughter to 
the lord chief juſtice Coke; John, the eldeſt ſon,

Mancrten Manor was a hamlet to Swardeſton, 
and at the ſurvey belonged to Roger Bigot, from 
whoſe anceſtors it was conveyed to Ofbert of Man- 
green, and after that, William de Haverhill had it 
eonveyed to William de Mannegrene, ni. 


In 1313, the 8th of Edward II. Emma de la 
Penne, and Peter Plumſtede, owned- it; and it be- 

longed, about 1334, to John le Neve, of Mangreen, 
and in 1340, was ſettled on John his ſon, and Mar- 
garet his filter, who married William Dene; and in 
1395, they releaſed to John le Neve all their right ; 


and from thence till 1559, we have met with no ac- 


count of it, when Thomas Aldrich, of Mangreen, 
eſq. was buried by the font in Swardeſton church;

About 1570, it was owned by Thomas Aldrich, 
gent. by whom the moſt part of the lands held of 
the manor (if not all) were purchaſed in, and with 
an heireſs of that family, it went to the Davys. 


Mr. Henry Davy married a daughter of Iſrael Long, 


gent. whoſe daughter and heireſs, Ann, married to 
the late William Churchman, eſq. who owned it, 


and did dwell at Mangreen-hall, which is about 
half a mile north-caſt of the church. Miſs Church- 


man is lady of this manor, 


The church of Swardeſton was originally dedica- 
ted to St. Andrew, and about 1400, re-dedicated to 


St. Mary the Virgin. It is a vicarage, and was ap- 


propriated to the nuns of Carrawe. | 


In the time of Henry VI. the whole impropriate 
rectory was lett to the vicar at gl. 10s. a year. The 
prioreſs of Carrowe, and the prior of Alveſbourne, 


had temporals here. 


The vicars of Swardeſton were preſented by the 
prioreſſes of Carrowe abbey, from 1318 to 1479. 


At the diſſolution, the impropriate _ and 
advowſon of the vicarage, and an annual penſion of 
238. 4d. paid to the impropriator, were granted with 
Carrowe to fir John Shelton, knt. and were after ſold 
by fir Ralph Shelton, to fir Humphry May, knt. 
and in 1563, belonged to Anthony Style, eſq. who 
this year agreed with Robert Beverle, vicar here, 
| that as he was alſo proprietary of Dunſton, if he

che ſaid Robert, and his ſucceſſors, ſerved the — 
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of Dunfton, and paid all dues to the biſhop and 
archdeacon, then he the ſaid Anthony, for himſelf 
and heirs, ſettled all the great and ſmall tithes what- 
ever, and all dues belonging to the pariſh of Swar— 
deſton, and in the bounds of the pariſh, on the vi-

In 1690, Dudley Scargyll, gent. preſented it uni- 
ted to Mulbarton; and on the reſignation of Samuel 
Ganning, in 1726, fir John Hobart, bart. and knight 
of the bath, lord Hobart, and earl of Buckingham- 
ſhire, preſented ; and the Hon. Henry Hobart 1s the 
preſent lord and patron. | | 


. In 1474; John Gerard, of Swardeſton, was bu- 
ried in the church, the nave of which is fifty-two 
ſeet long, and ſeventeen broad; the chancel being 
twenty-five feet long and fifteen broad. It hath no 
ailes, the whole is leaded but the ſouth porch, 
which is tiled.

yards high, and hath five bells in it.

WRENNINGHAM, as it is now, contains three 
whole pariſhes, and three manors. all joined in one, 
riz. Great Wrenningham or All Saints, Little Wren- 
ningham or St. Mary, and Nelonde. 


LIrTIE WRENNINGHAM, as it was afterwards call- 
ed, lies in Doomſday-book by the name of Wafin- 
cham and Wallincham, and was formerly in two 
parts; Ketel the Dane had the biggeſt part in the 
Confeſſor's time, and at the Conqueror's ſurvey Wa- 
rine held it of Ralph Peverel; and the church had 
fixty acres of glebe, and Roger Bigot's manor had 
fix freemen, who held one hundred and thirty acres. 
Both theſe united early in the Bigots, who enfeoffed 
the whole in the Thorpes of Aſhwellthorpe, with 
which it hath paſſed to this day, and therefore we 
ſhall refer the reader to the account of the 'manor of 


Aſhwellthorpe. 0 


The church was dedicated to St. Mary, and in 
Norwich Doomſday fir Robert de Thorpe was the 
patron; it then belonged to the rectory of Aſhwell- 
thorpe, and, the rector had no houſe in this town, 
but one at Thorpe only; but it having all the ſigns 
and properties of a mother church, it was ſeparated 
from Thorpe, and became a parochial chapel, and 
independent rectory, valued at 20s, | 


In 1406, April 7, it was perpetyally united to the 
church of St. Peter at Nelonde, and Nicholas atte 
Wode, prieft, was inſtituted to the pariſh church of 
St. Peter at Nelonde, with the chapet of St. Mary 
of Wrenningham Parva annexed, at the — 
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of fir Thomas Erpingham, knt. &c. truſtees to the 
Thorpe family; and not long after, the chapel be- 
coming ruinous was pulled down, 


NELoNDE, called Nelond, Newland, Nayland and 
Nailyng, and in Doomſday Eilanda and Neilanda, 
or the land at the Eye or Ifland. Roger Bigot was lord 
of it at the conqueſt; earl Euſtace had another part 
of it, and earl Hugh a third, as a berewic to his 
manor of Fundenhall in Depwade. They all united 
in the Bigots, who enfeoffed the Britons, and John 
le Briton enfeoffed the manor and advowſon in John 
de Thorpe, who recovered the advowſon againſt John 
le Briton, on an action brought in 1256, the 40th of 
Henry III, and from that time to this it paſſed with 
the Aſhwellthorpe eſtate, and is now a member of 
Great Wrenningham manor, to which town this vil- 
lage was annexed. 1 


In the gd of Henry V. 1415, Jan. 8, the perpe- 
tual united rectory of Nelonde and Wrenningham 
Parva was annexed and perpetually united to the per- 
petual united rectory of the medieties of Great Wren- 
ningham, and ſo continue as one conſolidated rec- 


tory at this time. 


When Norwich Doomſday was made, fir Robert 
de Thorpe was patron; and the rector had a houſe 
and nineteen acres of glebe. | 


Belhouſe-hall ſtood in this pariſh, and there were 
ſeventy-four acres. and an half of land in demean 
adjoining to it; two parts of the tithes of which be- 
longed to Eye priory, for which that houſe was taxed 
at 16s, The temporals of the prior of St. Faith 
were taxed at-2s. 1d. The church was demoliſhed 
at the Reformation; it hes between ung | 
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and Aſhwellthorpe, and 1s called the Old Church- 
yard.

Reginald de Nelonde had a free tenement here, 
with divers ſervices and rents belonging to it; but it 
long ſince was purchaſed by the Thorpes, and ad- 
ded to Belhouſe manor. 


In the 11th of Edward I. 1285, it was found that 
the lect of Nelonde belonged to the prior of Wy- 
mondham and Robert de Tateſhale; and in 1284, 
upon a ſuit commenced about it, the prior proved 
that it belonged to his monaſtery, of the gift of Wil- 
ham le Buteler, in the time of Henry I. and that 
that king confirmed it to his monaſtery, with the aſ- 
file of bread and ale, &c. of all their tenants here,

William lord Willoughby married to his ſecond 
wife, Joan, daughter of Thomas Holland, earl of

Robert Richmond was lord in the gth of Elizabeth, 
and John, his ſon, died May 26, in the 24th of Eli- 
zabeth, ſeiſed of the manor of Parks, held in free 
ſoccage of the crown, as lord of Ditchingham ; alſo 
of ninety-four acres in this town, Ditchingham. Kc.

And 
the ſaid arms was in the abbot's parlour of Langley 
abbey. 


In 160g the curate returned one hundred com- 
municants. | 


On the diſſolution the appropriated rectory came 
to the crown, and ſo remained till granted to the fee 
of Ely by queen Elizabeth, and confirmed by 15 of 
Parliament, and fo remains at this time. 


May 29, 1772, the Rev. John Mees was li- 
cenſed to the curacy of Langley, by Carleton, by the 
late ſir William Beauchamp Proctor, bart. 
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\LODDON, wrote in Doomſday- book Lodna, 
and ſometimes Lodues, and Lothna. The abbot and 
convent of St. Edmund's Bury had a conſiderable lord- 
ſhip here in the reign of king Edward; and at the 
ſurvey, Frodo was enfeoffed of it, and held! it of the 
abbey, valued then at 408. and at the ſurvey at 41. 
it was fourteen furlongs long, four broad, and paid 
16d. gelt, whoever held it; the ſoc was in the abbey. 


Frodo, ks was enſeoffed of 1 it, was brother of 
Baldwin, abbot of Bury, a Norman, who, with his 
convent, granted it to him, with Mundham, in Nor- 
folk, Toſtoke, Dunham, and Somerleyton, in Suf- 
folk. 


Alfric, called Modercope, a noble Saxon hero, is 
ſaid to have given it to the abbey in the time of the 
Confeſſor. 


HOoſcelinus de 1 held it under Frodo, with | 
five knights fees and a half. 


It is alſo ſaid in Regiſter Pinchbeck of this abbey, 
that Britulinus, alias Britulfus, ſon of Leomar, was 
lord of Cheventon, Saxham, Dunham, Toſtoke, 
and Somerleyton, in king Edward's. time; and that 
king William on his death gave it to the abbey, and 
to Baldwin the abbot, to, give to Frodo, his brother, 
and among his followers (Frenchmen) to ſerve St. 
Edmund, whenever they were ſummoned; and that 
the abbot, by the king's command, gave Frodo. 
Dunham, Toſtoke, and Somerleyton, to hold of St. 
Edmund, and the king, and to find ſoldiers ; that 
Chevington, and Saxham, being near to the monaſ- 
tery, the abbot held them in his own hands, for the 
uſe of his church, and gave Loddon, and Mundham, 


which lay at a diſtance, to Frodo, they being given 
0 
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to the abbey by Alfric Modercoppe, wich Thani 
ham, in the time of Edward the Confeſſor, and Al- 


iric the biſhop. In the family of de Lodne, or Lod- 
don, this lordſhip remained. 


Goſceline de Lodne, lord, dying without iſſue, his 
ſive ſiſters were his heirs: Firſt, Alice, or Alicia, 
who married William de Beauchamp; ſecond, Agnes, 
married to William de Ryvill ; third, Suſan, married 
to Hugh de Somerton; fourth, Emma, to Ralph de 
Hoo; and fifth, Leſcelina, to Peter de Brokeley : 
yet the family of de Lodne (as ſome collateral 
branch) had an intereſt in the town after this; fir 
John de Lodne was living in the reign of Edward I. 
and held lands here. 


CHarLes's Manon. Alicia, who married Wil- 
liam Beauchamp, on a divilon of Goſceline's eſtate, 
had, beſides her own part, the part of her ſiſter, 
Agnes, who with her huſband, William de Ryvill, 
granted it to her, and her huſband, William de Beau- 
champ.

paid to the mother church. 
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In the 45th of Henry III. Sir William Charles had 


a. grant of ſree-warren in all his lands in this town, 
Sifſland, Mundham, &c. and in the following year 
that of a weekly market on Friday, and an anuual 


fair at Loddon. 


Edward Charles, in the gd of Edward III. is ſaid 
io hold it of the abbot of Langley, and of Robert de 
Ingloſe. valued at 20l. per ann. | 


In 1400 fir Robert Charles was. lord of this town, 
&c. with the advowſon of Thwayte. 


In the 7th of Henry V. fir Thomas Charles, knt. 
died, and Thomas, his ſon and heir, conveyed, about 
the 20th of Henry VI. the manor of Siſland, with 
lands in Loddon, &c. to John duke of Nortolk, &c. 


William De-la-Pole, earl of Suffolk, is alſo ſaid to 
have bought of Thomas Charles, eſq. and Ralph de 
Howe, for 1850 marks, this lordſhip, 600 acres of 
land, 40 of meadow, goo of paſture, 20 of wood, 
in Loddon, &c. John Mowbray, duke of Norfolk, 
and his deſceridents, the Howards, held it. 


The abbot of Langley had a conſiderable intereſt 
alſo in this lordſhip. After the death of Goſceline, 
the carl of Oxford is ſaid to have held of the abbot 
of Bury the five knights fees, and a half, that he held, 
and Goſccline's deſcendents held their parts of the 
ſaid earl. 


In the 20th" of Henry III. the abbot, Ralph de 
Howe, &c. held them of the earl of Oxford, and he 
of the abbot of Bury, who held in capite. 


"In the loch of king John the abbot had the fourth 


part of the adyowlon 2 in his own x right, and had three 
other 
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other parts then conveyed to him by fine; and in the 
6th of Henry VI. he paid ſuit to the earl of Oxford's 


manor of Caſtle Heveningham, in Eſſex, for his 
lands here. 


In 1428 the temporalities of the abbot were va- 


lued at 10l. 178. 11d. 


After the diſſolution it was granted, Auguſt 16th, 
in the 32d of Henry VIII. to Thomas Godſalve, eſq. 


Henry de Stubbs had an intereſt, or part of a fes 
here, and in Norton, &c. which he ſurrendered by fine 
in the 24th of Henry III. to Jeffrey de Lodne: the ſa- 
mily took their name from a place called Stubbs, in 
this town. 


Sir Joh de Lodne iti the 13th of Edward I. claimed 
free-warren in his manor of Stubbs, This came af- 
terwards to the abbey of Langley, and was granted 
with their lordſhip to Thomas Godſalve, — as be- 
fore mentioncd. 


Roger Godſalve ſold it to Rob Hobart, gent. in 
the 1 ith of James I. and-Hobart to fir Robert Breton, 
in the 15th of that king. 


The Charnels had alſe a part of Goſcelinc's ma- 


nor. Ernald de Charnels granted his right of pas 


tronage in the church of Loddon to the abbot of 
Langley, in the 10th of king John; and in the 19th 
of Henry HI. Peter de Ryſing. and Joan, his wife, 
reſigned all their right in a tenement, formerly Goſ- 

celine's, to Thomas de Charnels: Joan was daughter 
of Baldwin SI. | 
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 Bacon's Manor. Uluric, a free-man of earl 
Cs. or Guerd, brother of king Harold, was lord 
of this manor in the reign of the Confeſlor : this 
was granted to Robert Grenon, and Oſbert held it 
under him at the ſurvey; in Uluric's time it was va- 
lued at 208. at the ſurvey at 408. and carl Ralph had 
the ſoc. 


This lordſhip was called Bacon's from the lords 
of it; the anceſtor of the family was Grimbald, a 
Norman, lord of Letheringſet, Baconſthorpe, and this 
manor, in a few years after the ſurvey; Ralph, his 
ſecond ſon, aſſumed the name of Bacon. 


In the 29th of Henry HI. Thomas Bacon had a 
grant of a weekly market, and fair here; and in the 
g2d of that king Roger Bigot, earl of Norfolk, granted 
to hitn by fine, liberty to hold the ſame on paying to 
Roger 20s, per ann. he being ſued by the ear], as 
the market here was French to the earl's market 
at Bungay. 


John Bacon, eſq. was lord in 1426, and dying i in 
1462, left Thomas his ſon: and heir, who had two

Sir John Glemham died ſeiſed of a moiety of this 
lordſhip,. October 15, in the 29th of Henry VIII. as 
did Chriſtopher, his ſon, October 18, in the 4th ot 
Edward VI. leaving Thomas his ſon and heir, who

There was near to this town of Loddon a village, 
or hamlet, called Goloſa, which the ſaid Aluric 
held under Stigand, and on his deprivation was 
granted to Robert, ſon of Corbun. and held of him 
by Humphrey. In Aluric's time it was valued at 
7. but at the ſurvey at 10s. the king and the earl 
had the ſoc. Theſe lordſhips came, on the death of 
Robert, ſon of Corbun, as an eſcheat to the crown, 
and were granted by William II. to William de Al- 
bini, (che king's butler, lord of Riſing-Caſtle, &c.) 

anceſtor of the earls of Arundel. 


The ancient family of de Ingloſe held then under 


the Albinis, earls of Arundel, and may be juſtly ſup- 
poſed to take their name from Goloſa, afterwards cor- 
ruptly called Ingloſe, the town being ſome ages paſt 


demoliſhed, and the lands belonging to it now 


making part of the pariſh of Loddon. 
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In the 42d of Edward III. Henry, ſon of fir John 
de Ingloſe, ſold by fine the manor of Ingloſe-Hall, in 
Loddon, and 118. rent, to William de Brundale, and 


his heirs. 


FO late ate of fir Henry Ingloſe, held it in the 
18th of Richard II. In 1389 ſhe preſented to the 
church of Siſeland, in Norfolk; in 1396 Henry In- 
gloſe preſented, and in 1416, and by his feoffees 


in 1418. 


Sir Henry Ingloſe, knt. died in 1431, poſſeſs 
ſed of lands in Haverland, Dilham, Loddon, and 
Waſhingford, in Norfolk; and Aſhby, in Suf- 
folk; of the manors of Haverland, Brandeſton, and 
Cawſton, in Norfolk: alſo of Bokenham-Ferry, 
North Walſham, Helmingham, called Bryan's, Rack- 
heath, Hoothgate, Mundham, called Mauclerk's, 
and Sprowſton, in Norfolk; Gunton, and Hopton, 
in Suffolk; and Pykworth, in Rutlandſhire; the 
manors of Hedenham, and Kelling, and the advow- 
ſons of the churches of Filby, Booton. Bawdeſwell, 
Grimſton, Siſeland, and Gunton, in Norfolk. 


Henry Ingloſe, eſq. ſon of fir Renry, collerited it, 
and died poſſeſſed of it, &c. with the manor of By- 
kar, in Lincolnſhire, on September 20, in the Sth of 
Henry VIII. and Henry, his fon and heir, died Sep- 
tember 25, in the 17th of the ſaid king,. eiten of 


this lordſhip, Waſhingford, Kc. 


In the 3d of Henry VIII. Rabat Holditch had

Godric had alſo a lordſhip in a town, or hamlet, 
near to Loddon, called Waſingeford in the book of 
Doomſday, of which a free-man of Edwin was alſo 
deprived, and the ſoc was in the lord of the hundred. 
This and another fee, came as an eſcheat to the crown 
on the death of Godric, and were granted to Wil- 
liam de Albini, anceſtor of the earls of Arundel. 


There was an ancient family that took their name 
from this town, which is demoliſhed, but there are 
lands in the pariſh of Loddon which go by that 
name. 


This lordſhip of Waſingeford was held by the 
rer Sir Henry de Ingloſe died ſeiſed of it in

The abbot being in poſſeſſion of the patronage, 
had it appropriated to him, and a vicarage was ap- 

pointed, of which he had the patronage. In the 
reign of Edward I. it appears that there were two ca- 
rucates of land, with a manſe, or houſe, belonging 
to this appropriated rectory; that he had all the 
ſmall tithes of the men, or tenants, belonging to the 
manor of Robert de Lodne, with the oblations at 
the croſs, and that the rectory was taxed at twenty- 
five marks. 


The vicar had a manſe, with thirty acres, valued 
at ſix marks, but bad no oblations, or tithes, (of the 
men) of the manor beſore mentioned, and he admi- 
niſlered all ſacraments. | 


In 1g11, on the 6th of the ides of January, John 
Salmon, biſhop of Norwich, united and conſoli- 
dated this vicarage to the abbot of Langley. 


At the diſſolution the appropriated rectory, and 
vicarage, which was conſolidated and united to it, 
came to the crown; the reQory remained there ſome 
time; but in 1 581 Henry Weſco was preſented to 
the vicarage by queen Elizabeth ; - and in 8985 he re- 
turned 240 communicants. 


On 
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On an exchange of lands made by queen Eliza- 
| beth, and the ſee of Ely, this appropriated rectory, 
and the patronage of the vicarage, came to that ſee. 


The church was dedicated to the Holy Trinity. 
In the old church we find a legacy granted to build a 
new font in 1487, and to a new battlement of the 
ſteeple in 1500. In it were the guilds of Corpus 
Chriſti, and of our Lady, St. Margaret's tabernacle, 
and St. Chriſtopher's image, —Sir Edward Charles 
was buried here in 1329. 


In the church · yard was the chapel of St. Mary, to 


to which there belonged a cuſtos in 1289. 


The preſent church was built by fir James Ho- 
bart, in the reign of Henry VII. and is a beautiful 
building. 


In the north chapel, by the chancel, on a marble 
altar, ſeveral braſs plates, with the arms, and two 
figures, now diſrobed, —In memory of Henry Hobart,

Near to this, on a grave- ſtone, with braſs plates, 
the effigy of a woman, - Aun Hobart, late wiſe of 
Henry Hobart, eſq. daughter of fir John Fyneaux, knt. 
chief judge of England, which Ann departed the laſt 
day of Ottober, 13530.—Allo the arms of Hobart, and 
Fyneaux. 


On a grave-ſtone in the chancel, near the north

In the pariſh of Loddon there was alſo a chapel 
belonging to William de Jernemuth, who obliged 
himſelf to the canons of Langley, that the chapel 
which they granted to his court in Loddon ſhould 
be maintained by him and his ſucceſfors, in all 
ings, without detriment to the pariſh church. 


Loddon is pleaſantly ſituated on the banks of a 
river which riſes in this hundred, and empties itſelf 
into the Yare at Hardley-Crols : it is ten miles from 
Norwich, five from Beccles, and fix from Bungay, 

and has a weekly market on Friday, and two annual 
fairs, viz. April 3 and Nov. 11.—Loddon is the 
name of a river in Berkſhire, and Lodder in Weſt- 


moreland, 


MUNDHAM. Roger Bigot, anceſtor to the earls 
of Norfolk, held ſeveral fees in this town at the ſur- 
vey, wrote in Doomſday- book Mundhaham, and Al- 
gamundeſtuna, from ſome mound, or fonce. againſt 


the water; thus, Mundford, in Norfolk, Wymond- 
ham, &c. 


Roger had a grant of a fee which Aluric, a free- 
man, held under archbiſhop Stigand, valued at 5s. 


This Aluric, for his ſervices to king Harold, was 
forced to fly into foreign parts, and was outlawed, 


Alxketel, the Conqueror's bailiff, or ſteward, ſeiſed 
the land for that king; and Roger Bigot begged it of 
the king, who n it to him. | 


Alan earl of Richmond laid claim to i; but Ralph 
Guader, earl of Norfolk, held it with his manor of 
Romborough, in Suffolk.

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Here were other lands held in the time of che Con- 
fellor, all of which fees being granted to Roger Bi- 
got, were held in capite of him and his deſcendents, 
earls of Norfolk. 


The ancient family of de Senges, lords of Scething, | 
had a part of Roger's fee. 


Roger Bigot, earl of Norfolk, by deed without 
date, gave to mm de 8 and his heirs, 


Sir Ralph Shelton was lord in the reign of Ed- 
ward I. and patron; and John, his ſon and heir, pre- 
ſented to the church of St. Peter, in Mundham 
Magna, (as we find it ſometimes called) which ſeems 


to have belonged to the fee of Bigot. 


In 1334 Walter de Filby was lord and patron of St. 
Peter's church; but in the following year fir Adam 
de Cliſton, loed of Buckenham Caſtle, granted li- 
cence to Walcer de Filby, Kc. to alien the advowſon 
of St. Peter's church, &c. to the hoſpital of St. Giles, 
in Norwich, which they had purchaſed of fir John 
Shelton. In the next year the maſter, &c. of the 
{aid hoſpital preſented to that church, and the ſaid 


_ hoſpital is in poſſeſſion of it at this time. 


Mas part of theſe ſees were granted by Roger 
Bigot, earl of Norfolk, in the 28th of Edward I. to 


his kinſman, fir John le Bigot. 


Ralph, ſon of fir. John Bigot, gave it to fir Wil- 
liam Calthorpe i in the 14th of Edward II. and in the 


time a Henry IV, it was in the ſame family, 
Thomas 
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Thomas de Mowbray, lord Mowbray, in the 34 
year of Henry IV. (as heir to the Bigots) held here, 
&c. in capite, the manor of Bigot's, by the 2oth part 


of a fee; and from the Mowbrays 1t came to the 
Hora dukes of Norfolk. 


Robert Cocbus had the grant of a lordſhip, 
which Godwin, a free-man of Edwin, was deprived 
of, who was lord of it before Godric, the king's ſtew- 
ard, held it, and Nigell held it at the ſurvey, valued at 
208. and the king and the carl had the ſoc. 


In the ſaid town he had the grant alſo of a lord- 
ſhip, which Algar, a free-man, held under Stigand, 
with one ſaddie-horſe, kept at the hall, &c.

On the death of Robert Corbun theſe fees came as 
an eſcheat to the crown, and were granted io William 


de Albini, {the king's butler) by William II. 


The ancient family of che Ingloſes were anciently 
enfeoffed of part of the Albini s fee. 


John de Denham conveyed by fine to William de 
Gerberg, or Gerbrigg, vintner, lands belonging to this 
fee, in the 1ſt of Edward I. and in the 20th of that 
king, Walter de Calthorpe, and William de Gerbrigg, 
held a fee of the honor of Riſing. 


In the 933d of the ſaid reign, Nicholas de Heking- 
ham, and John de Wykes, paſſed by fine to Walter 


Hillary the advowſon of 15 church of St. Etheldred, 
and lands here, 


In 
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In the 2d year of Henry IV. John de Norwich con- 
veyed in truſt to Edmund Barry, &c. this manor and 
ad vowſon, with lands, &c. 


In the following year the earl of Arundel is ſaid to 
have held one knight's fee, called Gerbridge, belong- 
ing to his manor of Mileham. 


0 Jn 1451, fir Henry Ingloſe died ſeiſed of a 
lordſhip, called Mauclerk's, which by his will he or- 
dered to be ſold. 


In 1430 John Berney, eſq. of Reedham, preſented 

to St. Echelbert's church; and in 1437 fir John tal- 
toll, In the 2gth of Henry VII. he fold the manor 
and advowſon to Hugh Agon, maſter of St. Giles's 
hoipical, for' 200 marks, where it remains. 


John Spooner, of Sabin was a of the manor 
of Mauclerk, late Ingloſe's, in the reign of Henry 


IV. and died lord in 1314; and Thomas Spooner, 


gent. was lord in the 40th of Elizabeth. 


In Mundham the king had a lordſhip, which Wil- 
lam de Noiers had he cuſtody, or care of, for the 


king. Seven free-men had been deprived of it, being 


a beruite to the lordſhip of Ditchingham, but after- 
wards Roger Bigot added it to his lordſhip of Earſham, 
and held it at the ſurvey, when the king and the earl 
had the ſoc, and it was valued with Earſiham 


The king is alſo ſaid to have the moiety of a 
church, as belonging to his lordſhip in Scething. 


Godric, che king's Reward, had a grant of land 
here, with other lands in Secthing, and Waſhing- 
ford, which were valued at 20s. 


This, 
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This. with what Godric held in the forfeit towns, 
is ſaid to be fix furlongs long, three broad, and paid 


| Gd. gelt. A moiety of the church aforeſaid, with i ten 
acres, belonged to this manor. | 


On the death of Godric it came as an eſcheat to 
the king, and was after granted to the Bigots, carls of 
Norfolk, and ſo joined to their lordſhip in this town. 


Goſceline de ne at the ſurvey, had lands, &c. 
valued at 32d. 


This lordſhip belonged, before the conqueſt, to 
Bury abbey, of whom Goſceline held it with Lod- 


don. 


Roger Fitz-Renard had a ſmall fee with 20 acres of 
land, which the church of Ely held before the con- 
queſt, valued at 3s. Here were other lands held of 


Ely. 


There was a family that took their name from this 
town, and had a conſiderable intereſt herein.

Here were certain lands called Holme's, hcld by 
the family of de Hulmo, of Conſtant de Clifton, of 
the Arundel fee, in the gd of Henry IV. 


The temporalities of Langley abbey were 78. 


Here were two pariſhes, one called St. Peter's, 
from its church, alſo, in ſome old writings Mundham 
Magna; it was a rectory, valued at 12 marks, had a 

manſe, 
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manſe, with go acres of land, in the reign of Edward 
I. and fir Robert Shelton was then patron. 


On June goth, 1940, the biſhop of Norwich appro- 
| priated this rectory to the hoſpital of St. Giles, and a 
vicarage was endowed, valued at fix marks and a half

In 159g we find it ſerved by a curate, and fo con- 
tinues nominated by the mayor and corporation of 
Norwich. |

The late Rev. George Molden was preſented to the 
curacy of Mundham St. Peter in 1747, and in the 
fame year to the curacy of St. Etheldred, both in the

SEETHING, SyrTrinc, or Sexncts, wrote in 
Doomiday-book Sithinga, Silinga, and Sinthinga. 


Roger 
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Roger Bigot, anceſtor of the earls of Norfolk, on the 
expulſion of a free-man of earl Gert, had a grant of 
lands here, valued in the whole at 20s. but at the ſur- 
vey at 40s. Bigot had alſo the grant of many other 
fees belonging to \ this lordſhip. 


Several lordſhips aroſe out of the ſeveral fees, which 
were held of the Bigots, earls of Norfolk, and their 
deſcendents. 


The Bigots, a younger branch of the earls of Nor- 


folk, had an intereſt here, for Roger Bigot, earl of 


Norfolk, granted to fir John le Bigot, his nephew, a 
lordſhip, paying to him, for all ſuits and ſervices, a 
bearded arrow 8 dated at Bungay, 1 in the 38ch 


of Edward I. 


Ralph Bigot, his ſon and 3 in the 12th of Ed- 
ward II. gave it to ſir Walter Calthorpe, with his ma- 
no in Mundham. 


Sir Philip . died ſeiſed of it, April 3, in the 
gd of Edward VI. and Elizabeth, his daughter and 
heir, brought it by marriage to fir Henry Par ker, and 


his deſcendent fir Philip Parker, ſon and heir of far 


Calthorpe Parker, was lord in the 20th of James I. 


Roger Miniot had a grant of free-warren in his lord- 


ſhip here, in the 1 3th of Edward I. and held it of the 


honor of Forncet. 


In the 3d of Hay V. the prior of the Holy Tri- 
nity of Ipſwich granted to John Crane, and Roger 
Cottemower, his manor of Miniot, paying yearly in 


the church of St, Margaret's, of W tix marks.

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The families of Hedenham, Dickleburgh, Miniot, 


and Noble. had each an intereſt in this town, and in 


the reign of Henry IV. Thomas lord Mowbray, as ca- 
pital lord, had the manor of Bigot in this town, held 
by the aoch part of a fee; the manor of Dickleburgh, 
by the 15th part of a fee; that of Calthorpe, by the 
20th part of a fee; and that of Hedenham by the 
40th part of a fee; the abbot of Sibton, abbot of 
Langley, and the hoſpital of St. Giles, in Norwich, 
had among them one tee.

This family wrote themſelves ſometimes De Wyn- 
deſore, and ſometimes De Senges, and deſcended from

its cultomary dues, &c. his own livery, and that of 

his clerks, eight men, and eight horſes. 


In the 52d of Henry III. a fine was levied between 
Walter de Wyndeſore, querent, and Richard abbot of 
Sibton, deforcient; that whereas the abbot was 
obliged, among other zzems, to find for Walter a con- 
venient chamber in the abbey, for himſelf and a boy, 
with neceſſary diet and cloathing, and competent pro- 
vender ſor one horſe, which the abbot had denied

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him; the abbot hereby grants to Walter, that he 
would perform the ſaid covenants, and to pay Wal- 
ter eight marks per ann. and two Loos of the price 
of 18d. or 18d. in money. 


The intereſt that the Senges had in this town came 


ſoon after to the Calthorpes ; but the chief part of 


the Senges eſtate was in the abbey of Sibton. 


Sir Oliver 3 by deed, dated at Burnham, 


December 16, 1361, releaſed the abbey of Sibton 
from all rents and ſervices money paid to his an- 


ceſtors. 


William de Noiers at the ſurvey was ſteward of a 
lordſhip in this town, of which a free- man of Stigand 
the archbiſhop was deprived, valued in Tofts before 
the conqueſt at 40s. but the Conqueror added to this 
manor a beruite in Tofts, called Stiga, ſo that at the 
ſurvey it paid 41. 10s. for what was in Tofts; it was 
one leuca long, one broad, and paid 16d. gell. | 


This was granted by William II. to William de Al- 


bini, his butler, anceſtor of the earls of Arundel, and 


held of them by ſeveral perſons, as John de Dun- 
ham, William Gerbergh, William de Holbroke, 


Gilbert de Debenham, &c. and John Berney de 


Witchingham in the 1 7th of Edward IV. died ſeiſed 


of the manor of Holbroke.

Who by kr Reginald Braybrooke, one of her huf- 
bands, had allo a daughter and heireſs, Joan, who 
married {ir Thomas Brooke, who in the 6th of 
Henry VI. was lord of Seething, &c. he was father 
of Edward lord Brooke, of Cobham, who died June 
6, in the 4th of Edward IV. lord of this manor, 


The lands which Iſaac held at the ſurvey came as 
an eſcheat to the crown, and was granted to the Bi- 
gots, who joined it to their other fees in this town. 


Hugh earl of Cheſter had alſo a lordſhip granted

Thomas Godſalve, eſq was lord of Miniot's ma- 
nor, in this town, in the reign of Henry VIII. and at 
the diſſolution had a grant of the abbey of Sibton from 
the duke of Norfolk; and Thomas Godſalve died

The temporalities of Langley abbey were al. 108.

The church was dedicated to St. Margaret, and 
was a rectory, valued at twenty-five marks.

'TOPCROFT, ſo wrote in Doss Eudo, 
ſon of Spiruwin, had a grant of a conſiderable lord- 
ſbip in this town, which Godwin, a free-man, en- 
joyed under the protection only of earl Guert, in king 
Edward's reign, valued then at 61. at the ſurvey 
at 81. 


In the ſame town Godwin, a free-man, who held 
partly under the protection only of St. Edmund, and 
of Edric in king Edward's time, held what was va- 
lued at gos. al the ſurvey at 408. it was one leuca 
long, and one quarter and nine furlongs broad, and 
paid 20d, gelt, whoever was lord of 1 * 


Eudo was a Norman, and came into England with 
the Conqueror, and being rewarded with the manor 
of Tateſhale, in Lincolnſhire, reſided there, and ac- 


cord ing to the cuſtom of thoſe times aſſumed the 


name of that town; his deſcendents were barons of 
the realm, 


Sir 
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Sir Robert de Tateſhale, lord Tateſhale, made a 


great acquiſition to his eſtate by marrying Mabel, 
one of the fiſters and co-heireſſes of Hugh de Albini, 
earl of Arundel, who died in 1242, 


This lord Tateſhale, in right of Mabel, was lord 
of the caſtle of Buckenham, and the manors alſo of 
Wymondham, with the office of chief butler to the 
king. In the 42d of Henry III. he had a grant of 
free-warren; and in the 15th of Edward I. the lord 
had free-warren, aſſiſe of bread and beer, a owe, 
waif, &c. here, 


Sir John Cove was lord in the gth of Edward II. 
and in 1330, in right of Eve, his wife, daughter of 
Robert de Tibetot, and reli of Robert lord Ta- 
teſhale. On the death of the laſt lord Tateſhale, a 
minor, his inheritance came to his three aunts ; 


Emma, the eldeſt, married lir Oſbert Cailey. 


About the end of the reign of Edward III. the 
whole lordſhip of this town was in fir Adam de Clit- 
ton, fon of fir Roger de Clifton, by Margaret, only 
ſiſter of fir Thomas de Cailey. 


Sir John Cliſton, of Buckenham-caſtle, the laft 
heir male of the eldeſt branch of the Cliftons, by 
His will, (dying without iſſue male) dated Auguſt 16, 
1447, gave to Robert Cliſton, his couſin, this lord- 
ſhip, with that of Denton. This Robert was de- 
ſcended from Adam de Clifton, knight, lord of Den- 
ver, ſecond fon of fir Adam 1 mentioned, ſon 
of Thomas Clikon, efq, who was brother of this 
Hir John. | 


From 
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From this family it came about the 22d of Ed- 
ward IV. to ſir Thomas Brews, of Sall, in E yosford 
hundred, who died lord of this, Denton, Hens &c. 


William was s ſon of ſir Thomas, by. Mary, his 
firſt wife, daughter of fir John Calthorpe, of Butn- 
ham, and dying in 1489, left two daugliters and co- 
heirelſes Thomaſine, married to fir Thomas Hau- 
ſard, and Ann, to fir Roger Townſhend ; fo that this 


lordſhip came to Robert Brews, eſq. eldeſt {on of fir 


Thomas, by Elizabeth; his ſecond wie. 


Robert died in 1514, and i lh capite bv the 
third part of a fee, and paying 12d. per ann: to Nor- 
wich caſtle-guard. 


Thomas Brews, eſq. his ſon, was father of fir John 
Brews, of this town, and of Wenham, in Suffolk. 
His ſon, Thomas, was lord in 1590 ; and fir John 
Brews in the reign of James I. who married Cecily, 
daughter of John Wilton, of Topcroſt, geit. lord of 
Wilby. 


After this the Wiltons were lords; and in 1650 
Robert Wilton, eſq. of Wilby, ſon of Richard Wil- 
ton, brother of the aforeſaid Cecily, poſſeſſed it, and 
it remained in that family till Nicholas Wilton, eſq. 
ſold it in 1680 to George Smith, M. D. ſecond ſou 
of John Smith, eſq. of North Dibley, in Glouceſter- 
ſhire; he married Mary, daughter and heireſs of 
David Oitley, of Cheſhire, eſq. by whom he had 
Offley, his fon, who inherited it, and died at London 
in 1708, and was buried there, in St. Bride's chutch, 
leaving this manor to George Smith; his eldeſt fon, 
by Mary. daughter of Thomas Archer, of Glou- 
calle, eſq. George married Marv, third daugh- 
ler of William Churchman, elq. of Illington: he 
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was high-ſheriff of Norfolk in 1735, and died in 
1745, leaving, William Smith, his ton and heir, of 
Topcroſt- Hall, eſq. 


Howe's Maxon. The abbot of St. Edmund, in 
Bury, had a lordſhip, which Berengarius held of the 


ab bot at the ſurvey, with two carucates of land; two 


prieſts held it of the abbey in the reign of the Con- 


feſſor, four villains, ten borderers, and two ſervi, be- 


longed to it; there were two carucates in demeſne, 


and three among the tenants, &c. three acres of mea- 
dow, and a ſocman had two acres, valued at gos. at 
the ſurvey at 40s. the ſoc belonged to the abbey, 


In the ;th of king John Ralph de Tyvill, alias 
Trubeville, gave a mark to have a writ of right for 
the moicty of one fee in this town, of which Roger 


de Howe had diſſeiſed him. 


In the 10th of the ſaid king Ralph granted it to 
Roger for ten marks; they both held under the ab- 
bot, and the preſentation was in 1 the abbot's lee. 


A be was levied in the reign of Richard I. be- 
tween Sampſon, abbot of Bury, petent, and the {aid 
Roger de Howe, tenant, of two knight's fees in this 
town, Micklefield, and Ugkeſhale, in Suffolk, which 
Eerengarius held, wherein Roger acknowledges the 
tenure, and that when the ſcutage was at 20s. he 
would pay 20s. when more he would pay more, and 


when leſs, he would pay leſs, and to perſorm ward to 
Norwich-caſtle. 


Nicholas de Foulſham in the 18th of Edward I. 
held half a fee of Roger de Howe. And in the 14th 
of chat king Roger de G claimed view of 

frank- 
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ſfrank-pledge, the aſſiſe, &c. of his tenants, which 
he held under Roger de Howe. 


In the gth of Edward II. 1316, Richard Sutton 
had an intereſt herein, as truſtee. to the abbot of 
Bury, when he aliened the advowſon of the church 
to the ſee of Norwich. | 


In the reign of Edward III. it ſeems to be pur- 
chaſed by the Cliſtons, and united to the manor of 


Topcroſt, fir John Clifton dying poſſelſed ol it in 
1447. 


The tenths were 4l. 12s. Deducted 11. 


The church is dedicated to St. Margaret. John 
de Howe was patron in the reign of Edward I. and 


the rector had then a manſe, with thirty acres of land, 


valued at ſixteen marks. 


In 173 5 the rector was collated by the PIpe— 
aþoſtolicus, In 160g the rector returned 130 com- 
municants. 


The Nate value is al 13s. 4d. and pays firſt 
fruits, &c. and the biſhop of Norwich is patron. 


In the * againſt the north wall, is a neat 
mural monument, with the arms of Smith; Ini me- 
moriam Georgij Smith, armigert, qua juxta hoc marmor 
ſehultus jacet, uxorem reliquit Mariam, filiam natu ter- 
tiam Gulielini Churchman, armig. de Iiling!on, in Nor- 
folc. comtatu, equa numeroſam ſuſceprrat prolem.

On a grave: ſtone,. Here lies buried George Smith, 
M. D. he was fon of John Smieh, JJ. of North Nibley, 
in Glouteſlerſnire; de died in Ti e Hall, Auguſt 15. 
1702, and had two wives: Mary, daughttr | David 
O ey, of London, cſq. by whom he had one ſon, Offley 
Snuth ; and Ann, the daughter of William Chilcott, of 
Ieworth, Midalefex, 60%. who left no iſſue: —on it the 
arms of Smith, enn Churchman. 


Here lieth the body of Mrs. Ann Smith, hes of 
George Smith, M. D. and only fifter of William Chilcott, 
eſq. who departed this life May 10, 1708, aged 64 
years:—with the arms of Smith, impaling Chilcott. 


In the ſaid chancel a grave-ſtone, I memory ci 
William Chilcott, efg. of Iſleworth, in Midalz ex, wh 
died Auguſt g1, 1705, Stat. 67. 


A grave-flone,—In memory of Mr. John Teniſon, 
B. D. ſome time fellow of St, Peter's college, in Cam- 
bridge, refior of Topcroft, and Bracon- Aua; he died 


June 25, 1671, aged 75. 


In the church were the guilds of St. Margaret, 
St. Thomas, and St. Giles. 


Topcroſt-hall is in the pariſh of Bedingham, and 
all chriſtenings and burials belonged to the vicar of 
that church time immemorial. and there was a free 
chapel near to the hall, dedicated to St. Giles, of 
which the lords of Topcrofi- hall were patrons; this 
was anciently taxed at 538. 44. 


stephen 
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Stephen Provet was the chaplain at its diſſolu- 
tion, and had a penſion of 48s. per ann. and it was 
granted to fir Thomas Wodehoule, of Waxham, with 

certain lands belonging to it, and certain tithes of 
lands, bruſh-wood, and long-wood, by patent, in the 
2d year of Edward VI. pat. 4. 8 | 


In the 16th of Henry III. Vincent de Breccles, 


rector of Bedingham, brought his action for the tithes | 


of the chapel in the town of Topcroft, as belonging to 
his church, | | 


In 1 764 the Rev. Charles Davy was preſented to 
the reQory of Topcroſt by the biſhop of Norwich. 


 WOODTON, Wopzron, or Worrox, wrote in 
Doomſday-book Wodetuna, and Uudetuna. A free- 
man of Ulketel had lands, &c. with a church, valued 
always, the land at g2d. and the church, endowed 


with 12 acres, at 12d. This was given at the con- 


Queſt to Roger Bigot, anceſtor of the earls of Nor- 
folk. Pt, | | 


In the 2oth of Henry III. the heirs of Roger de 


Clereband held the 20th part of a fee of the earl of 


Norfolk, and in the reign of Edward I. ſir James, ſon 
of Clereband, was lord and patron. Triftram de 


Kettleburgh, or brigg, his fon, a minor, held it in 


1313 of the honor of Forncet, by the 20th part of a 
fee; the abbot of Langley, Phil. Peyvre, and Geff. 
Myniot, held here, &c. three quarters of a fee of John 

Verdon, he of the honor of Forncet, and in the gd of 
Henry IV. the lord Thomas Mowbray held, as capi- 


tal lord, in Woodton, in demeſne, the 20th part of a 


fee, called Clereband's, belonging to his manor of 
Forncet. |

About this time John de Eſteford held it under 
Mowbray, and preſented to the church in 1399. 


Atſter this William Bekeſwell, eſq. and the Hey- 
dons, preſented as lords, from whom it came to the 
Sucklings, Robert Suckling, elq. preſenting to the 
church in 1576. TO 


This Robert was ſon of Richard Suckling, alder- 
man of Norwich, buried in the church of St. Simon 
and St. Jude there, in 1552 Robert was mayor of 
the city in 1572, and 1582; by Elizabeth, daughter 
and heir of — . Berwick, of Suffolk, he had a nu- 
merous iſſue. Edmund, his eldeſt ſon, D. D. dean 
of Norwich, and ſir John, his youngeſt, was ſecretary 
to the earl of Dorſet, maſter of the requeſts, and re- 
ceiver of the alienations, &c. and dying March 27, 
in the gd of Charles I. was buried by his father and 
wife in the chancel of St. Andrew's church, at Nor- 
wich, where are monuments erected to their memory, 


Sir John, by Martha his wife, daughter of Thomas 
Cranfield, merchant, of London, was father of fir 
John Suckling, the poet, who was principal ſecretary 
of ſtate, comptroller of the houſehold, and privy-coun- 
ſellor, in the reigns of James I. and Charles IJ. We 
do not find that either of theſe knights had an intereſt 
in this lordſhip, which deſcended to Charles, the el- 
deft fon of Robert aforeſaid, by Joan, his ſecond 
wife, daughter of William Cardinal, of Browley 
Magna, in Effex, eſq. which Charles was lord, and 
preſented in 1624. He died in 1644, and left, by 
Mary his wife, daughter and heir of Stephen Drury, of 
Aylſham, Robert, his fon and heir, who was living in 
1664, and high ſheriff of Norfolk in that year, and 
died -full of years about 1690. He matried two 
wives; firſt, Ann, daughter of fir Thomas _ 

| | houſe, 
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houſe, RE of Kimberley; ſecond, a daughter of fir 
William Doyley, of Shottiſham, bart. and had iſſue 
by both, but was ſucceeded in his eſtate here b Ro- 
bert Suckling, eſq. his ſon and heir, by his firſt wife, 
and lord in 169g; who by Sarah his wife, daughter 
of Maurice Shelton, eſq. of Barningham, in Suffolk, 
was father of Robert, who was lord in 1700, and leſt 
by Anne his wife, daughter of John Berney, eſq. of 
Swardeſton, Robert Suckling, eſq. lord and patron in 
1740; and Denzll Mc elq. preſented as lord in

Of this family was the late Maurice Suckling, eſq. 
captain in the royal navy, a comptroller of the navy, 
one of the elder brethren of the Trinity -houſe, aud 
repreſentative in parliament for Portſmouth. | 


Robert Suckling, eſq. captain- lieutenant, and quar- 
ter- maſter in the weſtern battalion of the Norfolk regi- 
ment of militia, is che preſumptive heir of chis valua- 


ble eſtate. 


At the ſurvey, Iſaac held the lands of two freemen, 
who were only under the protection of Godwin, in 
king Edward's reign, and had livery from the conque- 
ror, valued at 5s. The king and the earl had the ſoc. 


This came afterwards as an eſcheat to the crown; 
who granted it to the Bigots, and * united it to their 
manor before mentioned. 


Eudo, fon of Spiruwin, had a lordſhip, which the 
Conqueror granted him, and eleven free-men of God- 
win, &c. held it under king Edward, and Guert half 
a carucate of land; and four borderers belonged to 
it, with three ren and an acre and half of mea- 
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dow in king Edward's reign. The ſoc belonged to 
che hundred. | 


In this town one free-man, under Godwin's com- 
mendation, and five other free-men (three of them 
under Hagane' s, and two under Algar's) held among 
them a carucate and a half of land, and twelve bor- 
derers; alſo five carucates and four acres of meadow : 

the whole was valued at 41. at the ſurvey at 81. quit- 
rent, and paid by tale 20s. as a fine per ann. Theſe 
ſix free-men paid 27s. 4d. of this 8]. (the other part 
was paid by the lord of Bedingham). It was one 
leuca long, and half a one broad, paid 11d. gelt, who- 
ever was lord, and king Edward had the ſoc of theſe 
free-men ; but earl Ralph, at the time of his forfeiture, 

unjuſtly held it. Godric, at the ſurvey, took care of 
this manor for the Conqueror. 


In Wodetuna, two free men had in king Edward's 
time twelve acres, belonging to, and valued in Adeton, 
which we take to be ſome town, or place near to it. 


Widetuna, and Uuddetuna, and Adetona, all ſet 
forth a town ſeatcd by the water; this was alſo part of 
the aforeſaid manor, 


How long this lordſhip was in the crown does mn 
appear, it was probably granted by William II. 
William he Albini, his butler, lord of Rifing-caftls, | 
&c. in Norfolk, anceſtor of the earls of Arundel, and 
on the death of Hugh de Albini, the laſt heir male of 
that family, came to the lord Tateſhale, by the marri- 
age of Mabel, his eldeſt ſiſter and co- heireſs, who had 
this part of inheritance aſſigned to him, and ſo was 


une to his other lordſhip.

This manor was ere held of earl Hugh, hy

John de Ratleſden held the fourth part of the fee 
here, of Robert Benhale, and in the gd of Henry IV. 
the earl of Suffolk held the ſame as lord of Horsford, 
in Norſolk, of the honor of Eye, in Suffolk. 


The temporalities of Sibton abbey were 118. 6d. of 
St. Faith, gs. 4d. and of Langley, 148. 8d. 


The church is a reQory dedicated to All-Saints, 
In the reign of Edward J. fir James Clereband was 
patron, and the rector had a manſe, with go acres of 
land, valued at 10 marks. 


In 1333 lady Iſabel, queen dowager of England, 
preſented to this church, 


The family of Heydon ſeem to have had the pa- 
tronage from 1465 to 1562. 


In 160g the rector returned 324 communicants. 


The preſent value is 6l. 1 82 90 and pays firſt-
